The Terrible Thing BY LOUIS BLACK 

Demonization of those with whom we disagree Is the most 
dangerous disease that can infect a constitutional republic 


It seems painfully obvious that this is a 
column of opinion. It expresses no desire to 
get people who disagree with it to shut up, be 
jailed, or to either vote or believe differently. 
“Page Two” is not a manifesto or a proclama- 
tion. There is no sense that this column can 
change minds. If there is an ambition, it is to 
get readers to consider issues from a differ- 
ent perspective. In the best case, it would be 
intriguing and interesting while at least get- 
ting some to realize that one can have strong- 
ly different but still considered and principled 
opinions - that, rather than being due to one 
or another of the involved groups’ evil moti- 
vations, differences in ongoing debates have 
much more to do with different attitudes, 
moral beliefs, and ways of thinking, 

No one knows the limitations of this col- 
umn better than I do. It is what it is, and that’s 
all that it is. Yes, it is a weekly column in the 
Chronicle, but that doesn’t imbue my opinions 
with any special authority, wisdom, or power. 
The column’s main distinction is that it has 
been around so long that it has become a 
major factor in my thinking about things. At 
most, this imposes a slight discipline on my 
thinking (many are now laughing at the word 
“discipline” and my name being connected). 

Believe me, I never think otherwise and 
wouldn’t have it any other way if I could. 
There is no mandate, law, or truth being laid 
down here. The goal is only to participate in 
ongoing discussions on relevant topics. At my 
most deluded, perhaps, I hope that I repre- 
sent a point of view shared by some segment 
of the community (although those would be 
different segments at different times, depend- 
ing on the column). 

Many years ago, when Chronicle political 
endorsements first began to carry electoral 
weight, I was more upset than excited. The 
problem was not that I didn’t stand by our 
positions; it was that I was just as concerned 
about some people not thinking through 
things on their own, but instead rather too 
faithfully trusting us. Having anyone follow 


your ideas too easily is a terrible responsibil- 
ity. This was accompanied by a deeply unset- 
tling feeling I experience whenever people are 
parroting a source or unquestioningly follow- 
ing authority. If nothing else, this column’s 
conceit is that it is participating in discus- 
sions with its readers, with the clear under- 
standing that there are many sincerely held, 
widely differing opinions. That is it. 

Given my ongoing concerns about the 
political tactic of trying to turn one group 
of Americans against another. I’ve frequently 
written against this demonization, as well 
as the all-too-casual assault on speech and 
ideas. Invariably, a number of the responses 
to my tirades include the statement that I’m 
doing exactly what I am denouncing others 
for doing. 

This is somewhat of a defense of my writ- 
ing, but it also concerns much more important 
issues. In expressing opinions, this column is 
usually aggressive and passionate - sometimes 
with an over-the-top energy or undisguised 
vehemence. Some actions or positions are 
unbelievable, and dumb beyond measure. The 
territory, though, is always ideas. 

What I don’t do is try to demonize those 
who believe differently. As strident and 
intense as I may be in expressing an opinion, 
I do not think those of differing views are evil, 
malevolent, or intentionally destructive. Most 
often these disagreements are with people 
who also have principled opinions, even 
though they are very different from mine. 

The issue is always whether the focus is 
on ideas or people. Saying an idea is stupid, 
ignorant, badly thought through, or so on is 
still basically about the idea. As my opinions 
on many issues have changed over time, I 
try to offer informed and (somewhat) clearly 
explained positions. I am not stupid enough 
to think that I am offering anything more than 
an opinion; I’m certainly not issuing the truth, 
nor is there any desire to end the discussion. 

There are many, however, who unfortu- 
nately attack not just the idea, but the per- 


son speaking it as well. They question their 
opponent’s motives, accusing him or her of 
having corrupt, diseased motivations - insist- 
ing that, rather than presenting a thought-out 
position, the person is knowingly champion- 
ing evil or treason, communism or fascism, 
totalitarian oppression or class destruction. 
This is demonization, the most truly danger- 
ous disease to infect a constitutional republic 
such as ours. 

Rather than ideas being questioned, 
motives are assaulted: The invasion of Iraq, 
for instance, is portrayed as a move to throw 
the world off balance so the ruling classes 
can enslave the working classes, or those who 
protest the war are depicted as anti-American 
traitors blindly following Marxist ideology in 
hopes of destroying this country. One of the 
things I dislike the most about conspiracy- 
theory hobbyists is that their driving idea is 
that tragic events are always caused by bad 
people intentionally doing often-unimagina- 
ble evil for the most demonic reasons. This 
belief allows one to take almost any action 
against these people. This position is a bit 
more extreme but otherwise very similar to 
the majority of this country’s beliefs when we 
invaded Iraq. 

Currently, when ideological matters are 
under consideration, the belief is put forth 
that there is both good and evil in the world, 
as well as that there is a knowable truth to 
everything. Usually, the person advocating 
this position also assumes that he or she 
knows what is good and what is evil, as 
well as being able to recognize “the truth.” 
Certainly there is evil in the world; there are 
bad people intentionally doing bad things. It 
does not mean people of a different religion, 
lifestyle, ideology, or society are evil because 
they are not like us. Jean Renoir said that the 
truly terrible thing is that everyone has his 
reasons. One has to think about doing unto 
others as you would have others do unto you, 
as well as about walking many miles in some- 
one else’s shoes. 

Many of this country’s enemies, even some 
with whom we are engaged in combat, are not 
evil. Instead, they are legitimately respond- 
ing to this country’s overly aggressive, myo- 
pic, and self-righteous pursuit of policies it 
regards as “right.” Reasonable responses by 
other countries asserting their sovereignty 
and interests in the face of the United States 


are too often labeled evil or intentionally 
malevolent. The motivations of the leaders of 
other countries, as well as this one’s, are not 
inherently evil, but frequently they are self- 
righteously thoughtless and ill-considered. 
There is no suggestion here that either side is 
“right” or that the U.S. should subjugate our 
beliefs to other beliefs. There are many legiti- 
mate conflicts, disagreements, and power 
struggles among countries. Still - to address 
only this polarization as it is expressed in this 
country - it is self-defeating, leaving the U.S. 
at an international disadvantage while allow- 
ing us to commit unconscionable acts. 

The United States is based on the idea 
of vigorous, animated, and often-passionate 
debate and disagreement. The governmental 
design laid out in the Constitution assumes 
a country whose citizens rarely agree, being 
almost always in serious ideological and leg- 
islative disagreement. The Constitution came 
out of a charged, deeply hostile, adversarial 
atmosphere of severely acrimonious, violent 
disagreements. Thus, it can’t be overstat- 
ed how crucial the assumption of ongoing, 
often-vicious debate among those of different 
opinions is to the Constitution. It was the 
overriding consideration in the way the fram- 
ers ended up structuring this country’s gov- 
ernment. It is why we are not a democracy, 
but a democratic constitutional republic. 

The Constitution respects and privileges 
this combat, no matter how extreme. The 
intention behind the separation of powers 
and the elaborate system of checks and 
balances is specifically to keep any one 
side/party/position from gaining too much 
control. In many ways, it is a position 
paper against streamlined, swiftly moving 
government. Intentionally, it makes passing 
legislation difficult, with many tools avail- 
able being too slow or completely derailing 
passage. The Constitution favors a series of 
ongoing governmental deadlocks over laws 
and structural changes that are being imple- 
mented too quickly. 

Clearly and specifically, the Bush admin- 
istration has attacked, denied, and ignored 
the Constitution. It has been the most sus- 
tained, intentional, and vicious assault on 
this country’s founding principles in my life- 
time. This situation obviously shadows this 
discussion and causes the manner in which

the topic is framed to be off-kilter. Ultimately, 
this country’s survival has nothing to do with 
the war on terror, uncovering conspiracies, 
dismantling the military industrial complex, 
somehow bringing dissenting voices on all 
sides into line, or passing or restructuring 
any specific programs (such as Social Security, 
etc.). The main factor will be a return to 
respect and an attempt to understand the 
Constitution. This is not just to chastise 
this administration and its overly insensitive 
supporters. I have heard Libertarians talk 
about throwing out the “bad” amendments, 
liberals insisting on the same lack of intense 
debate as reactionaries do, and politicians 
of all beliefs offering up actions that involve 
nothing less than destroying constitutional 
mandates, though most of them probably 
don’t even realize it. 

This column is the first part of a discussion 
that will be concluded next week. The topic 
will be on one’s conscience and following it. 
Longtime fans and foes of this column have 
a lot to anticipate. There will be comments 
on conspiracy hobbyists, truly constitutional 
American government, and that too-long- 
ignored old favorite, the Naderites.

Administrators at Fault 

Dear Editor, 

In passing, Ms. Kimberly Reeves mentioned 
Johnston High’s history of 10 principals in eight 
years yet neglected to highlight the role that 
selfish personal irresponsibility on the part of 
the administrators has played [“The Slow Dying 
of Johnston High,” News, Nov. 30]. 

Al Mindiz-Melton prioritized his personal 
desires (leading to arrest and imprisonment 
on drug and child-sex charges) and left a newly 
energized campus reeling. 

Successor James Richardson lasted a couple 
of months, before being hit in the head with a 
plastic bottle. He essentially never returned to 
the campus, shortly thereafter retiring due to 
medical disability. (Once relieved of his Johnston 
contract, Richardson underwent a miraculous 
recovery and is today the principal of Genesis 
High School in Bastrop.) 

Two hapless interims later, Sal Cavazos took 
over. To secure the position, he made a three- 
year commitment to Johnston, but few on 
the ground sensed a sincere commitment. In 
October of his second year, Cavazos announced 
to our hastily assembled staff that he was leav- 
ing for another job. Once again, the interests of 
Johnston students were sacrificed for the imme- 
diate needs of their latest leader. 

Meanwhile, the district fiddled away. A handful 
of high-profile (and resume-building) initiatives were 
proposed, inefficiently implemented, and aban- 


doned. During my final year, the principal du jour 
(with full Austin Independent School District back- 
ing) announced that students would have half of 
their absences erased for merely attending school 
on the day of Texas Assessment of Knowledge and 
Skills testing. The message was clear: These chil- 
dren were data, problems to be sugarcoated, rather 
than young people to be developed. 

Teacher turnover at Johnston has been one of 
the problems. But the rotting of the fish begins at 
the head. The leadership at Johnston and those 
overseeing that leadership have consistently 
pursued their own selfish agendas, and the train 
wreck over which we mournfully wring our hands 
today began with that failure of principles.

Acevedo Right to Fire Olsen 

Dear Editor, 

Michael Olsen was a liability to the community 
and the Police Department. He was a ticking 
time bomb that, if taken care of properly under 
Chief Stan Knee, wouldn't have fallen to Chief 
Art Acevedo to deal with, and Kevin Brown would 
still be alive. 

Olsen was one of nine involved in the 2000 
death of Steven Scott and was suspended 
for his actions against Jeffrey Thornton (both 
young black males), when in 2003, Olsen struck 
Thornton's head against a patrol car for the 


“crime” of being in the street. Without provo- 
cation, Olsen knocked Thornton unconscious 
but claimed Thornton was “faking” his injuries 
and ultimately lied to Austin Police Department 
investigators about what he had done. Luckily, 
a surveillance video caught the incident, so 
Thornton’s charges were dropped; most aren’t 
so “lucky" when cops lie. 

Acevedo has committed to firing any officer 
for lying, so if this case had happened under his 
watch, again, Brown would still be alive. 

But surely these prior incidents weren’t iso- 
lated. Olsen even admitted to losing his temper 
twice that night prior to encountering Brown. 
We’ll never know how many times this man ram- 
paged at the expense of community members 
and officers and was not disciplined for it. Under 
Knee, such behavior was routinely tolerated. 

The new chief has been consistent in his 
disciplinary decisions, which is the key to cre- 
ating an accountable department and a safe 
community. Olsen put other officers in jeopardy 
the night he shot Brown, so his termination also 
helps to ensure officers’ safety, not the other 
way around, as Olsen weakly maintains. Most 
officers understand this; it's those that believe 
they are above the law that bring harm. 

Acevedo rightly concluded what Internal Affairs 
failed to, which is a separate issue to address, 
as is the failings of the Travis County District 
Attorney’s Office in the grand jury process. 

The American Civil Liberties Union of Texas’ 
Central Texas Chapter commends the chief for 
applying justice in this case. His actions provide 
great hope for the future, but we remain steadfastly 
committed to playing our role in furthering a more 
accountable department and a safer community.

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Conflict Between Public 
and Special Interests 

Dear Editor, 

Louis Black says of the contending factions 
in local wars over growth and development: 
“If this battle is viewed as good guys vs. bad 
guys, the truth is that it is lost even before it is 
begun. When in any way the conflict is portrayed 
as pitting the malevolent against the noble, pro- 
gressives against reactionaries, realists against 
wide-eyed dreamers, a conflict that is mostly not 
personal is personalized” ["Page Two,” Nov. 30], 

James Madison had a different view of politi- 
cal conflict. He wrote in No. 10 of The Federalist 
fiapers: "The latent causes of faction are thus 
sown in the nature of man; and we see them 
everywhere brought into different degrees of 
activity, according to the different circumstances 
of civil society. A zeal for different opinions 
concerning religion, concerning government, and 
many other points. ... But the most common 
and durable source of factions has been the 
various and unequal distribution of property. 
Those who hold and those who are without 
property have ever formed distinct interests in 
society. Those who are creditors, and those who 
are debtors, fall under a like discrimination. A 
landed interest, a manufacturing interest, a mer- 
cantile interest, a moneyed interest, with many 
lesser interests, grow up of necessity in civilized 
nations, and divide them into different classes, 
actuated by different sentiments and views. 
The regulation of these various and interfering 
interests forms the principal task of modern 
legislation, and involves the spirit of party and 
faction in the necessary and ordinary operations 
of government.” 


Translated into today’s vernacular, Madison 
is telling us that the principal activity tak- 
ing place in government and politics is the 
conflict between the public interest and the 
special interests.

A new crop of freshmen would arrive at UT each 
year, and a new crop of elected officials would 
arrive at the Capitol every other year. It was inter- 
esting and pleasant. There were enough bars, 
music venues, and restaurants to keep us happy. 
The creeks ran clear, and life was affordable. 

Unfortunately it is now all out of control. Life 
is not affordable. We have Ozone Action Days, 
fecal coliform counts, impossible traffic, and too 
many carpetbaggers. The hype of “the live music 
capital of the world” rings hollow. Most people 
are coming here for the money, not the music. 

I’m tired of reading articles on growth that 
include, “When I moved to Austin.” If a story on 
growth in Austin includes these words, one can be 
assured the writer is part of the problem. I long 
for the days when the Chronicle was biweekly. I 
usually could manage to read most of it before 
the next issue came out. Now I sometimes barely 
get started before another issue confronts me.

Austin Green Art was out on the stump on Tuesday when the group built a mobile forest to protest how much paper is wasted on store catalogs. The 
demonstration, outside of the Sears at the Hancock Shopping Center, was part of a national day of action organized by ForestEthics to encourage big 
retailers to print fewer catalogs and use more recycled paper. To show how much paper is wasted, local artist Warren McKinney constructed tree stumps out 
of bags and bundles of old catalogs. Sears and its subsidiary Lands' End produce 425 million catalogs a year. "That's enough to cover the Sears Tower six 
times a day for the whole year," said Austin Green Art's Randy Jewart. Much of the wood pulp used comes from the Boreal Forest in Canada, which is being 
clear-cut at the rate of 2 acres a minute. "Eighty percent of that goes to the U.S. and then straight in the trash," Jewart said. - Richard Whittaker

Hoping to stave off future litigation over developments 
on Lady Bird Lake, last Thursday council ordered the 
establishment of a Waterfront Overlay Task Force. 

Council Member Lee Leffingwell said there was contro- 
versy over the current ordinance and that “the purpose 
of this task force is 
just to go back and 
look at it and try to 
correct any ambigui- 
ties that might exist.” 

The resolution calls 
for members of rele- 
vant boards and com- 
missions, neighbor- 
hood advocates, and 
the development com- 
munity to all have 
seats at the table.

The Travis Co. Community Service and Corrections Divi- 
sion has withdrawn plans to put a drug and alcohol 
treatment facility down on East 11th Street in an 

office building owned by Ebenezer Baptist Church.

Krusee steps down to take on 
New Urbanism

“It’s an article of faith for Democrats that the 
sales tax is regressive. The gas tax is much, 
much more regressive. The gas tax is, literally, 
a transfer of wealth from the poor to the middle 
class - to the upper-middle class.” 

That’s not some blogging transit activist or 
Green Partier speaking on the inequitable bur- 
dens of highway costs. It’s District 52 state Rep. 
Mike Krusee, who’s currently best known - for 
better and worse - as the legislative face of Texas 
toll roads. We spoke at length last week in his 
Capitol office, a few days after he announced that 
he has decided not to run for another term (the 
current term ends in January 2009). “I will be 
leaving elective office,” his Nov. 27 statement 
read, “but I intend to stay active in the issues I 
care about, Transportation and New Urbanism, 
both here in Texas and nationwide.” Krusee dis- 
missed speculation that his unspoken reason is 
that the next race might be too tough. “It’s a fact 
that that district is changing, but that didn’t 
really have any impact on my decision,” he said. 
“I’ve always believed that if I wanted to run a 
hard race, I’d win. Or at least, if I thought that the 
best remaining way for me to have an impact was 
to continue serving in the Legislature, I would 
run hard, whether I thought I could win or not.” 

Krusee now believes that he can have a 
greater impact on transportation and land-use 
issues elsewhere than elected office. He’s serv- 
ing on the National Surface Transportation 
Infrastructure Financing Commission - that 
basically means, he says, “we’re trying to figure 
out how we’re going to finance surface trans- 
portation across the United States for the next 
50 years.” And he’s on the board of the 
Congress for the New Urbanism, a nationwide 
organization actively promoting the planning of 
“walkable” urban neighborhoods as the anti- 
dote to decades of metropolitan sprawl. “That’s 
probably my greatest thrill in public life now, is 
serving on that board,” Krusee said. “It’s more 
meaningful to me than my seat in the Legislature, 
because of the impact that it has nationwide, 
and even worldwide, on people’s lives.” 

Fighting Communism 

Krusee freely admits that he’s come to New 
Urbanism only recently, since 2003, when he 
assumed the chairmanship of the House 
Transportation Committee. His friend and 
town planner Scott Polikov was telling him he 
needed to start thinking of transportation not 
just literally but in terms of land use and 
Smart Growth. Krusee was skeptical. “We all 
look at things through our own lenses,” he 
said, and through his “Republican lens,” he 
saw Smart Growth as “just a bunch of ‘com- 
munists.’ I’m being facetious. But to me, that 
was people who want to control the market- 
place and how people want to develop. And 
my perspective was that the free market 
should take care of all that, and people should

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develop their own land with their 
own money, as they see fit.” 

Polikov persuaded Krusee to attend a 
seminar on New Urbanism, taught by 
the planning movement’s guru, Andres 
Duany, at his Kendands development in 
Maryland. “I spent those days listening 
to Duany explain what New Urbanism 
was and what sprawl really was, in terms 
of design and its impact. I came away 
from that a convert, in just five days.” 
What forcibly came home to Krusee 
is that highway planning is not simply 
building more roads but is too often a 
form of subsidizing wasteful and unpro- 
ductive development, which he agreed 
is “welfare for the suburbs.” “They are! 
They are, absolutely! . . . The way our 
growth model works in Texas, and gen- 
erally around the country: Developers 
seek cheap land, on the periphery; they 
develop it in a manner that’s accurately 
called sprawl and in a manner that gen- 


with the financial realities and that the 
economics of oil (and exploding con- 
struction costs) will force steady 
change. He’s become a forceful local 
mass-transit advocate and believes the 
political will is now available to win big 
votes on mass transit. “I’ve actually 
been pushing Lee [Walker] and Cap 
Metro to be much more ambitious. . . . 
We’ve got to have a Downtown circula- 
tor; we’ve got to go to Elgin and 
Manor; we’ve got to go to the airport; 
we’ve got to go to Mueller.” 

On that issue, too, Krusee’s a rela- 
tively recent convert. There are those 
who say his successful advocacy of sub- 
urban commuter rail instead of the light- 
rail lines initially proposed clumsily 
destroyed the possibility of effective 
Downtown mass transit for another 
decade - and that instead, we’ll be try- 
ing to retrofit a system conceived for the 
very suburban sprawl it’s supposed to

erates thousands of [vehicle] trips.” Yet 
the gas-tax money paying for those free- 
ways, he points out, comes dispropor- 
tionately from inner-city drivers, driving 
primarily on city streets that don’t get 
the benefit of those same state taxes - 
thereby subsidizing not just sprawl but 
the congestion, pollution, and the asso- 
ciated social costs. “We’re not making 
polluters pay - in fact, we’re subsidizing 
driving in the suburbs, taking long trips, 
driving cars with low gas mileage. We’re 
making that easier to do; we’re subsi- 
dizing all those habits.” He argues that 
the new toll roads (public or private) are 
not only necessitated by the lack of 
other sustainable financing but are 
beginning to redress fairly that historic 
urban/suburban imbalance. 


replace. But as Mike Clark-Madison 
wrote here, about a year after Krusee was 
having his New Urbanism epiphany, 
“It’s also pretty obvious that the only 
way Austin will ever have rail transit is if 
we start with a commuter system serving 
western suburbanites” (‘Austin @ 
Large,” April 9, 2004). Krusee believes 
that even the suburbs are realizing that 
there’s more to life than commuting, 
and that regional, bipartisan cooperation 
can respond. We need “to encourage 
good planning throughout our region,” 
he believes, “so that everyone has an 
opportunity [for sustainable communi- 
ties] and also to provide mass transit.” 
That’s not quite communism, of 
course. But it sounds like something we 
all can come together and pray over. ■

BESIDE THE POINT 

Conspicuous Consumption

Think you're rushed with the holidays approaching? 
Consider the busy shoppers at City Council, hurtling 
to the 2007 finish line. After today's meeting (Thurs- 
day, Dec. 6), there’s only one meeting (Dec. 13) to go. 

Last week’s session was distinguished largely by 
its length: An upbeat update on the Austin Technolo- 
gy Incubator program, which helps nascent tech 
endeavors, drew a prolonged endorsement from spon- 
sor Brewster McCracken and eye-rolls from his col- 
leagues; the East Riverside Corridor Plan ate up 
the late afternoon, with council selecting New Jersey 
firm A. Nelessen Associates (over locals Casabella 
Architects) to do the work; a Tarrytown crowd 
crammed the chambers in opposition (mostly) to an 
Exposition Boulevard condo project, which council 
passed on first read after shrinking it slightly. If only 
we could shrink today’s agenda. 

Item 45 is a lobbying-reform effort from Lee Lef- 
fingwell. “It prohibits contact with council members 
and senior staff from the time a RFP [request for pro- 
posal] is issued to the time the award is made,” says 
Double “L.” If anyone’s illicitly lobbying, that group is 
booted from the running; two violations, and you're 
barred from bidding for three years. Leffingwell 
believes it would fix more of a “perception problem’’ 
than any outright conflicts of interest: “It’s so easy 
under this proposal to say, ‘Sorry, I can’t talk to you; 
I’m prohibited by this ordinance.’” Nothing personal, 
Richard Suttle! (Leffingwell promises “more in the 
works" on lobbying reform.) 

Leffingwell’s also the lead sponsor on a few other 
items: Item 47 hopes to fold the city’s Public Safety 
and Emergency Management responders (airport 
police, Park Police, and city marshals) into the Austin 
Police Department over three years; as it’ll have to be 
negotiated in both groups’ contract talks, that’s the 
plan, anyhow. While costing more initially - up to $6 
million - Leffingwell says it will save money over time, 
because of the unified budget. “But the overriding 
reason to do this,” he says, "is to enhance public 
safety by having uniform hiring standards, uniform 
training, and unified command and control." 

Item 49 splits that colicky baby called the Domain: 
While continuing to honor existing economic incentives 
and subsidies (under current attack in a petition drive), 
it also prevents any future Domain-like arrangements; 
“Project-based incentives for large scale mixed use 
projects [are] no longer necessary,” the item states. 
“Those kind of things would go out the window," 
Leffingwell says. “The city now has a bunch of other 
tools to advance those kinds of projects,” incentives 


such as the green-building program, commercial 
design standards, and other conservation programs. 

Jennifer Kim’s Item 48 prioritizes services for day- 
laborers and the homeless - two groups that 
would’ve been most affected by her now apparently 
abandoned tightening of the solicitation ordinance. 
“This is to really make sure we've got enough services 
and [are] helping [homeless] transition into jobs and 
housing,” Kim says. That entails requesting additional 
state and federal funding, marketing day-labor cen- 
ters, and updating data on the city’s homeless popu- 
lations. There's also a 2pm presentation and public 
hearing, technically to “consider an amendment to 
City Code ... related to solicitation.” But Kim says any 
amendments are dead. “There is no staff recommen- 
dation,” she says. “They’re not bringing back a new 
ordinance because they listened to input - partially 
the Public Safety Task Force, partially my input. They 
decided that’s not the right thing to do - and I agree.” 
During the hearing, however, Kim hopes to address 
better enforcement of current laws. 

Kim’s Item 50 concerns the remodeling code. In 
order to prevent builders from gaming the system, or 
“basically doing new builds through incremental 
remodeling - saying 'OK, we’ll do this half, then do 
the other half,’” Kim’s introducing stricter remodel 
rules. Summarizing, Kim says remodelers can’t remove 
more than 50% of exterior walls and must hew to the 
roof-line, horizontal and vertical lines - “otherwise, go 
for an additional permit, or brand-new building permit.” 
If it shuts the Statesman up about Flyde Park garage 
apartments, we’re ail for it. 

Also: The Downtown Austin Alliance presents its 
biannual survey at 10:30am, while, in other booster- 
ism news, Will Wynn's Item 46 sinks $4.95 million 
in Block 21 proceeds - originally earmarked for the 
Austin Children’s Museum, no longer moving in - 
into “hardscape and streetscape improvements” 
Downtown. That’s if it passes - there should be a 
healthy debate over whether $5 million worth of side- 
walks is judicious use of the funds. Lastly, regarding 
Block 21, Save Our Springs Alliance’s Colin Clark 
writes in to say, “I can’t help but notice the reserved 
parking across from City Flail for Stratus/Freeport 
Properties," referring to parking meters bagged and 
tagged for the corporate citizen. “I've been wondering 
if the ‘free for Stratus' parking spots were part of the 
deal with the city from a few years back that gave 
Stratus Block 21 for $15 million, or was that an after- 
the-deal addition?" And to think, normally when you 
land on free parking, you’re the one getting paid. ■

Mayor Will Wynn was down in San Antonio this 
week, talking energy efficiency with the mayors 
of the Alamo City, Dallas, Houston, and El Paso. 
Together, they declared the compact fluorescent 
bulb the official state lightbulb, calling on all 
Texans to replace their old-fashioned bulbs 
with energy-saving CFLs. If every Lone Star 
household switched to only one CFL, the air- 
quality result would be equivalent to removing 
55,000 cars from the road while saving enough 
energy to power 200,000 homes for a year, say 
the mayors. According to Austin Energy - which 
has distributed more than 200,000 free CFLs to 
customers - the bulbs are 66% more efficient 
than their incandescent predecessors, emit 
70% less heat, and last up to six times longer. 

AE offers customers $2-off CFL coupons at local 
Home Depots, HEBs, and various Austin lighting 
stores. One important note about CFLs, however: 
They contain toxic mercury and mustn't be 
thrown in the trash but, rather, properly recycled. 
Many stores accept old CFLs, or they can be 
dropped off, along with batteries, aerosol cans, 
cleaners, paint, and other common household 
items, at the city's Household Hazardous Waste 
Facility at 2514 Business Center Dr. For more 
info, see www.austinenergy.com.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Last month Waukegan (III.) High School seniors Brandy Johnson and Lupe 
Silva were voted “Cutest Couple" by their peers. Awww. The two young 
women, who met in drama class, had maintained a yearlong relationship, 
open at school, and earned a reputation as “just a regular couple." Duh. But 
when the votes came in, official homophobia began brewing - as far away as 
Texas. Because of the award and the national stir it caused, officials at 
Round Rock's Stony Point High School tried to ban “Cutest Couple” from 
the awards list. According to yearbook editors Vihn Ngo and Ethan Yelle, 
assistant principal Diana Garcia said she didn't want Stony Point to be asso- 
ciated with the words "cutest couple” because if you Google them, a lesbian 
couple shows up, “and we can’t have the press writing about Stony Point in 
a negative manner because we have been doing such a great job this year.” A 
great job at what? Discrimination? Garcia couldn’t be reached for comment, 
but Round Rock Independent School District spokeswoman JoyLynn Occhiuzzi 
said (brace yourselves - if spin makes you nauseous, now would be a good 
time to shut your eyes) the problem wasn’t the “cutest couple" link on 
Google; it was a “most likely to run off to get married in Vegas” attachment 
to the title at Stony Point - which, if taken literally, excluded same-sex part- 
nerships, since gay marriage isn't legal in Vegas. Occhiuzzi also said Stony 
Point has decided to reinstate the “Cutest Couple" part of the title.

Georgetown Police Department Sgt. Jimmy Fennell has been indicted on 
charges of aggravated sexual assault, aggravated kidnapping, and official 
oppression for the alleged sexual assault of a woman he'd detained during 
a domestic disturbance call. Fennell is off the job pending the outcome of 
an internal investigation. He is probably best known as the former Giddings 
police officer who was engaged to 19-year-old Stacey Stites, who was mur- 
dered in 1996 and found dumped on the side of a county road outside 
Bastrop. Bastrop resident Rodney Reed, convicted and sentenced to death 
for her murder, maintains he is innocent. He insists he was having an affair 
with Stites at the time of her murder. Although semen DNA found in Stites 
connected her to Reed, there is no evidence connecting Reed to Stites’ 
murder. In fact, it was Fennell who provided investigators with most of the 
information about Stites’ last hours. He said, for example, that Stites got 
up for work on time and borrowed his truck to work a 3:30am shift at the 
Bastrop HEB - he knew that, he said, even though he wasn’t awake when 
she left. Amazingly, however, police never searched the apartment Stites 
shared with Fennell and allowed Fennell to sell the pickup Stites allegedly 
drove to work - before any suspects had been arrested and before forensic 
testing of the interior was complete. Reed supporters contend Fennell was 
a far more likely suspect in Stites’ death and say he was furious to discover 


that his white fiancee was having an affair with a black man (see “Who 
Killed Stacey Stites?” May 24, 2002). Fennell’s indictment “casts heavy 
doubt on the integrity of the justice process that [led] to the murder convic- 
tion of Rodney Reed and his sentence to capital punishment,” said Texas 
Civil Rights Project Director Jim Harrington in a statement. -Jordan Smith 

With filing for the 2008 elections officially opening in Texas Monday, poten- 
tial candidates now have to put their money, or a nominating petition, where 
their mouths are. Candidates must file before Jan. 2 with the secretary of 
state to be placed on the ballot for a district or state office or with the rele- 
vant county judge for a county office. Anyone hoping to get in on the March 4 
party primaries must also file with their county or state party chair. Official 
fees range from $300 for the race for State Board of Education to $5,000 to 
run for the U.S. Senate. However, candidates can offer a petition signed by 
eligible voters equal to 2% of the total number of voters in the last guberna- 
torial election. So there's still time for outsider candidates to get out the clip- 
board and start door-to-door signature drives. - R.W. 

On Nov. 28, North Dakota federal District Judge Daniel Hovland ruled against 
two farmers seeking permission to grow industrial hemp in compliance with 
state law and without the interference of the Drug Enforcement Administration. 
Farmers Dave Monson, a veteran Republican state lawmaker, and Wayne 
Hauge say North Dakota law regulates the cultivation of industrial hemp, the 
nonnarcotic cousin of marijuana. Monson and Hauge argue the industrial 
strain of Cannabis sativa L. contains less than 0.3% tetrahydrocannabinol 
and thus is not a drug - meaning, ultimately, the DEA has no power to regu- 
late their agricultural activities. The DEA has countered that the federal 
Controlled Substances Act does not differentiate between marijuana and 
hemp. Although Hovland appeared sympathetic to the farmers' situation, he 
ultimately ruled the act does not distinguish industrial hemp as a separate 
strain of marijuana. “The plaintiffs concede that the plant they intend to grow 
is Cannabis sativa L. The plaintiffs also concede that the plant they seek to 
grow will contain some quantity of THC,” Hovland wrote in a 22-page opinion, 
granting the DEA’s bid to have the case dismissed. “The plant the plaintiffs 
seek to grow is clearly a ... controlled substance under the plain language of 
the [CSAj. The language of the statute is unambiguous." And that, he wrote, 
is not something he can change from the bench: “The proper venue to 
amend the statute is Congress and not the courts." (The Industrial Hemp 
Farming Act of 2007, authored by Surfside Republican Rep. Ron Paul, which 
would legalize industrial-hemp farming, is pending before Congress.) At press 
time, Monson and Hauge were considering whether to appeal Hovland’s deci- 
sion to the 8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. - J.S. 

Ayon Sen, a senior at Westwood High School in Round Rock, won fourth 
place and a $30,000 scholarship Monday at the ultimate smackdown of 
high school science geniuses, the Siemens Competition in New York. Sen 
won for a project that tackled the relationship between undersea currents 
and ocean temperature, titled (in an apparent nod to George Clinton) 
“Dissipation of Geostrophic Oceanic Flows by Quadratic Bottom Boundary 
Layer Drag." He took a look at the friction at the bottom of the ocean, 
which has implications for predicating global climate change. Sen’s parents 
are both scientists, and he plans to become a professor of mathematics.

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UT's Brackenridge Tract 
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When UT-Austin benefactor George Washington Bracken- 
ridge donated 500 acres to the University of Texas in 1917, his 
plan was to make the tract a site for a new main campus. The 
idea never materialized, however, and because of its distance 
from the (onetime) 40 Acres, the UT System Board of Regents 
found the Brackenridge Tract’s educational purposes few. 

Meanwhile, like the city around it, its potential as a revenue 
source grew - and grew. And now the tune has changed. 
Regents and members of the Brackenridge Task Force speak 
no longer of “educational purposes" for the tract, instead of 
using the land to further the university's “mission.” And that 
mission is becoming more capital-intensive by the year. 

The direct cost of higher education has soared in recent 
years, thanks to rising utility and construction costs, layers of 
deferred maintenance, and the need to pay nationally competi- 
tive salaries. Yet state appropriations for UT grew by only 1.8% 
last year, lagging behind even the rate of inflation. “The univer- 
sity is starved for funding," said Kevin Hegarty, UT’s vice 
president and chief financial officer. “We have to look at our 
assets and ask: Are they being put to the best uses?” 

Pressure from above doesn’t make matters easier, Hegarty 
added. In 2003, a rider in a state appropriations bill attempt- 
ed to force UT and A&M to liquidate or redevelop their land 
holdings, he said. The rider never made it into the final bill, 
but the UT System got the hint - and shortly thereafter, admin- 
istrators started pursuing ways to better utilize the land. 

Hegarty, who served on the task force, said it’s nearly impossi- 
ble to fathom the kind of revenue the Brackenridge Tract could 
potentially generate, if developed. Situated on a picturesque 
stretch of land along Lake Austin Boulevard, the property would 
be a hot commodity in Austin’s feverish real estate market. Half 
of the original 500-acre tract’s remaining 345 acres is used for 
university purposes: a biological field lab and housing for gradu- 
ate and married students. The other half is home to the Lions 
Municipal Golf Course, known as “Muny,” along with a few retail 
establishments, the Oyster’s Landing docks, some upscale apart- 
ments, and the Lower Colorado River Authority’s offices. 

Since the Brackenridge Development Agreement, which 
paved the way for development in 1989, the university has 
made almost a million dollars a year from commercial leases 
alone. But that’s a fraction of what could be made if the whole 
tract is redeveloped. Almost a third of the lease revenue 
comes from 14 acres of development on what’s called the 
Deep Eddy Tract and 2 acres leased to Safeway Inc. Most 
of those leases were signed in the late Eighties or early 
Nineties, so the tenants locked in bargain prices. 

The city of Austin, which set a 32-year lease on Muny in 
1987, got the sweetest deal: an annual rent of $345,000 for 141 
acres, or $2,500 per acre. By contrast, Heidi’s German Bakery 
(on the Deep Eddy Tract) pays about $28,000 for less than a 
sixth of an acre (about $180,000 per acre). The city has histori- 
cally been low-rent: The original lease on the entire golf course, 
set in 1927, was $60 a year ($690 in inflation-adjusted dollars). 


And the city even failed to pay that 
for five decades, according to a 
1972 report by regents then-Chair- 
man Frank Erwin. The modest 
development on the Safeway and 
Deep Eddy tracts annually brings in 
$19,500 per acre. If the Muny tract 
were generating at least that much 
revenue, it would bring in $2.7 mil- 
lion a year. It isn’t exactly an apples- 
to-apples comparison, according to a 
written statement from the UT 
System Real Estate Office. “There 
are a large number of variables that 
are considered in setting rental uses 
permitted by the lease, number of 
acres, responsibility for maintenance, 
etc." But still, the financial spread 
from city to small businesses is 
undeniably substantial. 

The lease on Muny, however, 
doesn’t expire until 2019, so if the 
regents want earlier redevelop- 
ment, their best bet would be to 
develop the Brackenridge 
Apartments, available for nonuni- 
versity use in 2009 under the 

development agreement, and the Colorado Apartments, 
which became available in 1999. In its report to the board in 
October, the task force recommended the regents redevelop 
the apartments, reiterating that they don’t represent the “high- 
est and best use of the land” - a real estate term meaning, 
essentially, the most financial bang for the buck. 

The hundreds of graduate and married students who live in 
the apartments beg to differ. At a November public hearing, 
students turned out to protest the task force’s recommenda- 
tion. Many pointed to the incalculable value of the apartments 
as a UT recruiting tool. Two students testified they had been 
considering going to Berkeley, but the lack of decent married- 
student housing was a deal-breaker. 

Hegarty responded that redeveloping the site is simply the 
price of change: “Everyone wants things to change but not with 
respect to them.” He added that the money generated from the 
land could pay for stipends and offset tuition raises. “Affordable 
housing for students doesn’t have to be in the form of brick and 
mortar,” Hegarty said. The students argue that stipends are a 
poor substitute for their current homes, which are safe, quiet, 
and provide a community that can't be had anywhere else. 

The Brackenridge Field Lab - arguably the use on the 
tract that most directly conforms to Brackenridge’s original 
intent - may not be safe from development, either. While the 
task force wasn't clear in saying the lab should go, the mem- 
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bers weren’t exactly convinced it should stay. The leadership 


of the lab and the School of Biology insists the lab remain. 
Moving it, they say, would destroy more than four decades of 
research. However, the task force’s outside consultant, Peter 
Raven, said that with improvements, the lab could be reduced 
to 60 acres without compromising research. 

It’s too early to speculate what kind of development will 
take place on the tract, said Hegarty, adding that the specter 
of high-density development is being used as a scare tactic by 
those who oppose the project. “No one on the task force saw 
big-box development. If the university wanted to be irresponsi- 
ble, it could do anything it wants. It could build a nuclear reac- 
tor there, but it's not going to.” 

Given recent UT history, however, opponents’ redevelopment 
fears may not be entirely unfounded. In 2003, UT signed with 
the Simon Property Group to redevelop a portion of land 
near the Arboretum into a shopping mall - which has become 
the master-planned multiuse development known as the 
Domain. It isn’t too far-fetched to imagine the university doing 
the same with the Brackenridge Tract - though any develop- 
ment plans would still have to get the nod from the city. 

“There is a clear incentive to build more densely on this land,” 
said Sheridan Titman of the McCombs School of Busi- 
ness, “but it is unlikely that they will get approval to do so.” 
The next step is for the regents to select a master planner, 
sometime early next year. The board will discuss the report 
and the public response at its December meeting. - Justin Ward 
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Return of the Titty Tax 

Define "nude.” If you think it means no clothes, think again. 
Now define "sexually oriented business.” If you’re thinking 
adult store or topless bar, wrong again. A new admission sur- 
charge, which its Legislature sponsors say is just supposed to 
affect Texas strip joints, could in fact sweep up cabarets, bars, 
fashion shows, and even mainstream theatres - while potential- 
ly violating both the First Amendment and the state tax code. 

House Bill 1751, which takes effect Jan. 1, will charge “sexu- 
ally oriented businesses” (known in legislative circles as “SOBs”) 
that provide live nude entertainment a fee of $5 per customer. 

The bill, however, defines “nude” as "entirely unclothed; or ... 
clothed in a manner that leaves uncovered or visible through less 
than fully opaque clothing any portion of the breasts below the 
top of the areola of the breasts, if the person is female, or any 
portion of the genitals or buttocks.” Texas already has a statutory 
definition of SOB, but the bill extends that to any venue that 
allows the consumption of alcohol and provides live nude perfor- 
mance. According to First Amendment attorney Arthur Selander, 
“This would include a theatre staging a performance of Hair." 

In 2005 a similar surcharge bill, proposed by the Texas 
Association Against Sexual Assault and backed by Gov. Rick 
Perry, would have dedicated the cash to public education, but it 
was widely ridiculed as "Tits for Tots” and rejected by the Lege. 
Lawrence Collins, a lobbyist for TAASA, said the association 
started shopping the idea around again to legislators in the 
interim, finally getting freshman Rep. Ellen Cohen, D-Flouston, 
to sponsor it in the Flouse. Bill Kelly, Cohen’s chief of staff, said 
that as president and CEO of the Houston Area Women’s 
Center, Cohen had been looking for ways to finance a statewide 
fund for agencies supporting victims of sexual abuse and bolster 
the patchwork of coverage that has left 54 counties with no pro- 
gram. The first $25 million per biennium raised by the surcharge 
goes to the newly founded Sexual-Assault Program Fund, to be 
split between a variety of state, local, and faith-based agencies. 
The rest will go into the Texas Health Opportunity Pool, estab- 



lished under Senate Bill 10. Flaving sexually oriented business- 
es pay for the programs, Kelly said, was an “apples-to-apples 
comparison, where an industry that predominantly employs 
women would benefit victims of a crime that predominantly 
affects women." Fie added that Cohen intended the bill to cover 
only traditional SOBs. “If there’s a performance of Shakespeare 
with a bare breast, we’re not going after that,” he said. “We’re 
not trying to be the morality police." 

But enforcement and interpretation of the law will be left to 
the state comptroller’s office. Bryant Lomax, tax policy 
division manager responsible for developing the interpretation 
guidelines, said his office would take “the plain meaning of 
the words in the statute and [try] to apply them as reasonably 
as possible.” This means the broadest definitions of “nudity” 
and “sexually oriented business” the bill allows. A venue could 
be appraised on a night-by-night basis: If a sports bar held a 
wet T-shirt contest, for example, it would have to pay the sur- 
charge for that one night. When asked if this would include a the- 
atrical performance with nudity as defined by the bill, Lomax said, 
“By the language of the bill, [it] would.” Fie also said Cohen had 
been informed of this broad interpretation and agreed with it. 

While other tax bills came into effect Sept. 1, this surcharge 
was deliberately pushed back to the end of the year “to allow 
the comptroller’s office to set good rules under the definitions,” 
Kelly said. This has led to some head-scratching for Lomax’s 
staff members over the interpretation of “nude,” as when they 
were approached by a bar whose waitstaff wear bikinis and 
asked whether their business would be liable. “We asked 
questions about what we’re talking about when we say ‘bathing 
suit,”' Lomax said. “Are we talking a regular bikini, string bikini, 
thongs, or spaghetti straps?” The answer, then, would effec- 
tively depend on the comptroller’s sexually oriented judgment. 

While Kelly said he did not expect any First Amendment 
challenges, Selander warned that the surcharge could violate 
the freedom of speech clauses of both the U.S. and Texas 
constitutions. “This is essentially a tax based on the content 
of expression,” he said, “and it will have a chilling effect.” 
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According to tax attorney James Martens, free expression 
is not the only right potentially violated by this law, and it could 
breach provisions in the Texas Constitution about unfair taxa- 
tion. The bill calls the surcharge a “fee,” but in Texas a fee 
must be spent on regulating the industry from which it is 
raised. Since this revenue would not go to regulation, it should 
be classified as a “tax” and therefore cannot be restricted to 
one type of venue providing nude entertainment, such as strip 
joints. That may be why, Martens said, the comptroller's office 
is taking such a sweeping interpretation. “If they apply it 
broadly, they face less of a constitutional challenge,” he said. 

Brodie Owen, promotions manager for the Yellow Rose club, 
said this could cripple smaller businesses. “If you’re a club that 
only does $50,000 a month, a hundred customers a day is 
$15,000 straight out of revenue,” he said. “This affects everyone 
in the industry. Bar staff, managers, waiters, dancers - they have 
all chosen a legitimate trade. Someone is going to challenge this 
law. i just hope it’s soon.” - Richard Whittaker 
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TEXAS FAIR DEFENSE PROJECT PREVAILS OVER WILCO IN COURT 


The Texas Supreme Court’s Unauthorized 
Practice of Law Committee has rejected a July 
26, 2006, “secret" complaint filed by the Wil- 
liamson County Attorney’s Office against 
the Texas Fair Defense Project, a nonprofit 
legal advocacy group, according to TFDP attor- 
ney Harry Williams IV. 

In June 2006, TFDP filed a class-action law- 
suit alleging that the county systematically 
deprives indigent defendants of their constitu- 
tional right to court-appointed counsel, that it 
operates a closed-court system. In response, 
the county hit TFDP with an emergency motion 
for a temporary restraining order stating the 
group’s “agents" were “causing judicial disrup- 
tion” by “talking to defendants,” though no 
such objections had been raised during a two- 
year observation period by TFDP An affidavit by 
Sgt. Melissa Flightower of the Williamson Co. 
Sheriff's Office showed that the county had 
cased TFDP personnel, including Adrian de la 
Rosa, going so far as to state, “Mr. De La Road 
[sic] attempted to make eye contact [with] 
defendants,” and that an “unidentified male” 
went to the restroom while de la Rosa was talk- 
ing to a defendant outside the courtroom. TFDP 
staff agreed to cease talking to defendants in 
the halls and apologized for leaving a brochure, 
but they denied any wrongdoing. Without expla- 
nation, the county abruptly aborted the motion, 
apparently opting for a cloak-and-dagger strate- 
gy instead, by filing the UPLC complaint. 

The group has been kept in suspense 
about the particulars of the complaint ever 


since. At the time, Williams called it 
“Kafkaesque” - an allusion to The Trial, in 
which the protagonist is prosecuted for an 
unspecified crime - and said it was hard to 
counter as a result (see “WilCo, Texas Fair 
Defense Project Duke It Out," Feb. 2). In fact, 
TFDP first learned of the county’s complaint in 
the Georgetown Sun. (The county refused to 
disclose the exact charges to the Chronicle 
on the grounds the complaint was part of 
ongoing litigation.) Only now that the case 
has been closed and TFDP has prevailed have 
they been able to obtain the complaint 
through an open-records request from UPLC. 

The UPLC didn’t buy the county’s allegation 
that “hundreds of people are being victimized 
by TFDP each week.” And now that Williams 
has seen the text of the complaint, he says 
that it illustrates “the upside-down world of 
Williamson County, where it’s wrong to inform 
people about their constitutional rights, but 
it’s okay for the county to violate those rights.” 

The county had also filed a motion for dis- 
missal of the lawsuit, challenging the trial 
court’s jurisdiction to hear the case, which 
was denied on Oct. 4, 2006, by Judge Joseph 
Hart. On Jan. 29, 2007, the 3rd Court of 
Appeals took WilCo's appeal of the denial 
under advisement, where it remains. “We 
could settle today if the county would agree to 
abide by the law and respect defendants' 
rights, but the county clings to the idea that 
the Constitution does not apply in its courts," 
Williams said. - Patricia J. Ruland

More Wal-Mart Fighting 
This Time Among Attorneys 


Casey Dobson - leader of the nearly half- 
million-dollar legal team that defended the 
city of Austin in the Northcross Wal-Mart 

trial - is steaming mad over comments made 
about Judge Margaret Cooper and city staff 
by Maura Phelan, attorney for the Allandale 
Neighborhood Association. In a letter deliv- 
ered to Phelan at her office with Blazier, 
Christensen, Bigelow & Virr, Dobson wrote, “I 
demand a public apology for your remarks 
questioning their integrity” and recommended 
she apologize to Cooper, as well. 

According to In Fact Daily, an online politics 
newsletter, Phelan told ANA members at a 
meeting last Thursday that the group should 
appeal Cooper’s summary judgment from 
Nov. 1 that upheld the city’s position that the 
proposed Wal-Mart’s garden center was an 
‘‘accessory use" that could be approved admin- 
istratively by city staff rather than a “conditional 
use” that would force public hearings on 
Lincoln Property’s site plan for redeveloping 
the dead mall. Phelan’s reasons, as para- 
phrased by In Fact Daily reporter Kimberly 
Reeves (who also freelances for the Chronicle): 

“District judges, who rely on campaign con- 
tributions, are more subject to politics and 
campaign contributions, Phelan said. A panel 
of appeals judges would be more likely to 
consider the case on the legal merits. Judge 
Cooper, however, plans to retire at the end of 
her current term.” 


Reeves also wrote: “Phelan also criticized 
the city’s position that the [conditional-use 
permit] could be done administratively, say- 
ing that the city’s hired staff members were 
not elected officials. They did not have the 
neighborhood’s best interests at heart 
because they often were looking for better- 
paying jobs with the developers who brought 
plans, she said.” 

In his letter, Dobson quoted a section of 
the Rules of Professional Conduct govern- 
ing Texas lawyers, reading, “A lawyer should 
demonstrate respect for the legal system and 
for those who serve it, including judges, other 
lawyers, and public officials.” He then called 
her statements “scurrilous” and “disparaging, 
if not defamatory, of Judge Cooper.” 

As for the remarks about city staff: “Again, 

I am stunned. ... [Yjour right to challenge the 
staff’s interpretation of the Code does not 
give you the right to question their integrity, 
particularly by alleging that the staff inter- 
prets the Code so as to curry favor with 
developers who will offer them ‘better-paying 
jobs.”’ Dobson challenged Phelan to produce 
“one shred of evidence” that reviewers of the 
Northcross plan had done so. “For you to say 
such a thing to several dozen people when 
there is absolutely no basis for such a state- 
ment is beyond irresponsible, it is venal,” 
Dobson wrote. A call to Phelan was not 
returned as of press time. - Lee Nichols

Drum Roll, Please Craddick releases 
interim charges for House committees 


Drip, drip, drip. Over three days starting Nov. 28, in 
three separate lists, House Speak s Tom Craddick 
released his interim charges for House committees. 

In 46 pages of pithy bullet points, each committee was 
given its agenda of issues to look into before the next 
session, giving an inkling of what battles may be fought 
when the Lege reconvenes in 2009. Some, like the bud- 
get-building Approp riions, face a massive list of respon- 
sibilities; others have fewer obligations. Redistricting, for 
example, gets to dedicate a lot of time to its sole charge 
of considering modifying judicial districts. But it’s clear 
the speaker plans to bring many Republican touchstones 
back to the floor. 

Craddick made voter fraud one of his top priorities, 
by charging Elections to investigate the issue and put- 
ting a press release out to announce it. He clearly hint- 
ed that a voter-ID bill would be inevitable, saying, “If 
you need identification to get through virtually any state 
regulated process, it makes perfect sense that it would 
be necessary to vote.’’ Roger Williams, Republican 
Texas Victory 2008 campaign chair and former secre- 
tary of state, said he applauded the step, but the 
Texas Democratic Party immediately condemned it as 
bringing back not merely failed legislation from last 


session but Jim Crow, 
calling voter ID part of the 
same national agenda 
that led to the U.S. attor- 
ney firing scandal. 

Immigration also 
came under the Craddick 
spotlight, with four differ- § 
ent committees assigned. £

said, would be on inter- ! 

agency coordination, 
especially on deporting illegal immigrants convicted of 
crimes. Not to be outdone, the State Affairs vice chair, 
Rep. Ken Paxton, R-McKin rey, quickly threw out a 
press release about the number of illegal immigrants 
using welfare programs. 

Less touted by Craddick was the announcement 
that Civil Practices will revisit the issue of tort reform, 
the fancy term for finding ways to discourage citizens 
from suing businesses. Craddick’s proposal includes 
further stacking of the books against litigants, by con- 
sidering “recovery of costs and other financial penal- 
ties, to reduce such litigation.” - Richard Whittaker 



HOW AN INTERIM CHARGE BECOMES A LAW 

For political ruminators and prognosticators, the recently released, 
tersely worded lists of interim House committee charges sent out by 
Speaker Tom Craddick are a mystery, to be pondered over like tea 
leaves or chicken entrails. However, one would expect the intent behind 
the charges to be clear at least to the committees in question. Take, for 
example, charge eight for House Transportation, to “review the cur- 
rent requirements for driver’s license and identification card holders in 
Texas.” While this seems a peculiarly specific task, and it’s hard to see 
the intention or the final aim, the committee knows what they’re being 
asked to do. Right? 

Eh, not so much. 

Laurie McAnally, chief 
clerk at Trans port aton, 
says she received the list in the same opaque fashion that everyone 
else got it. Like everyone else, her committee is now trying to guess 
the legislative intent. Sensibly, she contacted Defense Affairs & 
State-Federal Relations, who share charge eight, and they think 
(stress "think") it may be something to do with the federal Real ID 
program, but they’re still not sure. 

Not knowing the intent of every charge is sort of the deal. While 
every committee has its own wish list, mostly unfinished business from 
last session, the bulk come from Craddick's own plans, other reps, and 
even (gasp!) lobbyists. “Two, maybe three we asked for,” said McAnally, 
“and we got 10.” - R.W.

A new report indicates things are looking 
good for Travis County's children in the areas 
of education and premature death but also 
lays out some troubling stats on poverty. 

The State of Texas Children 2007, 
authored by the Center for Public Policy 
Priorities (www.cppp.org), a nonprofit 
research organization that advocates for low- 
and moderate-income Texans, says that 
statewide, maternal and infant health 
care and infant mortality rates are improv- 
ing, as teen births continue to decline. "At 
the same time, work remains in other 
areas,” says Frances Deviney, Texas direc- 
tor of Kids Count, a national research group 
affiliated with the CPPR “Statewide, low birth 
weight and infant mortality rates have 
increased, child poverty is up for the fifth 
straight year, unemployment has increased, 
and Texas continues to have the highest 
rates of uninsured children in the nation." 

Those trends generally hold true in Travis, 
Texas’ fifth-largest county. The surges in pov- 
erty could be a byproduct of surges in popu- 
lation, especially among minorities. Travis 
Co.’s total population shot up 10.4% from 
2000 to 2005; while the rise in white popu- 
lation was negligible (about 12,000 people), 
the black population rose 10.7%, and Latinos 
rose 28%. (Meanwhile, the percentage of stu- 
dents enrolled in bilingual and English as a 
second language programs rose from 12.4% 
in 2000 to 19.6% in 2007.) That was accom- 


panied by a rise in pov- 
erty from 9.9% to 
14.3%, including a 
shocking rise in child 
poverty from 13.6% to 
18.4%. 

This population shift 
is probably due to the 
chasing of economic 
opportunity in urban 
areas - the state’s major 
metropolitan areas 
(except El Paso) have 
seen rises in child popu- 
lation from 4% to 36%, 
while many rural coun- 
ties (especially in West 
Texas) have seen drops 
of up to 38%. The num- 
ber of Travis Co. kids up 
to 4 years old enrolled 
in WIC (the United States Department of 
Agriculture’s nutritional program for women, 
infants, and children) rose from 28.8% in 
2000 to 33% in 2005, while children receiving 
free or reduced-price lunch at school went up 
from 50% in 2000 to 59% this year. 

On the up side: From 2000 to 2004, the 
percentage of teenagers giving birth dropped 
from 11.9% to 10.3%, although infant mortali- 
ty and births to women who received inade- 
quate prenatal care rose slightly. Also, deaths 
of children younger than 15 dropped from 


19.9 to 14.4 per 100,000 from 2000 to 
2005, and over the same period, the number 
of teens ages 15-19 who died violent deaths 
dropped dramatically, from 52.1 per 100,000 
to 29.9 (although paradoxically, the number of 
juvenile violent-crime arrests rose from 195.2 
per 100,000 to 277.4). 

Most encouraging for Austin-area educators: 
From 2003 to 2007, the percentage of stu- 
dents passing the Texas Assessment of 
Knowledge and Skills test rose in every grade 
level except ninth-grade math. - Lee Nichols

BUSH'S HOLLOW SUPPORT FOR 
VETERANS 

Once again, George W. has done a little tap 
dance on the heads of American veterans. 

On the Saturday morning before Veterans 
Day, Bush woke up, ate a big bowl of crispy 
cynicism for breakfast, then delivered a 
national radio address chastising Democrats 
in Congress for not passing a funding bill 
“they know our veterans need.” This from a 
guy who has consistently shortchanged the 
budget for veterans programs, leading to 
such messes as the scandalous collapse of 
out-patient services at Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center. 

One reason the Democrats have not yet 
passed the funding bill is the White House 
objects to the fact it provides $3.7 billion 
more for veterans programs than Bush 
requested. For example, about half a million 
vets in need of medical treatment are pres- 
ently caught in the Department of Veterans 
Affairs’ backlog of cases, with delays for 
treatment now averaging six months - so 
Democrats have increased funding to ease 
these waiting times. Bush didn’t mention this 
in his pouty radio diatribe. 

Nor did the cynic-in-chief mention that 
because of his budget stinginess on health 
insurance for veterans, there has been a dras- 
tic increase in the number who have no cover- 
age. Indeed, 1.8 million vets - plus another 
3.8 million of their spouses and children - 
are now without insurance, adding up to about 
12% of the total number of Americans who 
are without health-care protection - and many 
of these vets are in poor health. 

In his radio message piously calling on 
Democrats to give their thanks to veterans, 
Bush avoided another shameful statistic from 
a new report on homelessness. The report 
revealed that, under Bush, the number of 
homeless veterans is up, now totaling a 
fourth of America’s homeless people. 

What kind of thanks is that? As John 
Kennedy - himself a war hero - put it, “We 
must never forget that the highest apprecia- 
tion [for veterans] is not to utter words, but 
to live by them.”

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Acevedo Fires Olsen

APD chief concludes that the Kevin Brown shooting 
warrants 'indefinite suspension'

On Nov. 28, Austin Police Chief Art Acevedo 
handed Sgt. Michael Olsen an “indefinite sus- 
pension” (the civil-service equivalent of termi- 
nation) for the fatal June shooting of 25-year- 
old Kevin Brown. Following a disciplinary review 
board meeting at Austin Police Department 
headquarters last Wednesday, during which 
Olsen answered questions about his conduct 
for Acevedo and others in his chain-of-com- 
mand, Acevedo issued a 10-page memo describ- 
ing the shooting as a consequence of Olsen’s 
“failure to follow his training and his failure to 
exercise common sense and good judgment.” 
According to Acevedo, Olsen made a string of 
bad decisions in confronting Brown, ultimately 
culminating in an “avoidable” escalation to 
deadly force. 

Flanked by members of his executive team 
and Olsen’s chain- of-command officers outside 
APD headquarters, Acevedo addressed a group 
of reporters. “Let me start by saying, this day is 
a tragedy for the community,” he began, “for 
Kevin Brown and his family, for Sergeant Olsen 
and his family,” and for APD. While we’ve “got 
to teach kids, our young people” that running 
from the police is never a good idea, Acevedo 
said, the onus was on Olsen to accurately assess 
and appropriately react to the situation as it 
unfolded on June 3. Olsen’s “tactics leading up 
to [the shooting] were problematic for us and 
played a role in this tragedy,” he said. “I think 
everybody has lost a little bit this afternoon.” 

In his decision memo, Acevedo recounted 
the shooting and its context in considerable 
detail. Kevin Brown died from two gunshot 
wounds to the back, fired by Olsen in the early 
morning hours of June 3, in the courtyard of 
an Elm Ridge apartment complex on Harvey 
Street, near the now-defunct East 12th Street 
after-hours club, Chester’s Nightclub. Alerted 
to a possible concealed weapon by a club 
staffer, Acevedo noted, Olsen called for nearby 
backup (Officer William Norrell), but instead 
of waiting for Norrell to arrive, Olsen 
approached Brown and, sensing danger, decid- 
ed to go “hands on.” Brown pulled away and 
ran off through the parking lot, slipped through 
a hole in the fence, and made his way onto the 
property of the neighboring apartment com- 
plex. Olsen and his partner, Officer Ivan 
Ramos, followed, but Olsen broke away from 
his partner in an attempt to cut off Brown’s 
flight. Olsen emerged into the courtyard oppo- 
site Brown, whom he said he saw fidgeting 
with the right side of his waistband, presum- 
ably groping for a weapon. 

Olsen never saw Brown with a gun and never 
saw his hands, but he told APD investigators 
that he was “100 percent sure” that Brown was 
in fact armed and that Brown had a look in his 
eyes “like he’s just going to try to kill me.” Olsen 
raised his weapon and fired two shots; one 
caught Brown in the back and dropped him to 
the grass, where he lay prone. Olsen said Brown 
was still fidgeting at his waistband and that he 


still feared for his life; he shouted 
for Brown to show his hands 
again, then fired two more shots, 
nailing another round into 
Brown’s back. 

Brown died at the scene. No 
weapon was found on him, 
although police recovered a .22 
pistol less than 30 feet away. 


No Justification 


Ultimately, in Acevedo’s opin- 
ion, Olsen’s failure to use “com- 
mon sense, good judgment, and 
proper police tactics” began 
almost immediately after he 
decided to check out the report 
of a patron carrying a gun. That 
decision accelerated a chain of 
events that culminated in the 
unjustifiable use of deadly force 
against a civilian. Olsen first 
erred, Acevedo noted, by failing 
to wait for backup. “This was an 
especially poor decision since 
there were only two officers [pres- 
ent] and several hundred poten- 
tially intoxicated and unruly 
people outside the club that 
might turn on the officers if they 
tried to arrest Mr. Brown,” 

Acevedo wrote. 

Olsen was obligated to check 
out the citizen complaint, but 
Brown was simply standing in 
the parking lot talking with oth- 
ers and not doing anything that 
required Olsen to take immediate 
action. Although Olsen said he 
felt threatened and that he was 
sure Brown was armed, Acevedo 
noted that Olsen did nothing to 
defend against a potential use of 
force: He didn’t employ any tac- 
tic to cover himself from possible 
gunfire and, by focusing on 
Brown’s eyes instead of his hands, 
failed to properly assess the situ- 
ation. “It is unreasonable to think 
that an officer can use deadly 
force because of the look in 
someone’s eyes,” Acevedo wrote. 

Ultimately, reviewing the facts 
in a light most favorable to 
Olsen’s version of events, Acevedo 
concluded that it is “conceiv- 
able” that an “ordinary and pru- 
dent officer” might have “per- 
ceived a threat that justified” firing the first 
round of gunshots. However, he said, there is 
no justification for the “second volley” that 
Olsen fired after Brown was already on the 
ground. There were “insufficient facts” to sug- 
gest that Brown was actually an “immediate 
threat” - in part, Olsen’s account that Brown 
continued to fidget with his waist while

wounded in the grass was disputed by Officer 
Norrell, who arrived in the courtyard shortly 
after Olsen fired the first round of shots; he 
told investigators that both of Brown’s arms 
were actually “underneath his body.” (“It is 
also important to note that Officer Norrell did 
not feel the need to shoot at Mr. Brown after he 
went to the ground,” Acevedo added.) Olsen 


justified firing the second round of shots by 
saying that he was left in the open and vulner- 
able to an assault without any cover, but 
Acevedo wasn’t impressed: Olsen “fails to 
understand and acknowledge that even if there 
was no cover available to him, it was his poor 
decision making and unsafe police tactics that 
put him in that position.” 
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During the lengthy disciplinary review hearing, 
Olsen told his superiors that he’d reviewed the 
investigative file and believed that his decisions 
on the night of June 3 were correct and said that 
he “wouldn’t slow down, even after knowing that 
he shot a citizen who was not armed at the time 
that he pulled the trigger,” Acevedo wrote. “These 
statements are extremely troubling because it 
leads me to conclude that ... Olsen does not 
understand the errors he made, nor will he 
change his behavior in 
similar situations in the 
future.” (Acevedo noted 
that in reaching his deci- 
sion to terminate Olsen, 
he also considered the 
officer’s disciplinary his- 
tory, which includes a 
60-day suspension for 
lying in connection with 
a use-of-force incident on 
Sixth Street.) 

In sum, Acevedo concluded, “When an officer 
violates policy, and that policy violation(s) result 
in the death of a citizen, indefinite suspension is 
warranted. Consequendy, I believe it is in the best 
interests of the Department, the City of Austin, 
the citizens we are sworn to protect and serve, 
and Sergeant Olsen himself, that he be indefi- 
nitely suspended.” 

Appeal Pending 

Attorney Adam Loewy, who is representing 
Brown’s family in a federal civil-rights lawsuit 


against Olsen, applauded Acevedo’s deci- 
sion, which he said confirms that family’s 
assertion that excessive force was used that 
night that “could have been avoided.” Olsen’s 
attorney, Jason Nassour, was reportedly not 
pleased with Acevedo’s decision. Although 
he did not return a call requesting comment, 
Nassour told the Austin American-Statesman 
that the chief is a “coward” and made his 
decision not based on facts but based on his 
desire to be “liked.” 
Olsen will appeal 
Acevedo’s decision to 
the three-member Civil 
Service Commission, 
Nassour told the daily. 
Unlike an appeal to an 
independent arbitrator, 
whose decision is final 
and binding, an unfa- 
vorable ruling by the 
CSC can be appealed to 
district court. While a court appeal would offer 
Olsen the chance to present additional evidence 
in support of his case, the judge is required to 
give deference to the CSC opinion and may only 
deviate from its judgment by finding that there 
is less than “substantial evidence” to support 
Olsen’s termination. (Since the arbitration 
option was added to state law in 1987, very few 
Austin officers have chosen to appeal their dis- 
ciplinary sentences to the CSC.) ■

Ten years after Kyoto, the 
race against global warming 
has hardly begun

I remember so well the final morning hours 
of the Kyoto conference. The negotiations had 
gone on long past their scheduled evening 
close, and the convention-center management 
was frantic - a trade show for children’s cloth- 
ing was about to begin, and every comer of the 
vast hall still was littered with the carcasses of 
the sleeping diplomats who had gathered in 
Japan to draw up a first-ever global treaty to 
curb greenhouse-gas emissions. But when 
word finally came that an agreement had been 
reached, people roused themselves with real 
enthusiasm - lots of backslapping and hugs. 

A long decade after the first powerful warnings 
had sounded, it seemed that humans were finally 
rising to the greatest challenge we’d ever faced. 

The only long face in the hall belonged to 
William O’Keefe, chairman of the Global Cli- 
mate Coalition, otherwise 
known as the American 
coal, oil, and car lobby. 

He’d spent the week coordi- 
nating the resistance - 
working with Arab delegates 
and Russian industrialists 
to sabotage the emerging 
plan. And he’d failed. “It’s 
in free fall now,’’ he said, stricken. But then he 
straightened his shoulders and said, “I can’t 
wait to get back to Washington where we can 
get things under control.” 

I thought he was whistling past the grave- 
yard. In fact, he knew far better than the rest of 
us what the future would hold. He knew it 
would be at least another decade before any- 
thing changed. 



by, oh, Hurricane Katrina, California wildfires, 
epic droughts in the Southeast and Southwest. 
And that’s just the continental United States. 
Go to Australia sometime: It’s gotten so dry 
there that native Aussie Rupert Murdoch 
recently announced that his News Corp. empire 
was going carbon-neutral. 

The important political-world reality to know 
about the 10 years after Kyoto is that we 
haven’t done anything. 

Oh, we’ve passed all kinds of interesting 
state and local laws, wonderful experiments 
that have begun to show just how much prog- 
ress is possible. But in Washington, D.C., 
nothing. No laws at all. Until last year, when 
the GOP surrendered con- 
trol of Congress, even the 
hearings were a joke, with 
“witnesses” like novelist 
Michael Crichton. 

And as a result, our emis- 
sions have continued to 
increase. Worse, we’ve made 
not the slightest attempt to 
shift China and India away from using their 
coal. Instead of an all-out effort to provide the 
resources, so they could go renewable, we’ve 
stood quietly by and watched from the sidelines 
as their energy trajectories shot out of control: 
The Chinese now are opening a new coal-fired 
plant every week. History will regard even the 
horror in Iraq as one more predictable folly next 
to this novel burst of irresponsibility.

Ten Years Warmer 

The important physical-world reality to 
know about the 10 years after Kyoto is that 
they included the warmest years on record. All 
of the warmest years on record. 

In that span of time, we’ve come to understand 
not only that the globe is warming but also that 
we’d dramatically underestimated the speed and 
the size of that warming. By now, the data from 
the planet outstrips the scientific prediction on an 
almost daily basis. Earlier this fall, for instance, 
the melt of Arctic sea ice beat the old record. Beat 
it in mid-August, and then the ice kept melting for 
six more weeks, losing an area the size of California 
every week. “Scientists Shaken by Rapid Melt of 
Arctic Ice,” the headline in The New York Times 
reported. And they were shaken by rapid changes 
in tundra-permafrost systems, not to mention rain- 
forest systems, temperate-soil carbon-sequestra- 
tion systems, oceanic-acidity systems. 

We’ve gone from a problem for our children 
to a problem for right about now, as evidenced 


A Hint of a Movement 

If you’re looking for good news, there is some. 

For one thing, we understand the technologies 
and the changes in habit that can help. The last 
10 years have seen the advent of hybrid cars and 
the widespread use of compact fluorescent light- 
bulbs. Wind power has been the fastest-growing 
source of electric generation throughout the 
period. Japan and then Germany have pioneered 
with great success the subsidy scheme required 
to put millions of solar panels up on rooftops. 

Even more important, a real movement has 
begun to emerge in this country. It began with 
Katrina, which opened eyes. A1 Gore gave those 
eyes something to look at: His movie made mil- 
lions realize just what a pickle we were in. Many 
of those, in turn, became political activists. 
Earlier this year, six college students and I 
launched StepItUp07.org, which has organized 
almost 2,000 demonstrations in all 50 states. 
Last month, the student climate movement

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drew 7,000 hardworking kids from campuses all 
over the country for a huge conference. We’ve 
launched a new grassroots coalition, lSky.org, 
that will push both Congress and the big 
Washington environmental groups. 

All this work has tilted public opinion - new 
polls actually show energy and climate change 
showing up high on the list of issues that vot- 
ers care about, which in turn has made the 
candidates take notice. All the Democrats are 
saying more or less the right things, though 
none of them, save John Edwards, is saying 
them with much volume. 

The Race of All Time 

Now it’s a numbers game. Can we turn 
that political energy into change fast enough 
to matter? 

On the domestic front, the numbers look 
like this: We’ve got to commit to reductions in 
carbon emissions of 80% by 2050, and we’ve 
got to get those cuts under way fast - 10% in 
just the next few years. Markets will help - if 
we send them the information that carbon car- 
ries a cost. Only government can do that. 

Two more numbers we’re pushing for: zero, 
which is how many new coal-fired power 
plants we can afford to open in America, and 5 
million, which is how many green jobs Congress 
needs to provide for the country’s low-skilled 
workers. All that insulation isn’t going to stuff 
itself inside our walls, and those solar panels 
won’t crawl up on the roofs by themselves. You 
can’t send the work to China, and you can’t do 
it with a mouse: This is the last big chance to 
build an economy that works for most of us.

Internationally, the task is even steeper. The 
T^oto accord, which we ignored, expires in a couple 
of years. Negotiations begin this month in Bali to 
strike a new deal, and it’s likely to be the last bite at 
the apple we’ll get - miss this chance, and the cli- 
mate likely spirals out of control. We have a number 
here, too: 450, as in parts-per-million carbon diox- 
ide. It’s the absolute upper limit on what we can 
pour into the atmosphere, and it will take a heroic 
effort to keep from exceeding it. This is a big change 
- even 10 years ago, we thought the safe level might 
be 550. But the data is so clear: The Earth is far 
more finely balanced than we thought, and our peril 
much greater. Our foremost climate scientist, 
NASA’s James Hansen, testified under oath in a 
courtroom last year that if we didn’t stop short of 
that 450 red line, we could see the sea level rise 20 
feet before the century was out. That’s civilization- 
challenging. That’s a carbon summer to match any 
nuclear winter that anyone ever dreamed about. 

It’s a test, a kind of final exam for our politi- 
cal, economic, and spiritual systems. And it’s a 
fair test, nothing vague or fuzzy about it. 
Chemistry and physics don’t bargain. They 
don’t compromise. They don’t meet us halfway. 
We’ll do it, or we won’t. And 10 years from 
now, we’ll know which path we chose. ■

If More C0 2 Is Bad ... 


Then What?

On the science of global climate change, I’m an agnostic. I’ve seen A1 
Gore’s movie, and I’ve read reports from the Intergovernmental Panel on 
Climate Change. I’ve also listened to the “skeptics.” I don’t know who’s 
right. Now that Gore has won the Nobel Peace Prize, it seems that - at 
least for now - the skeptics are losing the public-relations war. Whatever. 
For me, in many ways, the science no longer matters, because it has 
become so rancorous and so politicized. The pro-Gore faction insists the 
anthropogenic debate has been “settled,” that no additional discussion is 
needed, and that anyone who questions the IPCC or Gore must be 
employed by Exxon Mobil Corp. or the coal lobby. The anti-Gore faction 
says the current period of warming could be the result of the natural 
variation in the weather cycle, sunspots, or any number of other things. 

Again, I no longer care much about the science. To me, the central 
question, and the one that few are willing to discuss in depth, is: 
Then what? 

That is, if political leaders agree with Gore and others who believe too 
much carbon dioxide is bad, then what are we going to do? Fossil fuels 
now provide about 85% of the world’s total energy needs. Even more 
important is this corollary: 


Increasing energy consumption 
equals higher living standards. 
Always. Everywhere. Given that 
fact, how can we expect the peo- 
ple of the world - all 6.6 billion 
of them - to use less energy? 


Technology, 
Morality, Scale 


There are three main issues to 
be addressed: technology, moral- 
ity, and the scale of global energy 
use. First, technology: When 
asked what needs to be done to 
slow carbon-dioxide emissions, 
one of the first answers is, “We’ll 
use energy more efficiently.” 
While increased energy efficiency 
is a wonderful thing, it won’t 
necessarily result in lower energy 
consumption. That consequence 
has been proven repeatedly since 


As for the promise of biofuels: Forget it. The outrages of the com- 
ethanol scam and the many deleterious effects of biodiesel production 
are well-documented. As for the hype about the ever-receding commer- 
cial production of cellulosic ethanol: Believe it only when you see it. 

The second key aspect of the global warming issue is a moral one. 
Today, 1.6 billion people do not have access to electricity in their homes. 
Some 2.5 billion people use wood, dung, or other biomass to meet their 
cooking energy needs. According to the World Health Organization, 
about 1.3 million people per year, most of them women and children, 
die because of the pollution caused by indoor biomass stoves. Only 
HIV/AIDS, malnutrition, and lack of clean drinking water and sanitation 
are greater health threats than the problems of polluted indoor air. 

As Fatih Birol, the chief economist for the International Energy Agency, 
has declared: “Decisive policy action is needed urgently to accelerate 
energy development in poor countries as part of the broader process of 
human development. We cannot simply sit back and wait for the world’s 
poorest regions to become sufficiently rich to afford modem energy ser- 
vices. . . . Access to energy is a prerequisite to human development.” 

The developed countries of

the world can talk forever about 
the virtues of solar panels and 
windmills, but what the energy- 
poor need most are common 
fuels like kerosene, propane, 
and gasoline. And just like us, 
they want reliable electricity. 
The people in the industrialized 
countries have a moral obliga- 
tion to help the energy-poor get 
cheap, reliable energy. And it is 
undeniable that the cheapest 
and most reliable forms of ener- 
gy, for now, are fossil fuels. 


Fueling Real Need 


The final issue is the enormous 
quantity of energy involved. 
Consider the world’s six most 
populous countries: China, India, 
the U.S., Indonesia, Brazil, and 
Pakistan. The U.S. consumes 


1865, when William Stanley Jevons, a British economist, published an 
analysis of energy-consumption trends. In describing what is now 
known as the Jevons Paradox, he wrote: “It is wholly a confusion of 
ideas to suppose that the economical use of fuels is equivalent to a 
diminished consumption. The very contrary is the truth.” The paradox 
is illustrated by recent energy-consumption trends in the U.S. Since 
1950, the amount of gross domestic product produced per unit of 
energy consumed has doubled - and yet during that same time span, 
energy consumption in the U.S. has risen threefold. Numerous other 
examples are available. 

The other common answer to the problem: Use more wind and solar 
power and more biofuels. Wind and solar are lovely (I have 3,200 watts 
of photovoltaic panels on my roof), but they are incurably intermittent. 
Until there is a major technological breakthrough that can store large 
amounts of electricity, that intermittency will severely restrict the ability 
of wind and solar to provide much more than single-digit percentages of 
the world’s electricity needs. We use fossil fuels precisely because they 
have very high energy density - that is, they contain lots of heat energy 
in concentrated form; wind and solar do not. And even should there be 
a major breakthrough in wind and solar, Vaclav Smil, a distinguished 
professor of geography at the University of Manitoba who has spent 
most of his career writing about energy, warns, “Energy transitions span 
generations and not, microprocessor-like, years or even months: there is 
no Moore’s law for energy systems.” (Moore’s law, after Intel co-founder 
Gordon E. Moore, refers to the historical tendency of computing com- 
ponents to double in capacity every two years.) 


nearly as much energy as the other five (the Big Five) combined. But 
according to British Petroleum’s 2007 Statistical Review, between 2000 
and 2006, America’s total energy consumption was essentially flat - at 
about 17 billion barrels of oil equivalent per year. 

Meanwhile, energy consumption in the Big Five is soaring. Between 
2000 and 2006, the energy use in the Big Five - which have a combined 
population of about 3 billion people - increased by about 5% per year. 
So while U.S. energy consumption may stay flat or rise slightly over the 
next decade or two, energy use (the vast majority of which will come 
from fossil fuels) in the Big Five will double over the next 14 years or 
so (see graph). 

The belief that the world can drastically cut global carbon-dioxide 
emissions at a time when about half of the people on the planet are still 
living in relative energy poverty borders on fantasy. Moreover, the indus- 
trialized countries in general, and the U.S. in particular, have no moral 
standing from which to tell the developing countries that they should 
slow the growth of their energy consumption. 

Bringing hundreds of millions of people out of energy poverty - and, 
thus, into higher standards of living - means providing them with access 
to cheap, plentiful energy. Like it or not, that largely means fossil fuels, 
and increased use of fossil fuels will mean further increases in carbon- 
dioxide emissions. The hard truth is that the people of the world are 
going to have to adapt to a warmer planet - regardless of the cause of 
that warming. ■

How are we doing?

It’s daunting to achieve the massive shifts in 
behavior and human activity required to arrest 
global warming - and there’s no time to lose. 
That’s as true for the city of Austin - commit- 
ted to doing its part through the 2007 Austin 
Climate Protection Plan - as it is in every other 
corner of the globe. At the ACPP’s February 
launch, it was clear that achieving the mile- 
stone goals - set for 2012 to 2020 - would be 
a marathon project. The Municipal Plan alone 
requires a wholesale re-examination of how 
every city department thinks, operates, and 
does business in order to realize the maximum 
possible reductions in the city’s carbon foot- 
print. That scale of change isn’t going to hap- 
pen in a day or even in a year. 

Always complicating matters is the fast- 
evolving national and international landscape 
of related research, practices, and technologies 
and the current lack of sufficient renewable 
energy. The good news at year-end: The city 
has made substantial incremental progress. 
The five big ambitious goals and individual 
subgoals of the ACPP - cited by national cli- 
mate-change experts as an outstanding munic- 
ipal model - are being translated steadily into 
real, on-the-ground progress. 

The welcome news includes Austin Energy 
securing enough new wind power to reopen 
its popular GreenChoice program to the gen- 
eral public. For 1,000 kilowatt-hours, the 
Batch 5 GreenChoice residential customer will 
pay $108.85, compared to $90.35 for custom- 
ers on the regular fuel charge. But because 
GreenChoice rates are locked in for 15 years, 
they should become a bargain. GreenChoice 
reopens Jan. 14, and Batch 5, like its predeces- 
sors, is likely to sell out. (For more informa- 
tion, e-mail green.choice@austinenergy.com.) 

One Austinite bullish on the city staff 
response is City Manager Toby Futrell. “It’s 
been amazing to me!” said Futrell of the enthu- 
siasm, commitment, and results she’s wit- 
nessed across city departments. Because “envi- 
ronmental values were already ingrained in 
every department,” city staffers were able to 
get rapidly onboard. Working groups from 
every city department have formed and have 
begun slogging through the details required to 
establish baseline energy use and emissions 
audits and to begin drafting departmental 
plans. A cross-sector group of team leaders 
from about 15 departments meets monthly; 
the city manager and all department directors 
receive a monthly progress report, and council 
members receive regular briefings. 

Within Austin Energy, Ester Matthews was 
named ACPP director but had no dedicated staff 
and few resources until the new city budget 
kicked in. As of Oct. 1, the ACPP finally gained 
its own budget, which with green building, 
demand-side management, and human resources 
funds will come to $1.25 million. (Over time, 
officials say, the city’s energy savings should more 
than pay for the plan’s administration and new 
investments.) The Climate Protection budget 
includes a team of eight staffers under Matthews; 


five should be in place by Jan. 1 to begin work on 
projects such as city departmental plans, an 
internal education program, an ACPP website, 
and a local carbon-footprint calculator and offset 
program. Given that the ACPP has been funded 
for just a couple of months, said Austin Energy 
Deputy General Manager Roger Duncan, 
“everything’s ahead of schedule.” 

“We’re making enormous progress,” 
echoed Futrell. “The working teams 
are developing benchmarks and goals, 
and I see them getting knocked out 
very quickly. Every item has got 
motion, and it will go into hyperdrive 
next year when they get the Climate 
Protection staff on board.” 


Austin's Leadership 


When Mayor Will Wynn announced the 
plan, it was in the spirit of pointing to the 
North Star. Wynn well understood the 
urgency of taking action on global warming; 
as chair of the Energy Committee of the 1,200- 
member U.S. Conference of Mayors since 
2004, a leading member of its national Council 
on Climate Protection, and an A1 Gore-trained 
Climate Project presenter, Wynn knew both 
the science and the stakes. With the full sup- 
port of council and the city manager, Wynn 
unveiled an aggressive plan for Austin in 
February, promising “details to follow.” 

Some consider that fast-tracking bom of 
conviction a liability. A Nov. 25 Statesman 
article, for example, painted Wynn as prefer- 
ring the national stage on climate change, 
while “failing to get his hands dirty in policy- 
making at city hall,” and not following through 
on ACPP projects. In fact, Wynn and his staff 
- particularly aide Matt Watson - have been 
steadfastly working along on ACPP policy 
details, program implementation, and com- 
munity outreach. Wynn and Duncan both 
gather the latest research, knowledge, and best 



In November, Wynn hosted a green-build- 
ing panel at the Mayors Climate Protection 
Summit in Seattle; he also shared Austin 
innovations at the Greenbuild International 
Conference and Expo in Chicago, which 
drew more than 20,000 international attend- 
ees. “Frankly, a lot of the time what I’m 
doing at these conferences is showing other 
cities how we do things in Austin,” said

practices from experts and industry players at 
national events; both bring that expertise 
home and apply it. 

Duncan cited a major benefit of the city’s 
national reputation as an innovator: “Everybody 
knows what we’re doing. When you become 
well-known as an absolute leader in the field, 
new technologies come to you.” He fields calls 
and requests every week from researchers, 
solar manufacturers, and other enviro-tech 
companies that want to work with AE. 


Wynn. That’s a role Duncan has played for a 
decade. “The rest of the nation looks to us 
for leadership - and this is no small respon- 
sibility,” said Wynn. “We’re not an island 
here; we’re part of a larger national and inter- 
national community - and I believe Austin 
absolutely has a responsibility to help push 
the dialogue.” 

Wynn discussed how he’s constantly learn- 
ing things from other mayors and cities that 
translate directly into new policy initiatives 


in Austin. For example, at last week’s City 
Council meeting, he successfully brought 
forward a resolution to improve city perfor- 
mance on the groundbreaking 2000 commit- 
ment for all new municipal facilities to 
achieve silver certification for Leadership in 
Energy and Environmental Design. Afterward 
he told the Chronicle, “The policy we adopted 
today - which is more comprehensive than 
any you’ll find in any other city - takes a very 
aggressive and methodical approach to mak- 
ing sure we will have the best municipal 
building practices in the nation. And it all 
started with the interaction I’d had with lead- 
ers from other cities.” 

Another resolution passed last Thursday 
directs staff to comprehensively review, make 
uniform, and potentially expand both voluntary 
and required green-building program policies, 
regulations, and programs. The intent is to raise 
the bar, likely leading to a required two-star rat- 
ing (potentially itself toughened) for more proj- 
ects. Green-building practices also will be pur- 
sued for affordable housing to lower monthly 
energy bills for low-income residents. 

Duncan noted soberly that the real limita- 
tion on meeting ACPP milestone goals will be 
the rate at which alternative fuels, renewable 
energy, and technologies evolve. “The city’s 
will and the money is there,” he said. “The 
major issue is the supply and availability of 
renewable resources.” ■ 
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ACPP Update 

Municipal & Utility Progress 

The Austin Climate Protection Plan includes five areas: Municipal; Utility; Homes and 
Buildings; Community; Go Neutral (see “Austin Climate Protection Plan,” March 9, 2007). To 
date the city has focused on the first three. Council action on the Homes and Buildings Plan 
was covered in the Nov. 9 issue; here’s an update on the Municipal and Utility plans. - K.G. 


Municipal Plan 

Goal: Make all city of Austin facilities, fleets, 
and operations 100% carbon-neutral by 
2020. A supporting goal is to power ail city 
facilities with renewable energy by 2012. 

New wind-power contracts will allow Austin 
Energy to achieve this goal by 2009 - three 
years ahead of schedule. The 225 megawatts 
of new West Texas wind power 
secured will be provided over the next 15 
years. Austin will become the first city in the 
country to power its facilities with 100% 
renewable energy. 

Another ambitious goal set is to make the 
city’s entire fleet of vehicles carbon-neu- 
tral by 2020. Again, said Duncan, “the 
availability of alternative fuels nationwide will 
determine the timeline, not action on Austin’s 
part.” For now the city is actively engaged in 
researching its conversion options, the earliest 
possible time frame to switch over to alterna- 
tive fuels and technologies, and building an 
infrastructure (with corresponding real estate 
purchases) for fueling stations and electric 
plugs for plug-in hybrid vehicles. “We don’t 
purchase a single vehicle now that’s not alter- 
native-energy ready,” said Futrell. 

Utility Plan 

Goal: Make Austin Energy the leading utility 
in the nation for greenhouse-gas reductions. 

To meet the goal to reduce overall community 
energy use by 700 megawatts by 2020, 
explained Duncan, about 50% of new energy 
demands - to serve Austin’s fast-growing popula- 
tion - must be provided by renewables or offset 
by new energy efficiencies. Yet Duncan is serious- 
ly concerned that the nation’s renewable-energy 
supplies - such as wind and solar and the corre- 
sponding transmission and delivery infrastructure 
- may simply not match the need in time. 

Only when AE secures sufficient alternative 
energy, said Duncan, can it act to partially shut 
down the coal-fueled Fayette Power Plant - the 
primary villain in AE greenhouse-gas emis- 
sions. (The city also operates three power 
plants fueled by natural gas.) “It's going to 
prove exceedingly difficult in a 12-year time 
frame,” Duncan warned of the 2020 goal.

One possible devil’s bargain: greater reli- 
ance on nuclear energy. Duncan said a public 
participation plan will be enacted soon, most 
likely in March, with town-hall meetings, pub- 
lic hearings, focus groups, and perhaps an 
interactive online resource to involve 
Austinites directly in AE’s decision-making 
process. Deciding which energy resources will 
be adopted for the future, he noted, requires 
truly understanding the utility’s load profile 
and the complexity of the issues. Until renew- 
al energy resources can catch up, nuclear and 
coal and natural-gas plants must remain part 
of even the most energy-efficient mix. 

In her involvement with the National 
League of Cities, Council Member Jennifer 
Kim has seen that “other cities are always so 
amazed that we can be so progressive.” She 
noted that U.S. House Speaker Nancy Pelosi 
frequently cites Austin Energy in speeches as 
a positive model to show “it's possible - a 
financially sound utility is meeting renewable 
goals.” Said Kim, “Austin citizens should be 
proud.” 

Homes and Buildings Plan 

Goal: Make ail new single-family homes zero 
net-energy capable, increase energy efficien- 
cy for ali other new construction by 75%, 
and require retrofits when existing buildings 
are resold. 

The city is moving forward, and has gotten 
homebuilder buy-in, on the Zero Energy Capable 
Homes initiative; see “Developing Stories: 
Community Convergences,” Nov. 9, for details. 

Community Plan 

Goal: Reduce greenhouse-gas emissions city- 
wide, by all citizens, in every activity. Includes 
transportation issues and iand-use planning. 

Go Neutral Plan 

Goal: Motivate and help everyone in Austin 
- individuals, businesses large and small, 
organizations, even visitors - voluntarily 
take their net greenhouse-gas emissions 
down to zero. 


To Nuke 
or Not? 

Nuclear power plants 
to replace coal-burning 
plants can help cut 
greenhouse-gas emis- 
sions but come with serious hazards and prob- 
lems - notably, the storage of radioactive waste. 
Austin is a 16% minority partner in the South 
Texas Project, a two-unit nuclear power plant 
near the Gulf Coast. Majority partner San 



Antonio has already authorized $200 million in 
design work on nuclear reactors No. 3 and No. 

4; dangling is a $1 billion subsidy from the feds 
to build it. Even longtime environmentalists who 
fought the nuke in the Seventies are now won- 
dering if it’s the lesser evil in today’s climate. 

A cautionary note from Will Wynn: Global 
warming projections show the Gulf of Mexico ris- 
ing substantially and rapidly enough to poten- 
tially flood the site of the South Texas Project. 
New reactors have about a 50-year working life. 
Radioactive materials under seawater could 
present a true disaster scenario. - K.G.

What Is to Be Done? 

Environmentalists respond

What is needed is a new Kyoto Protocol 
that reflects the urgency and magnitude of 
the challenge: a rapid global transition to 
noncarbon energy sources in the next 30 
years. One approach might involve three ele- 
ments: In industrial countries, withdraw the 
roughly $250 billion a year in subsidies for 
coal and oil, and put those same subsidies 
behind clean-energy sources. Create a fund, 
estimated at about $300 billion a year, to 
transfer clean energy to developing coun- 
tries. All developing countries would love to 
go solar, but most can’t afford it. The fund 
could be financed by a tax on international 
air travel, carbon taxes in the north, or a tiny 
tax of a quarter-penny per dollar on interna- 
tional currency transactions. Develop a regu- 
latory mechanism that would require every 
country, starting at its current baseline, to 
increase its fossil-fuel efficiency by 5% per 
year. That means every country would pro- 
duce the same amount next year with 5% 
less carbon fuel or produce 5% more with 
the same amount of carbon fuel. Since few 
economies grow at 5% for very long, emis- 
sions reductions would outpace long-term 
economic growth (for details, see “Solutions” 
at www.heatisonline.org.) 

To incorporate these mechanisms would 
generate millions of new jobs, especially in 
developing countries. It would begin to turn 
impoverished nations into trading partners. It 
would jump-start the renewable-energy indus- 
try into being a central driving engine of 
growth for the global economy.

Kyoto failed for reasons having nothing to 
do with the absence of U.S. involvement. The 
developed nations that ratified the agreement 
saw their emissions go up, not down, by 4% 
between 2000 and 2004. Even if Kyoto was 
perfectly implemented, the emissions reduced 
would be one-seventh the amount of the emis- 
sions China alone will produce over the next 
three decades. 

Kyoto was based on the wrong models of 
past efforts to regulate pollution. A better 


model is the creation of the European Union 
after World War II through shared invest- 
ments in coal and steel. A post-Kyoto effort 
should bring down the price of clean energy 
as quickly as possible through massive public- 
private investments into technology innova- 
tion and infrastructure. Together, the U.S., 
Europe, andjapan should invest $100 billion- 
$200 billion per year, which could stimulate 
$60 billion-$120 billion in private capital. 
This commitment would bring down the price 
of clean energy while strengthening economic 
ties between these countries. To achieve this 
politically, the next president must sell the 
agenda as the only way to free ourselves from 
oil while establishing American leadership 
and creating jobs in the fast-growing and high 
tech clean-energy markets.

Since the Kyoto Protocol was first intro- 
duced in 1997, consciousness has exploded 
around the urgent need to tackle the global 
climate crisis. At the Ella Baker Center, we’ve 
forged partnerships with groups serving low- 
income communities and green businesses 
that are moving away from the pollution- 
based economy of the past and toward a 
clean-energy economy. In collaboration with 
the city of Oakland and the Apollo Alliance, 
we initiated the Oakland Green Jobs Corps to 
train low-income residents to weatherize our 
buildings, switch out inefficient technologies, 
and install the solar panels and wind farms 
that we’ll need to power our future. 

We can and must fight both poverty and pol- 
lution at the same time by preparing those who 
have been left out of previous economic booms 
for promising careers in the emerging green 
economy. The task at hand is enormous and 
urgent: The twin threats of climate change and 
oil dependence demand that we must take 
bold action now to move our communities 
away from fossil fuels and toward renewable- 
energy solutions. 

We know that this will require millions of 
people rolling up their sleeves to literally trans- 
form the way we work, live, and play. This 
means that billions of dollars of new invest- 
ment in our cities will be needed. This is a 
historic opportunity to both protect our cli- 
mate and also uplift our communities, provid- 
ing dignified, green opportunities for all.

Lubbockian Identity

Let us consider Lubbock, Texas. 

1973, January through September, I lived 
in Lubbock - not a resident, a drifter, taking 
my time passing through. The Lubbockians 
I got to know all were Texans, mostly born 
and raised in Lubbock. Ethnically, most were 
some mixture of Anglo-Saxon-Celt, often with 
Cherokee stirred in a few generations back. 
Many traced their American ancestry to well 
before the Civil War. As for Lubbock - socially 
(to state the obvious and put it mildly), Anglo- 
Saxon-Celts, Hispanics, and African-Americans 
did not mix much and tended to keep to their 
own neighborhoods (the Anglo-Saxon-Celt 
neighborhood being most of Lubbock). Once 
or twice, at the Cotton Club, I saw an African- 
American male dancing with an Anglo-Saxon- 
Celt female; I admired his guts and feared for 
his safety. The only Jew I was aware of was the 
Long Island-bom friend who’d driven me here, 
and she didn’t stay long. Lubbock’s cuisine in 
those days was limited - lots of Texan diner 
food, some Mexican, a Chinese restaurant, an 
Italian restaurant, and that was about it. Back 
then, Lubbock bragged about having the most 
Christian churches per capita of any city in the 
world. (Was it true? I never knew.) And all the 
Texans had Texas accents. 

(Footnote: My newfound friends were - and 
are - among the smartest, most original, gener- 
ous, multitalented people I’ve known. They 
changed my life. Long story.) 

It’s 35 years later, and I’ve been a Lubbock 
resident for three-plus years. Lubbock has 
changed. To understand America today, one 
must understand the scope of that change. 

Now many who’ve grown up here have 
barely a trace of Texas in their speech, sound- 
ing sort of San Fernando Valley-with-a-lilt. 
Now the best supermarkets in Lubbock are 
identical - in look and products - to the 
best supermarkets in Los Angeles. Note: They 
have kosher sections and sell challah on the 
Jewish Sabbath. There’s an Oriental market 
and also a “Ghandi” market, serving families 
from the Indian subcontinent. Lots of good 
food - Texan and Tex-Mex, plus the chains, 
plus Thai eateries (run by Thais who’ve been 
here a generation), a Vietnamese restaurant, 


two French restaurants, Japanese, Chinese, 
New Orleanian, a fancy Italian restaurant ran 
by a New York Italian, and the old Italian res- 
taurant now has two outlets and is Lubbock’s 
most popular eatery. There’s a mosque. I’m 
told the synagogue has a visiting female rabbi. 
One of the first people I met when I resettled 
is an Iraqi who’s lived and raised a family here 
for 20-odd years. As in L.A., it’s not rare to 
see people of indeterminate ethnicity: Asian- 
Hispanic, Middle Eastern-Celt, Euro-Asian, 
African-Middle Eastern, etc. On my street, in 
a down-at-the-heels part of town, there’s every 
sort of race, and no trouble that I’ve seen. It’s 
not unusual, in any part of town, to see inter- 
racial couples of all ages and mixes, with no 
fuss, no self-consciousness, and no one but 
me seems to notice (because I take notes). Not 
that there are many interracial couples; it’s just 
not unusual, and it’s no big deal. The other 
day, at a Mexican cafe, I saw a classic, well- 
dressed, West Texas Anglo-Saxon-Celt old lady, 
her blue-white hair in a firm bubble ’do - her 
old-timey accent rang through the room as she 
happily played with the child on her lap, her 
half-African-American granddaughter. No one 
took notice but me and my notebook. 

When that West Texas lady was bom, every 
school, restaurant, and bathroom in this state 
was segregated, and most Anglo-Saxon-Celtic 
Texans meant to keep it that way. (Lest we for- 
get, most of them were passionate Democrats 

- not so much because of FDR’s New Deal as 
because Abraham Lincoln was a Republican.) 

Thirty-five years ago, Lubbock was Texas 

- the old-timey image of Texas. Now a strong 
Texas accent is as unusual as a cowboy hat. 
Now many (especially women) look less 
like Levelland and more like Santa Monica. 
Lubbock is still a family-values town, still very 
conservative, very Christian. You still have to 
drive across the county line to buy package 
booze, and Lubbock still advertises itself as 
a pure creation of the pioneers of the Great 
High Plains. More than 100 miles from any 
city its size, and 400-ish from any city one 
might call “major,” yet Lubbock has become 

- there’s no other word for it - cosmopolitan! 
Comparatively. When compared with Lubbock 


’73, positively cosmopolitan. True, Lubbock has 
special demographic circumstances - Texas 
Tech University grows by leaps and bounds 
and requires a sophisticated faculty and staff; 
also, Lubbock is a medical center for a large 
area, its hospitals and clinics staffed by people 
from all over the world. Still, if a place like 
Lubbock is no longer classically “Texas,” then 
Texas is no longer what once was meant by the 
word “Texas.” 

And that is no small matter. In 1973, the 
Texan self-image, the Texan reality, and the 
world’s image of Texas were roughly approxi- 
mate. Not an accurate image even then (no 
such image ever is). That image didn’t include 
the likes of Bill Moyers, Butch Hancock, Jo 
Carol Pierce, Terry Allen, Molly Ivins, John 
Henry Faulk. But there was still plenty of 
room in that traditional image for a poseur like 
George W Bush to hide, cloaking his spooky 
lack of identity with a Texas oilman’s facade. 
In 1973, Texas still took its basic image from 
its small towns and ranches. Now its small 


towns are falling apart, its ranches are subsidy 
addicts, and Texas no longer has an Anglo- 
Saxon-Celt majority. Many urban Texas kids 
talk like they do in the San Fernando Valley. 

The same is happening all over the country. I 
know young people reared in Atlanta who have 
no trace of a Southern accent. The last time 
I was in Manhattan, it was almost a full day 
before I heard someone speak with a strong 
New York accent. When I first hit the road in 
1972, accents, attire, and behavior were mark- 
edly different in different parts of the country. 
There was some ethnic diversity in the big 
cities but almost none anywhere else. All that 
has changed, and the traditional images of a 
Southerner, a New Yorker, a Texan are fading 
further and further from the reality “on the 
ground,” as they say. This is especially true of 
the middle class and the affluent. 

As I cited a couple of columns back, 
California and New Mexico also have nonwhite 
majorities, while New York, Arizona, Maryland, 
Mississippi, and Georgia are 40% nonwhite. 
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The state with the fastest-growing Hispanic 
population is none other than Arkansas (BBC 
World News America, Nov. 8). All of which 
reveals a surprising, utterly unanticipated fact: 
We don’t yet know what an “American” is! We 
don’t yet know what an “American” even looks 
like. That identity - an “American” - has not 
yet been settled by history. 

From about 1930 to about 1980, the question 
of American identity seemed settled, but history 
didn’t accept that era’s definition of ‘American.” 
History moved on, though America’s self-image 
lagged (and still lags) far behind our historical 
reality. Think of Lubbock, this supposedly right- 
wing city in the middle of nowhere. If so much 
drastic ethnic and social change has happened 
here in merely one generation, try to imagine 
Lubbock one or two generations from now. You 
can’t. No one can. The same holds true across 
the country. The American identity is in flux, 
undefined, and no one knows what it will be in 
another generation, much less in two. 

Nothing so disorients an individual or a people 
as an identity undefined, threatened, in flux. 
George W Bush’s core supporters have been 
people clinging to his imitation of an antiquated 
American identity. The vitriolic irrationality of 
anti-immigration frenzy is fueled by a panic of 
identity. (Irrational, yes. As Louis Black pointed 
out [“Page Two,” Oct. 26], just how do you round 
up 12 million human beings? You’d need prison 
space half again the size of New York and more 
buses than are on the continent, not to mention 
an extra army.) Americans no longer look or 
sound like, and will never again look or sound 
like, this country’s rigid image of an ‘American.” 
Many are unhinged by that fact; their pent-up 
panic, caused by myriad changes, is unleashed 
upon one comparatively minor change: “ille- 
gals.” But what changed Lubbock? Not illegals. 
Lubbock is changing because of tidal shifts in 
economics, culture, technology, and perception. 

A panic of identity can sway politics, but 
politics can’t legislate identity. Such ques- 
tions get decided by forces more inexorable. 
Lubbock, Texas, 1973 would never have agreed 
to become Lubbock, Texas, 2008. Rather, its 
changes were and are irresistible. What many 
cannot admit is that change never stops for 
our convenience. History never picks you to 
be its exemplar, because history is never satis- 
fied with you or me or anyone. The forces of 
history are never a matter of the past but of 
what comes next. History never goes backward 
and never remains static. When history repeats 
itself, it does so in a different language. Or, at 
the very least, in a different accent. ■

“One 
day we’ll just do : The Musical! and see if 
people come to that. That might be fun!” 


That kind of comic sensibility fuels 
Yellow Tape’s artistic fire, a sensibility 
you’ll find evident in its latest endeavor. 
“We wanted to do a Christmas show," 
says Morgan, “so we watched a bunch 
of Christmas movies, like some of those 
old Rankin/Bass movies, the weird 
Claymation ones, and we came up with 
our first concept. We crammed as much 
Christmas stuff in as possible, and it

ended up as this murder mystery in 
Christmastown sort of thing. And we 
workshopped that, and it kind of sucked, 
so we went back to the drawing board.” 
What they came up with is a musical 
with all the usual characters - Rudolph, 
Santa, Frosty - and some not-so-usual 
characters - Billy, a character based on 
A Christmas Story’s Ralphie Parker, and a 
plucky elf named Soniyeve (pronounced 
so-naive) - attempting to save the spirit 


of Christmas. “It’s mostly an original 
story,” says Morgan, “but it’s also a nod 
to every other Christmas story you’ve 
ever heard. And yes, there is an Ultimate 
Christmas Band: The Band!, piano, gui- 
tar, bass, drums, and saxophone. About 
60 percent of the show is underscored, 
and there are 12 original musical num- 
bers, like ‘Christmas Time,’ The Lonely 
Elf,’ 'Rudolph Quits,' ‘Don't Lose the 
Spirit,’ ‘Frosty’s Lament,’ ‘Drug of 
Disbelief,’ and a couple [of] reprises.” 

Should you attend, one thing you’ll 
certainly discover is Yellow Tape’s 
almost-inexhaustible store of energy. 

Says Morgan, “All of us come from a 
background where we’re used to talking 
on the phone and chatting on IM and 
sending e-mails - that rabid processing 
of small pieces of information simultane- 
ously. So we tend to have that flavor in 
most of our shows. There’s a lot going 
on, but it's exciting and joyful, and when 
it works, it’s a lot of fun.” - Barry Pineo

Blanton Museum of Art 

Adios, Perez-Barreiro 

Last week the University of Texas’ Blanton Museum of Art 
announced the departure of Gabriel Perez-Barreiro, curator of 
Latin American art, marking a major shift in the curatorial staff 
on top of the upcoming retirement of longtime director Jessie 
Otto Hite next year. Perez-Barreiro has accepted a position as 
the director of the Coleccion Patricia Phelps de Cisneros, an 
internationally acclaimed Latin American art collection that 
has been engaged in a scholarly collaboration with the Blanton 


for several years. In fact, it was through this collaboration that 
Perez-Barreiro led a five-semester graduate seminar that culmi- 
nated in “The Geometry of Hope,” an exhibition earlier this year 
that drew on abstract art from the Coleccion Cisneros. Perez- 
Barreiro came to the Blanton in 2002 and guided the museum’s 
expansion of and care for its already extensive collection of 
modern and contemporary Latin American art, including the 
acquisition of 215 new works. He worked alongside Annette 
Carlozzi, the director of curatorial affairs, to expand the defini- 
tion of a teaching collection of contemporary art for the muse- 
um. Perez-Barreiro’s curatorial work for the Blanton included 
numerous group and solo exhibitions, most notably the afore-

Can you imagine an Austin with low-cost living/work spaces 
for artists? With an artist-in-residence in every neighborhood 
in the city?

They’ve been looking at cultural facilities, infra- 
structure, arts education, social support for individual artists, 
tax districts, public art, tourism, and everything else that will 
affect the cultural life of Austin in the coming years. The pro- 
cess has been facilitated by the Cultural Arts Division of the 
city’s Economic Growth and Redevelopment Services Office 
and will be presented for approval to the City Council, but it’s 
essentially a plan created of the people for the people and 
will be implemented largely by the people. Earlier this year, 
task forces were set up in six major areas - support for indi- 
vidual creativity, built environment, creativity and learning, 
communications and collaborative ventures, cultural infra- 
structure, and finan- 
cial resources - that 
developed major rec- 
ommendations for the 
big plan. Those have 
been summarized and 
synthesized into a 
draft document, which is being offered up for public review 
and commentary. As someone who has been on the inside of 
the process for the past year and has been witness to similar 
attempts at arts plans over the past couple of decades, I can 
attest that there are some genuinely exciting ideas being pro- 
posed - and they have a better chance of being implemented 
than probably any developed in any previous cultural plan. But 
your participation is crucial. You can get a load of the draft 
yourself by going to www.ci.austin.tx.us/culturalplan/plan.htm. 
Then you can offer your thoughts on it at a community meet- 
ing on Tuesday, Dec. 11, 6-8:30pm, at the Thompson 
Conference Center Dining Hall, 2405 Robert Dedman, on the 
UT campus.

What in the 
plan looks good? What got left out? If you haven’t been 
involved yet, get onboard.

mentioned “The Geometry of Hope” but also “Fishing in 
International Waters,” a 2004 exhibition of recent acquisitions; 
Workspace shows by artists Daniel Joglar and Josefina 
Guilisasti; and “Jorge Macchi: The Anatomy of Melancholy,” 
the first comprehensive showing in the U.S. of work by this 
Argentinean artist, which opens Saturday, Dec. 15.

Why we're headed to the Blue Genie 
Art Bazaar's new home

For years, I’ve driven out to Springdale Road to attend events 
at the large warehouse that Blue Genie Art Industries calls 
home. This is behind the Blue Hanger, an outlet of Goodwill 
Industries where forklifts dump pallets of donated goods onto 
large tables. The thing about shopping at the Blue Hanger is 
that dishes and coffee carafes are dumped alongside stuffed 
animals, clothes, and books. With shards of glass all over the 
place and forklifts driving around the dirt-and-rock parking lot, 
it can be dangerous, so much so that on Saturdays, when it is 
busiest, there are security guards with whistles to direct traffic. 

One of the events I’d never miss was the Blue Genie Art 
Bazaar, a holiday show and art sale. It started in 2001 with a 
weeklong sale for 20 artists, but under the artist-friendly tute- 
lage of Blue Genie Art Industries members Rory Skagen, Dana 
Younger, Kevin Collins, Chris Coakley, Dan Morrison, Ryan 
Day, Kristen Hogan, Michael Merritt, Josh Krezinski, and Carrie 
Atkins, the bazaar has expanded to 20 shopping days with near- 
ly 100 artists participating. Going past the thrift superstore and 
signless recycling center on your way to the good art and design 
of the bazaar was always cool, and the contrast of the crappy 
parking lot and entryway made the lit-up booths inside the 
bazaar feel all the more intimate, in a fabulously contrived way. 
The pristine, or at least ambitious, vending displays sit in stark 
contrast to the industrial surroundings. I always appreciated the 
efforts of production that it took to transform a dusty workshop 
into a boutique gallery and fun place to hang around. 

This year, I won’t be making that drive out to Springdale and 
risking high heels in the lot that Blue Genie co-founder Skagen 
calls “chuckhole city” - not because I won’t be going to the bazaar 
this year but because it’s moved to a new location at the Monarch 
Event Center in Lincoln Village, near Highland Mall. 


Why did Blue Genie head north? Skagen, who started Blue 
Genie with Black Mountain Arts dudes Younger and Collins after 
they were evicted from their woodsy 2-acre studio compound on 
South Second Street, offers several reasons, beginning with that 
parking lot. “It is dirt and rocks and has highly deteriorated over 
the years. We are behind the Goodwill distribution center, and 
the constant flow of their trucks has made the lot ‘chuckhole 
city,”’ he says. ‘Also, the dust from the parking lot is a bitch. 
Nobody wants dusty gifts. Furthermore, we never had indoor 
bathrooms for the event, 
only Porta Pottis. At the 
new space, there is plenty 
of paved parking, great 
indoor bathrooms, and 
overall easy access. Also, 
heating was a problem at 
our shop, and the new 
environment is tempera- 
ture-friendly. I guess we 
felt everyone should be 
able to enjoy the show. 

Another major reason for 
the change in location is 
the impact the art bazaar 
had on our commercial- 
art business. The bazaar 
took up about 80 percent 
of our shop. Currently, 
our workload for the com- 
mercial end of our busi- 
ness needs that space.” 

Another reason has to do with a wake-up call that Blue 
Genie received from the fire marshal in March of this year. 
During a live-music rental event for South by Southwest, the 
commercial-art company was fined for having too many peo- 
ple in the space. That week Collins told me on the phone, 
“I have to agree; nobody wants another Great White,” refer- 
ring to the tragic fire during the heavy metal band’s concert 
at a Rhode Island nightclub. Blue Genie immediately con- 


tacted the people at Vice magazine and at the Octopus Club 
- an AIDS charity group - which had scheduled events in 
the space, and canceled them. Also, Collins did 20 hours of 
community service (getting to meet some real criminals in 
the process). The Blue Genie guys took the laws of Travis 
County seriously, they respected their public audiences, 
they communicated well with their constituencies, and they 
did the right thing. This kind of professional attitude and 
decision-making is part of what keeps great artists coming 

back to the Blue Genie 
Art Bazaar. 

The No. 1 reason that 
Blue Genie attracts a 
certain caliber of artists 
and designers, though, 
is they make the most 
money there. Last year 
the artists taking part 
collectively grossed a 
total in the low six fig- 
ures, with Blue Genie 
merchandise grossing 
five figures alone. Artists 
go where the cash is, 
and buyers seem to like 
the “superstore” mental- 
ity that keeps long hours 
and packs many items 
into one location. Add 
to that the fact that Blue 
Genie continues to charge artists only a $30 application fee and 
35% artist’s commission, and the equation undercuts many 
other events and businesses. 

Another factor that artists like is that they are invited to spend 
time at the bazaar, not required to, and that makes all the dif- 
ference. When you meet an artist at Blue Genie, it’s their freely 
given choice to be there greeting you. That helps create a genial, 
sincere environment, and it belongs with the professional staff- 
ing and artist-friendly financial structure as evidence of the best

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practices that Blue Genie takes to the bazaar.

Shoppers have reason to trust, too. The 
bazaar has built a strong reputation for high- 
quality work by fine artists, functional design- 
ers, and crafters. Prints and paintings, hand- 
knitted sweaters and hand-sewn dresses, acces- 
sories, metalwork, and furniture are all avail- 
able. Sometimes I don’t know what I want until 
I see it. I admit I’ve bought a gift at Blue Genie

- perhaps a Chia cape “for my sister” - and just 
kept it and bought her a new present. I made 
the mistake of putting it on at home, and the 
lining was so soft and the collar so warm . . . 

So I’ll definitely drive up north for the 
chance to see all those artists set up there, and 
I’ll bet a lot of others will, too. Like they say: If 
you build it, they will come. ■

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GETTING OFF: PORNOGRAPHY 
AND THE END OF MASCULINITY

In his part-manifesto/part-memoir Getting Off: 
Pornography and the End of Masculinity, Robert 
Jensen asserts that, from a young age, boys are 
conditioned to repress sensitivity and be sexu- 
ally aggressive in order to prove their manhood. 
Jensen, a UT associate professor of journalism, 
believes this "king of the hill” mentality is a soci- 
etal construct and that pornography continues to 
reaffirm it. He tasks men to look to the root of 
their excitement when viewing pornography and 
to see how sexual power as represented on film 
carries into life. He refers to this “mirror” as one 
men are hesitant to look into, because facing it 
means facing the harmful mechanism of mascu- 
line control - control over themselves and over the 
women whose bodies are abused to access it. 

To illustrate, Jensen graphically describes gang 
bangs, double penetrations, and violent fellatio. 
This is meant for readers to see that what lies 
behind the proverbial green door does not disap- 
pear when the viewer does. He dismisses pro-porn 
arguments about choice, dismisses even the idea 
that the performing woman truly has one. He feels 
the movement of mainstream pornography toward 
extremism should alarm society and that “recogniz- 
ing that we live in a rape culture” is crucial. That 


pornography, through this maze of social stigmata, 
"reinforces the ideology in men’s minds that all 
women are whores.” He finishes this manifesto 
with a call to men to reject pornography, join the 
feminist movement, and rise above preconceived 
notions of sexuality. 

In between, Jensen peppers this examination 
with personal stories. Whether it’s recalling his first 
skin magazine or the time he was overcome with 
tears by the flesh on parade at the Las Vegas Adult 
Entertainment Expo, he shares how his experiences 
led to his involvement with feminism and his strug- 
gle with self-definition. 

Quite conversely, in Debbie Nathan’s 
Pornography, she argues that the pornographic 
world is one that has always coexisted with 
ours. Laying out its history beginning at ancient 
Pompeii, moving from goddesses to ordinary folks 
with the advent of the Gutenberg’s pressing of / 
Modi in 1524, she draws a linear path to the XXX 
explosion that occurred with the invention of the 
videocassette. With the advent of the Internet, it 
would seem its roots run ever deeper. Discussing 
the risks and pitfalls that come from working in 
the industry, from longevity issues to implants to 
attitudes, Nathan provides a frank overview on the 


business. She tackles the feminism argument, dis- 
cussing both the anti-porn Andrea Dworkin camp, 
well-covered by Jensen’s book, as well as the 
sex-positive Susie Bright camp. From questions of 
what defines "fantasy” to the much-debated “does 
porn cause rape?” (studies point to no) - her 
research is thorough. 

To compare the two, Nathan’s book weighs 
much more heavily on facts than emotion and is 
laid out in a guidebook format in which she works 
to encompass the entirety of pornography - past, 
future, and all the dirty bits between. Getting Off 
is much more personal, and Jensen does not hide 
his intent in writing it. It is a very deliberate and 
unapologetic manifesto for men to discard pornog- 
raphy and challenge beliefs. 

With the anti-pornography angle written by a man 
and the detailed study by a woman, perhaps this 
change in perspective is what drives each to their 
individual conclusions: pornography as the accep- 
tance and celebration of sexuality vs. pornography 
as an oppressive stigma deeply harmful to both the 
women involved and the men witnessing it. It’s a 
debate that continues to rage and one which, with 
so many differing opinions, there can be no one 
book to settle it. - Terry Ornelas

AURELIA'S CHORIZO

In case you haven't been paying attention, 
Spanish cuisine is quite popular these days, 
paella and tapas in particular. And what’s a 
critical ingredient in paella and many varieties 
of tapas? It’s Spanish chorizo, that smoky, 
garlicky, dry-cured sausage stained red by 
pimento and studded with creamy little flecks 
of pig fat. This addictive delicacy is primarily 
imported from Spain, but there are a few pro- 
ducers making credible versions in the U.S. 
One of them is Aurelia’s Chorizo in Boerne, 
right in Austin’s own back yard. 

Aurelia’s owner, Leslie Horne, fell in love 
with Spanish chorizo 18 years ago when a 
friend brought her some from Spain (at that 
time, Spanish meat products were not imported 
into the U.S.). An avid home cook, she was 
always interested in preserving, canning, and 
pickling, and it was just a step to making her 
own sausage. Soon, the chorizo gifts for 
friends she made using a traditional Spanish 
recipe developed into 80-pound batches, 
research trips all over Spain, and a new career. 

"When my son left for college, I was ready to 
start a business with a product that I wanted 
to see on the market,” Horne says. “But I had 
no idea how complicated a process it is; 
wholesaling is a whole other level. I started 
with the city health department and went all 
the way to [the U.S. Department of Agriculture], 
We got tremendous help from the [Texas 
Department of Agriculture] Go Texan courses.” 

The next step was to find a suitable manu- 
facturing plant. “I went all over Central Texas 
looking for a facility; there are very few set up 
for dry sausage, and it was hard to find a 
company that would do handmade steps like 
chopping fresh garlic.” Ultimately, Horne made 
arrangements at Smokey Denmark in Austin, 
where the chorizo is smoked, aged, and dried 
for three to four weeks in a specially built room. 

“Our sausage is made with beautiful full 
cuts of pork shoulder and beef chuck; no fill- 
ers or trimmings,” Horne emphasizes. “Garlic 
is freshly ground for each batch. Our smoked 
paprika is imported from the de la Vera region 
of Spain ... very important to our sausage’s 
depth of flavor." In Spain, there are as many 
varieties of chorizo as there are regions. 

“Each has a personality," says Horne. “This 
one is based on the Asturian style.” 

Horne spends weekdays making sausage 
and sales and weekends doing demos and tast- 
ings around the state. “The biggest challenge is 
that people in Texas don’t understand the differ- 
ence between Spanish- and Mexican-style cho- 
rizo.’’ Aurelia’s Chorizo is available on the web- 
site and retail in Austin, Houston, San Antonio, 
and Dallas; you can find it here at Central 
Market and Spec's. The chorizo was featured on 
the Food Channel’s Food Finds, and Horne has 
plans for expanded facilities and distribution. 

And the company name? Who's Aurelia? “I 
named it partly for a woman I know in Spain,” 
Horne says. “And partly for all the Spanish 
women named Aurelia who are great cooks."

Next time you’re picking up a set of fake 
mustaches or Chinese finger traps over at 
Toy Joy, the Austin institution of kitschy play- 
things at the corner of 29th and Guadalupe, 
your revisitation of childhood bliss will be 
incomplete if you don’t venture around back 
to Dhaba Joy, their equally jubilant cafe and 
bakery. There, you’ll find healthier versions of 
youthful treats like cupcakes, oatmeal pies, 
muffins, and soft serve, as well as a unique 
selection of smoothies, fresh juices, vegan 
sandwiches, and a full array of espresso and 
coffee drinks. 

The word “dhaba" is a variation on an 
Indian term referring to a food kiosk or an 
eatery more devoted to its cuisine than its 
atmosphere. By no means blah inside, the 
cafe maintains Toy Joy's fun standard of aes- 
thetic overstimulation. Dhaba Joy serves up 
one of Austin’s foremost selections of vegan 
and gluten-free treats, offering a refreshing 
departure from the wheat and dairy domina- 
tion of typical bakery/cafe fare. Their vegan 
Oatscreme is a novel take on soft serve 
that’s made from oat flour. For lunch, Dhaba 
Joy’s tempeh unchicken salad sandwich is 
flavorful and fresh. Another morning, I nibbled 
a top-notch, flaky, vegan scone while sipping 
their equally pleasing Cuvee organic, fair-trade 
coffee as I chatted with manager Scout 
Phillips. “It's either a good muffin or not,” 
she said. “There's no such thing as a good 
vegan muffin.” Phillips, herself allergic to 
dairy, hopes to add more gluten-free items to 
the cafe’s all-vegan bakery case. She said 
Dhaba Joy’s vegan food menu is set to grow, 
too, including additional seasonal soups and 
a holiday Tofurky sandwich with cranberry 
dressing.

A couple of days before Thanksgiving, I got 
an e-mail from the Alamo Drafthouse at the 
Ritz (320 E. Sixth) announcing that turkey and 
dressing with all the trimmings (plus leftovers 
to take home) would be an off-menu special 
during movies on Thanksgiving Day. I didn’t get 
the e-mail in time to get the info in my column 
for that week, and it turns out that was just as 
well. “We really underestimated how many peo- 
ple would go for that special,” Executive Chef 
Trish Eichelberger explained ruefully. “We 
sold out everything we had prepared during the 
first show that day!” Plans are in the works to 
repeat the offer on Christmas Day with many 
more servings ready for hungry holiday 
orphans who show up at the movies. 
Eichelberger says she’s loving the challenges 
presented by the newest Alamo outlet, such as 
feeding as many as 1,200 people per day on 
weekends out of a very efficient (translation: 
small) kitchen. She’s really looking forward to 
the eventual opening of the VIP lounges, where 
ticket upgrades will get folks comfy couch seat- 
ing, plus access to special menu and wine-list 
options.

Dai due regni di natura piglia il cibo con mis- 
ura (from the two kingdoms of nature, choose 
food with care). This Dai Due (say "die 
dooay”) motto indicates what to expect from 
meals offered by proprietors Jesse Griffiths 
and Tamara Mayfield - carefully selected 
ingredients from the land and the water, con- 
scientiously and skillfully prepared dishes, 
and an emphasis on communal aspects of 
cooking and eating. 

“We are connecting Austinites with local 
farmers in an effort to eliminate the harmful 
elements of a food system gone awry,” 

Griffiths says. “By illuminating responsible agri- 
cultural methods and exposing diners to local 
food resources, Dai Due is cultivating a more 
conscientious food culture in Central Texas. 

We shop at Austin farmers' markets, directly 
from local farms. ... We also use herbs, vege- 
tables, and eggs from our own garden.” 

Griffiths and Mayfield met literally over a 
box of local vegetables - he was cooking at 
Vespaio Ristorante, where she delivered 
organic farmed produce. They joined forces in 
pursuit of their joint passion, and Dai Due 
was born just over a year ago.

Their new venture is Dish a Licious, a 
dinner delivery service offering meals based as 
much as possible on locally grown organic veg- 
etables, naturally raised pastured meats, and 
artisan cheeses. The Winslows have developed 
relationships with area farmers, ranchers, and 
cheese-makers in an effort to provide the 
healthiest meals possible for their clientele. 
And hungry Austinites are taking notice. 

The Winslows publish a new menu on their 
website every Thursday, and clients are 
asked to make selections by Monday eve- 


nings for Wednesday or Thursday delivery. 
They offer soups, salads, entrees, and des- 
serts in two- to four-person servings or 
larger servings upon request. The meals 
arrive packaged for storage in the refrigera- 
tor or freezer and are easy to heat and 
serve. My favorites over the past few 
weeks have been a very satisfying selec- 
tion of soups - a lean but tasty gumbo, a 
luscious tomato bisque, and a hearty stew 
of lamb and white beans.

Chef Trish Bales was happily catering European-style dinner parties when she began to 
suffer from gluten intolerance. She ignored her symptoms as long as she could: Being glu- 
ten-intolerant simply did not fit in with her career or lifestyle, both of which relied heavily 
on sumptuous homemade ravioli, baguettes, crostini, and roux-based French sauces. 

Bales soon discovered that celiac disease is a serious condition that cannot actually be 
ignored. She had to learn to cook (and eat) gluten-free. But in a short time, what seemed 
like an end to her catering business became an asset to it: She found a waiting, hungry 
market of families who needed gluten-free, allergy-sensitive personal-chef services. In 
many two-income homes with active, busy children, there was no one to prepare the spe- 
cial meals required. Takeout food, which many such families rely on, is emphatically not 
an option when gluten intolerance and other food allergies enter the picture. 

Bales now works as a personal chef in her clients’ homes, coming once a week and pre- 
paring a week’s worth of meals in one day. Entrees such as beef stroganoff, crispy trout 
almandine, Texas peach-glazed pork loin, and wild-mushroom lasagna are prepared and 
stored in the client's refrigerator for easy heating, along with a week’s worth of salad with 
homemade dressing and a variety of side dishes. Salads are as varied as Greek Country 
Cucumber & Scallions Salad, spinach salad with boiled eggs, turkey bacon and pine nuts, 
and arugula, chickpea, and miniature tomato salad. Sides include steamed artichoke with 
sauce Louis, mascarpone polenta, Spanish-roasted vegetables, and au gratin potatoes with 
sage. All of Chez Vous' dishes are gluten-free, and a menu can be created to accommodate 
a variety of food sensitivities; it is not unusual for Bales to make a week’s worth of food that 
is gluten-free, egg-free, peanut-free, and dairy-free, because that is precisely the kind of cook- 
ing that busy parents really need help with. Clients come home to a clean kitchen, a fridge 
stocked with ready-to-heat meals, and a vase of complimentary flowers. - Kate Thomberry 


The process is simple: You select a custom 
menu from the extensive list of dishes on her 
website (or pick your own favorites), decide 
the number of your group and whether you 
want it casual or formal, and FHallie arrives to 
cook and serve the meal under your own roof. 
If there's enough room, she can even turn it in 
to a hands-on cooking lesson for your group.

The ubiquitous time, crunch 
plays a part among the reasons people seek 
out a personal chef. You may intend to get 
yourself to the market and whip up a fresh 
plate of sole with creamed spinach. But when 
the watch reads 6:30 as the key goes in the 
ignition, the prospect of having such a meal 
all prepared and waiting for you at home is 
pretty damn appealing.

Ate’s meals are definitely family-friendly 
and focus on seasonal ingredients.

What Becomes a Legacy Most 


AFS Doc Tour presents 'Forever'

Talk about your change of pace: Heddy 
Honigmann’s Forever could hardly be more 
different from November’s Doc Tour, Thom 
Andersen’s Los Angeles Plays Itself. Honigmann, 
who’s lived in Holland for the past 30 years, 
grew up in Lima, Peru, the child of Holocaust 
survivors, and later studied film in Rome. I 
mention this by way of a predicate for her 
film - set in Paris’ legendary Pere-Lachaise 
Cemetery - and Honigmann’s thoroughly 
European style of documentary filmmaking. 
Setting up her camera at various grave sites 
- from the high-tourist-destination final rest- 
ing places of Frederic Chopin, Marcel Proust, 
and Oscar Wilde to those of lesser-knowns, 
such as Iranian writer Sadegh Hedayat, to 
that of an unidentified woman’s late-in-life 
true love, who tragically died two months into 
their marriage from a bee sting - Honigmann 
waits and watches. Then, off camera, she 
gently prods the visitors to talk about why 
they’re there and, for those at various artists’ 
graves, what the deceased’s art means to them. 
Meditative and often the filmmaker’s stream- 
of-consciousness, Forever, at 95 minutes long, 
is a highly constructed yet meandering explo- 
ration of what the dead take away and what 
they leave in their absence. 


Honigmann’s eclectic previous films have 
included Metal and Melancholy, a doc filmed 
in Lima, about the teachers, actors, profes- 
sionals, and civil servants who drive taxis to 
live; The Underground Orchestra, about illegal 
immigrants in Paris, who fled persecution in 
their own countries and now support them- 
selves as musicians in the metro and on the 
streets of Paris; and O Amor Natural, in which 
Honigmann asks various elderly in Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, to read and react to the erotic 
poetry of Carlos Drummond de Andrade. 

In Forever, Honigmann does a superb job 
with photographically composed scenes and 
lingering shots, capturing the unique ambi- 
ence of Pere-Lachaise. 

The cemetery’s tour- 
ist-attracting roster of 
residents - from Jim 
Morrison and Maria 
Callas to Amedeo 
Modigliani - spans the cultural spectrum, 
and their legacies, still very much with us, 
emanate from the beyond in a lively, cacopho- 
nous cross fire among the graves. But it’s still 
a cemetery, and when Honigmann’s camera 
pauses on a gravestone, with its faded inscrip- 
tions, graffiti, faded flowers - the lipsticked

kisses on Wilde’s grave - we actually feel as 
though we’re standing there, being pulled 
into each deceased’s past. 

Forever is in large part about what an art- 
ist’s legacy means to the living, something 
Honigmann gets at through her conversations 
with cemetery visitors, many of whom come 
to the various grave sites to tidy them up, 
water the plants, add new ones, scrub graffiti 
with the bottled water they’ve brought from 
home. Interwoven throughout the film is a 
Japanese pianist who visits Chopin’s grave and 
plays Chopin because of 
what the Polish compos- 
er’s music meant to her 
deceased father. When 
she plays Chopin, she’s 
connecting to her father. 
Proust’s grave, strewn with quirky offerings from 
pens and notebooks to madeleine facsimiles, 
attracts many. Most of them admit sheepishly to 
having never made it through A la Recherche du 
Temps Perdu, though one young Korean who did 
was too overcome with emotion to explain what 
Proust meant to him - until Honigmann asked 


him to simply say it in his native Korean. He 
does, and we simply observe his passion for the 
French author without the benefit of any trans- 
lation. Another Proust devotee candidly admits 
to having hated the book the first time he read it 
and having returned to it 15 years later in order 
to confirm his first impression. But that time he 
loved it and decided what the book needed was 
illustrating - a task he took upon himself and, 
driven by “the power of art,” created a graphic- 
novel version of the Proust book. 

One of the best segments - and a prime exam- 
ple of the wide-ranging trajectory of Honigmann’s 
conceptual style - is that of the two blind Simone 
Signoret fans who visit her grave and then head 
home to “watch” a DVD of one her films, Les 
Diaboliques. The camera follows them on their 
way home, obliviously bumping into things as 
they walk down the busy street. Sitting in front 
of the television, they have a grand old time, 
listening to the film’s dialogue, guessing (often 
wrongly) about what’s happening on screen, 
marveling at the soundtrack and the script. Just 
another example of the unintended power of art 
- Honigmann’s point exactly. ■

DRUNKEN ANGEL 

Criterion Collection, $39.95 

"I tell this actor Mifune one 
thing, and he gives me back 100," 
poker-faces Akira Kurosawa in one 
of two featurettes for Drunken 
Angel. “He already knows what 
to do." In his 1948 debut for the 
immortal Japanese film director, 
the lean, mean, late-twentysome- 
thing ex-Army pilot son of a pho- 
tographer unleashes a naked rage 
that anticipates James Dean by a 
half-dozen years. The pair’s immediate follow- 
up, Stray Dog, seconds that emotion same as 
back-to-backers Rebel Without a Cause and East 
of Eden. Toshiro Mifune, unbound. Even though 
Drunken Angel was Kurosawa’s seventh direc- 
torial effort, he referred to it ever after as his 
“first film" - liberation, more or less, from studio 
and U.S.-occupation censorship. As another 
(and long-accepted) film parallel posits, once 
Kurosawa found the John Wayne to his John 
Ford, his vehicles never suffered for a stage- 
coach driver to lash the beasts home. Mifune 
ate raw 16 Kurosawa epics, the last, 1965’s 
benevolent Red Beard, reversing lead duties with 
the first. Rather than Beard’s barely bound physi- 
cian, Mifune’s rabid yakuza here goes mushroom 


cloud when Kurosawa’s other 
favorite leading man, Takashi 
Shimuri (as Drunken Angel Dr. 
Sanada), diagnoses the gang- 
ster with tuberculosis. (Don’t- 
miss audio commentary by 
Kurosawa scholar and former 
U.S.-occupation forces typist 
Donald Richie contextualizing 
the social stigma of TB.) From 
that opening scene, the two men 
then wrestle each other and 
their singular fate in the film’s 
postholocaust sump. Mifune 
gives back a thousandfold.

DARK VICTORY: 

THE LIFE OF 
BETTE DAVIS

Film historian Ed Sikov 
(On Sunset Boulevard: 

The Life and Times of Billy 
Wilder) has compiled a 
slavishly and meticulously 
researched and loving 
profile of one of the 20th 
century’s most memorable 
film icons. Beginning at the 
very beginning - with Ruth 
Elizabeth Davis’ baby book 
- Sikov draws a precise, reverent but hon- 
est portrait of the firebrand, who once held 
a bread knife to a houseguest’s chest after 
he stupidly praised Joan Crawford’s glamour. 
Sikov doesn’t spend too much time on Davis’ 
early years, except to establish her as a girl 
with daddy issues. Instead he expends his 
narrative energy on the real marrow of the 
story: Davis’ life in Hollywood and the personal 
struggles that went on behind the scenes. For 
example, Davis was so sexually sheltered as a 


young woman that a naked 
baby boy on a set early in 
her career made for some 
embarrassing moments; 
her gay following also fas- 
cinated her, and she often 
proposed marriage to her 
gay male friends. Davis was 
also a diva, allegedly faking 
sunstroke after failing to be 
officially released by Warner 
Bros, in the musical farce 
Hollywood Hotel. It may 
also be news to some that 
Davis was the front-run- 
ner for the role of Scarlett 
O'Hara in Gone With the 
Wind; the part went to 
Vivien Leigh because the 
Warners wouldn’t release 
Davis for an MGM film 
unless they could send Errol Flynn in for the 
part of Rhett Butler. All this research has 
privileged the author, as Sikov is at times 
glib, relying a bit too heavily on an insiderish 
tone. However, Sikov’s writing is endearing 
for its sharp humor (a group of gay men is a 
“shriek of queens") and its tenderness toward 
Davis and her family, even the daughter who 
betrayed her with a Mommie Dearest-style tell- 
all. This is a must-have for film buffs and drag 
impersonators alike. - Melanie Haupt

When White Meat Attacks 

Troma's 'Poultrygeist' pokes holes (and punctures skin) in our fast-food nation

Just when you thought it was safe to go back to the old Indian 
burial ground, legendary slapstick-gore director and Troma stu- 
dios founder Lloyd Kaufman, the twisted mind behind The Toxic 
Avenger, Sgt. Kabukiman N.YPD., and nearly 30 other films, is 
back with Poultrygeist: Night of the Chicken Dead, a film guaran- 
teed to stimulate your mind, warm your heart, and make you 
sick to your stomach. 

This Friday night, the Alamo Drafthouse Lake Creek will be 
premiering Kaufman’s latest opus, a loving tribute to zombie 
movies and a satire of the American fast-food industry in all 
its nefarious, moneygrubbing glory. No one gets away clean 
in Poultrygeist, not “devil- worshipping conglomerates,” not 
morbidly obese fast-food addicts, not animal-hugging environ- 
mental activists, not Jews, not Muslims, not children, not even 
topless lesbians. Everyone is grist for Kaufman’s gruesome mill, 
and no one is above getting splattered with blood while having 
their intestines ripped out by erotically charged, Indian-spirit- 
cursed chickens out to exact their revenge on our culture of 
mass consumption and self-indulgence. 

Recently Kaufman spoke with me from his office in New York 
City, where a run-in with an iconic fast-food chain provided the 
inspiration for what he calls the “cinema’s first chicken-zombie 
horror comedy ... with musical numbers!” For more than an 
hour, we talked about his battles with oversized rats, the impor- 
tance of staying independent in a corporate world, and why he’s 
a better filmmaker than the Coen brothers. 

Austin Chronicle: How did you 

get the idea for Poultrygeist? Did 
the story come first or was it the 
name ? 

Lloyd Kaufman: Most of the 
movies Eve made come from a 
theme that’s in the political or 
sociological realm. McDonald’s 
recently moved in next door to 
the Troma building in New York 
City, and they started dumping 
their garbage in front of our building illegally. Soon thereafter, 
we had a major invasion of rats in the basement of our build- 
ing - rats the size of raccoons - and it got so bad that nobody 
would go down there. And I had to go down there and not only 
fight off the rats but clean up all the shit. And it was just hor- 
rendous. We keep 30 years of Troma history in that basement 
- old posters, records, clippings - and the rats were spending 
their weekends down there. 


Anyway, we had a fairly new employee who was an edi- 
tor, and he had previously worked in fast food. (Of course, 
working for Trauma was a step down in his career.) So he 
suggested the fast-food theme ought to be something to build 
a Troma movie around. I had read Eric Schlosser’s book Fast 
Food Nation, and I thought it was great. So I started research- 
ing the fast-food industry and began realizing in more vivid 
detail just how nefarious it is. That was where the germ for 
the idea for Poultrygeist came from. Or it could have just been 
the hantavirus I caught from cleaning up all that rat shit. I’m 
not sure. [Laughs.] 

Anyway, I’d never made a zombie movie, and what better 
metaphor is there for the fast-food industry? The media puts the 
Kool-Aid in the water, and the public and the children, like zom- 
bies, go to Burger King so they can get their little Transformer 
toy or their two burgers for the price of one. Americans love to 
eat shit when the media tells them to. 

AC: Do you think you got your satirical message across? 

LK: Obviously I’m slightly prejudiced, but I think on every 
level, Poultrygeist is a very profound movie, and I would 
suggest with all sincerity that if Paramount Vantage were 
distributing Poultrygeist and Troma were distributing No 
Country for Old Men, the critics would be singing the praises of 
Poultrygeist. The character development, the subtext, the tex- 
ture, the entertainment value, everything about Potd trygeist is 
so much more profound, entertaining, and sophisticated than 
No Country for Old Men, which is a good movie, don’t get me 
wrong. But the violence in that movie made no sense. At least 

in Poultrygeist, the victims 
- the exterminated Indians 
and the billions of extermi- 
nated chickens who live in 
concentration coops for their 
short, tortured lives - are get- 
ting revenge. When they’re 
ripping off somebody’s balls 
and french-frying them, it 
makes sense, and it makes a 
political statement. I believe 
Poultrygeist is a first-rate social 
satire and a first-rate zombie movie. Unfortunately we live in 
an age of media consolidation whereby the movies you hear 
about are the ones distributed by the giant international con- 
glomerates, while those of us who are truly independent are 
not given too much attention. 

AC: Are you independent by ideology or just by necessity? What 
if one of the major studios were to come to you and say, “Lloyd 
Kaufman, here’s $100 million; make us a movie’’?

LK: I made a choice a long time ago to be an independent 
director. We started Troma in 1974, and the whole idea 
behind it is that it’s important for filmmakers to have total 
control. And I’ve been lucky; I’ve had 40 years of making 
films with total freedom. The only downside is we get no 
money and no appreciation. 

I’ve never been part of the mainstream. And the one or two 
times I’ve been able to penetrate the hymen of the mainstream, 
I’m the one who got fucked. [Laughs.] So it would take an awful 
lot of money to corrupt me. 

As for the $100 million, I would take $1 million and make 
two movies, and then the rest I would give to other filmmakers. 
How great would that be? Instead of one Dante’s Peak, which 
cost $200 million, imagine instead if they had given $500,000 
to 400 different filmmakers. How many wonderful movies 
would they have gotten? And they would have made a shitload 
of money, and they would have been heroes all over the world. 
Instead they spent $200 million on Dante’s Peak, a volcano 
movie that has no lava in it. [Laughs.] 

But I should say that I’ve never had the opportunity to be 
tempted. Satan hasn’t come to me with any lucrative offers to 
remake Transformers. Not yet anyway. ■

Hope and 
Glory

There’s good news and bad news. The 
good news is that Wrestling With Angels: 
Playwright Tony Kushner will, indeed, air 
on PBS. The bad news is that it airs in 
Austin a week following its national telecast. 
Fortunately, the Freida Lee Mock film is well 
worth the wait. Like the HBO miniseries 
of Kushner’s amazing Angels in America 
(2003), Wrestling With Angels is a rare and 
welcome treat. Wrestling With Angels closes 
P.O.V.’s 20th season of airing provocative and 
inspiring documentaries on PBS. 

Kushner has written about AIDS, class 
struggle, racism, terrorism, the Flolocaust, gay 
rights, politics, and the human condition 
with lightness, anger, and passion in works 
as varied as A Bright Room Called Day (1985); 
Homebody /Kabul (2001); Caroline, or Change 
(2002); Brundibar (illustrated by Maurice 
Sendak, 2003); and, of course, his stunning 
Angels in America (1992). Yet, as this engross- 
ing documentary reveals, Kushner manages to 
maintain, in the face of frequently dark subject 
matter, a buoyant spirit and an enduring sense 
of hope - something he claims is an artist’s 
ethical responsibility. 

Mock covers the necessary biographical and 
professional territory with ease, seamlessly 
showing how Kushner’s personal life and poli- 
tics have influenced his work and vice versa. 
To do this, she divides her film into three acts, 
each focusing on the three broad themes of 
the playwright’s work: “As a Citizen of the 
World”; “Mama, I’m a Homosexual Mama”; 
and “Collective Action to Overcome Injustice”; 
along with a closing epilogue. Marcia Gay 
Harden, Meryl Streep, Swoozie Kurtz, direc- 
tor George C. Wolfe, and writer/artist Maurice 
Sendak (Where the Wild Things Are) are a few 
of the talented artists who have worked with 
Kushner. Instead of a litany of first-person inter- 
views with each, the film shows them in action 
- in rehearsal and in performance - which 
is the best tribute to the depth and reach of 
Kushner’s work. Mock saves the bulk of the 
actual face-to-face interviews for Kushner him- 
self. Hearing him speak as his unadulterated, 
down-to-earth self is a treat. But if there’s a 
takeaway lesson to be had, it’s that an artist, no 
matter how celebrated, successful, or honored, 
never stops learning. “I wanted to write the play 
as a way of understanding the monologue,” he 
says of Homebody/Kabul. “I want to succeed 
as a popular entertainer,” he says of Caroline, 
or Change. That Kushner expresses a practical 
desire to learn something in addition to saying 
something in his work was illuminating. 

First screened at the 2006 Sundance Festival 
(and at the Austin Film Festival later that 
year), Wrestling With Angels is an intimate, 
surprisingly extensive profile of one of this 
nation’s greatest contemporary playwrights. 
Filmed over a three-year period starting just 
after September 11 to the 2004 presidential

election, the film is also a great reminder of the 
beauty of TV’s ability to bring the world into 
your living room. 

Wrestling With Angels: Playwright Tony

Writers' Strike Update 

The writers’ strike continues at press time. 
After returning to the bargaining table, Writers 
Guild of America members walked away say- 
ing the deal the Alliance of Motion Picture 
and Television Producers proposed (a set 
fee for Internet use instead of the desired 
residual plan) was a “roll-back.” The AMPTP 
responded by saying that the WGA doesn’t 
know how to negotiate and that perhaps their 
chief negotiator, David Young, should learn 
to give and take (um, in the same way some 
broadcast producers offered WGA members 
information on how to quit the WGA?). In the 
meantime, nonwriting staffers for many shows 
have been laid off until the strike ends. Late- 
night talk-show hosts Jay Leno and Conan 
O’Brien have offered to pay salaries of their 
laid-off staff for at least a week. 

What does this mean to viewers? Now a full 
month into the strike, after the holiday season 
has passed, viewers can look forward to reruns 
of their favorite series and new episodes of sec- 
ond-tier shows like Notes From the Underbelly, 
Carpoolers, and K-Ville.

GROUND ZERO 

Local booker Max Dropout was hired 
on the spot at Beerland after breaking 
up a fight at a Riverboat Gamblers 

show. Five years later, Dropout debuts his 
own garage-punk festival, Ground Zero 
Texas, beginning tonight (Thursday) with 
a ceremonial Champagne toast at Sound 
on Sound Records, hosted by Oakland’s 
Nobunny, and carrying over to Beerland 
for the remainder of the weekend (see 
Music Listings for a full lineup and inter- 
view with Saturday’s headliner, Pissed 
Jeans). One obvious highlight is the 
reunion of Memphis’ underground heroes 
Bad Times. “The last time they played it 
was to open for the Pagans at the 
Blackout Festival in Chicago,” enthuses Dropout. “That’s what we’re trying 
to pick up the slack on; there won’t be much time for sleep.” The Spits, 
Tunnel of Love, the Hex Dispensers, and Cheap Time amp up at the 
Skatepark of Austin Friday afternoon, while Denton's the Wax Museums 
and surf punks Bleach Boys, along with a slew of special guests, are 
scheduled to appear at afterparties at undisclosed locations. “This isn’t 
about the resurgence of a sound or style,” Dropout concludes. “When you 
walk through that door this weekend, expect the bands to be harsh, unapol- 
ogetic, and confrontational." 




THE KIDS ARE ALRIGHT 


Most high school groups never leave their parents garage, but the Steps 
isn’t your average teenage buzz band. The local fourpiece and Austin City 
Limits Festival '07 veterans drive a hard line between the Strokes and Kings 
of Leon and recently returned from a five-stop European tour to push its debut 
single, “Outlaw," on hip imprint Young and Lost Club.

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The San Francisco Sound 

The Music Was the Message 
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The Charlatans 


The first music piece I ever wrote was on the then-current San Francisco 
Sound for my high school newspaper. Racking my brain, listening to records as 
well as reading everything available (which wasn’t much, mostly Crawdaddy! and 
random record reviews), 1 was trying to figure out how to define that sound. 
Finally I suggested that it had a lot to do with the bands’ efforts to re-create their 
live sound in the studio. Even then this was way off-base. 


As music critic emeritus Ben Fong-Torres 
writes in one of the introductory essays to Rhino 
Records' 4-CD Love Is the Song We Sing: San 
Francisco Nuggets 1965-1970, “I’ve never under- 
stood that tag [San Francisco Sound], Maybe 
it’s just me, but I find it difficult to listen to 
Big Brother & The Flolding Company’s ‘Down 
On Me,’ Jefferson Airplane’s ‘It’s No Secret,’ 
and Country Joe & The Fish’s ‘Section 43’ and 
make obvious musical connections between 
the Big Brother’s raw blues, the Airplane’s folk- 
rock, and the Fish’s acid visions.” 

It took years of writing before I was comfort- 
able with the idea that specific cultural move- 
ments such as New York punk, the French New 
Wave, progressive country, Sugar Hill rap, New 
Wave, young German cinema, and so on weren’t 
really defined stylistically. Instead, they had a 
lot more to do with the 
emergence of an array 
of creative talents at the 
same time, artists inno- 
vative in their rethink- 
ing of a medium as they 
rejected its accepted aes- 
thetic standards. 

The bands of the New 
York punk/New Wave 
scene share the Velvet 
Underground, New 
York Dolls, and Stooges 
as common heritage, 
while all also acknowledged the importance of 
the Ramones. What acts like Television, Patti 
Smith, Richard Hell & the Voidoids, Talking 
Heads, the Dead Boys, Fleshtones, Blondie, 
Suicide, and Mink DeVille really share, how- 
ever, is that they emerged at the same time, 
most coming out of CBGB. 

II 

Labeling the music that emerged from the 
Bay Area between 1965 and 1968/69 as being 
part of an interconnected scene is nevertheless 
accurate. The Jefferson Airplane and Moby 
Grape (along with L.A.’s Byrds) were the first 
bands with which I really fell in love. This isn’t 
to overlook my affection for the Grateful Dead, 
Quicksilver Messenger Service, Big Brother & 
the Holding Company, and Sopwith Camel, 
among others, but listening to the Airplane and 
Grape took me to places I'd never been. The 
music was critical, but the San Francisco mys- 
tique and lifestyle were part of the package. 

III 

There was so much happening musically in 
the latter half of the Sixties, as well as so much 
music from the past to discover, that chronol- 
ogy, musicians, musical heritage, and songs 
all run together in my memory with precious 
few specifics standing out. Acts weren’t really 
defined in terms of regional scenes at the time, 


but maybe because Haight-Ashbury evoked so 
much more than an intersection - a whole hip- 
pie lifestyle, rather - the San Francisco scene 
was always thought of as a geographic entity. 

Bands were heard of long before they were 
actually heard. Pictures of the Grateful Dead 
and Jefferson Airplane in Time and Newsweek 
seemed impossibly exotic. Those that have 
come of age in these times of the Internet, 
iTunes, MTV] and the prevalence of rock music 
in all media including TV and movies prob- 
ably can’t really grasp the pony-express way 
news spread then. It was frustrating, but it also 
allowed for a mysterious fog to envelop this 
music. Fitting, given San Francisco’s weather. 

In January 1967, the massive Human Be- 
In was held at Golden Gate Park. Called “a 
Gathering of the Tribes” - could there be 
a more potent image? 
- Timothy Leary Allen 
Ginsburg, Lawrence 
Ferlinghetti, Gary 
Snyder, Dick Gregory, 
Lenore Kandel (a poet 
known for her sexually 
graphic work), and play- 
wright Michael McClure 
(The Beard) all read, 
chanted, and spoke. The 
Grateful Dead, Jefferson 
Airplane, Big Brother & 
the Holding Company, 
Quicksilver Messenger Service, and the Sir 
Douglas Quintet played. The news showed 
everyone smoking pot, while the word was that 
LSD guru Owsley Stanley wandered the crowd, 
a hippie Johnny Appleseed planting his wares 
in the consciousness of all. 

Is it any wonder that the Summer of Love 
followed? Perhaps even less surprising is that 
before the year was over, in October 1967, a 
mock funeral was held in the Haight mourning 
“the Death of the Hippie.” The following month, 
the first issue of the then-biweekly Rolling Stone 
appeared with John Lennon on the cover. 

Clothing, long hair, pot, rock posters, LSD, 
underground papers and comics: The hippie 
and freak lifestyles were all aspects of what was 
happening. What an alluring package, combin- 
ing music, lifestyle, renegade consciousness, 
and politics. 

The music was the message. The handfuls of 
pictures, random stories, and oral legends all 
led to it. The bands, fine on records, were even 
better when finally heard live. 

Still, the music itself also came in frustratingly 
slow-moving concentric circles. Surrealistic Pillow 
was released February 1967, spawning two radio 
hits in “Somebody to Love” and “White Rabbit.” 
Although the Airplane’s first album, The Jefferson 
Airplane Takes Off, was released September 1966, 
it had done so under our radar. The Grateful 
Dead was released in February 1967, Moby Grape 
followed in June, and the Airplane’s wonder- 
fully strange and overindulgent After Bathing at

Baxter’s in December. In May 1968, Quicksilver 
Messenger Service was released, with the first 
really defining Grateful Dead album, Anthem of 
the Sun, coming that August. 

The Be-In was followed in June 1967 by 
the Monterey International Pop Festival, the 
generation’s defining music event. Everyone 
heard the Monterey stories, about Otis Redding 
stealing the show, Janis Joplin coming into her 
own, and Jimi Hendrix blowing away all with 
his otherworldly genius. Consider that more 
than half of the albums fisted above came out 
after Monterey (five months before Rolling 
Stone debuted). The myth preceded the eagerly 
anticipated music by such stretches of time 
that myth and music lost defining boundaries 
becoming and being received as one. 

IV 

The mystery, mystique, and exotic were all 
crucial to the San Francisco scene, but the cen- 
ter was the music. 

The beautiful har- 
monic power of Marty 
Balin’s and Grace 
Slick’s voices blending 
together on Surrealistic 
Pillow and the full 
encyclopedic but cohe- 
sive playing on Moby 
Grape blew the top of 
my head off then and 
can still do so now. 

Early Dead, Big Brother, 

Mother Earth, Country 
Joe & the Fish, and 
Quicksilver Messenger 
Service all were engag- 
ing and are still more 
than simply entertain- 
ing. Unfortunately, Love 
Is the Song We Sing is too 
much a scholarly collec- 
tion, designed more as a 
historical document to convey the time, scene, 
and music than a musically coherent collection. 

In another of the set’s opening essays, Gene 
Sculatti celebrates this very inclusiveness. Rather 
than Love being “Frisco-centric” or just featuring 
the hits, Sculatti writes, “On the basis of what’s 
heard here, you’d have to say that Northern 
California in the mid-1960s constituted one of 
the country’s most vibrant regional scenes.” 
Unfortunately I don’t have to say that, because 
instead I find the ambition to convey that is this 
anthology’s greatest failure. One entire CD of 
the four is devoted to mosdy unknown Northern 
California bands of the period. Being a student of 
music history, I’m interested in listening to this, 
but in its attempt to convey the fullness of the 
San Francisco scene, the disc is an academic dis- 
traction. Ignorance be my guide, but I just can’t 
work up much interest in the Front Line, the 
Mourning Reign, the Immediate Family, Public 
Nuisance, the Savage Resurrection, and so on. 

The packaging is beautiful, the essays excel- 
lent, the annotations for each cut knowledge- 
able and fascinating, all of it accompanied 
by stunningly reproduced photographs. Even 
with all that, however, how many pictures 
of young men with long hair in bands never 
heard of can one find entertaining? 

There aren’t enough unheard goodies to 


excite anyone already enamored and/or famil- 
iar with the scene. A couple of EP versions of 
songs, some original single edits, and a few 
live versions are about it, with not one being 
revelatory or enlightening. All told, there are 
considerably less than a dozen rarities out of 
the more than 75 tracks. 

One of the collection’s strengths is rarely 
heard work by bands that heavily influenced 
the scene, including the Charlatans, Mojo Men, 
Beau Brummels, and the Great Society, as well 
as cuts by bands that evolved into major play- 
ers; the Warlocks became the Grateful Dead; 
Dino Valenti joined Quicksilver. But way too 
many of the selections are from readily available 
albums. Groups like Salvation, Ace of Cups, the 
Loading Zone, Fifty Foot Hose, Kak, Sons of 
Champlin, and Mad River are definitely of some 
interest. A lot more five recordings, jams, differ- 
ent bands’ members playing together, or really 
obscure releases by the Dead, Airplane, Grape, 
Quicksilver, Countryjoe, Big Brother, and the like 
would have gone a long 
way toward redeeming 
this collection. 

Which raises the 
question as to who the 
target audience for this 
collection is. There are 
way too many cuts by 
obscure bands (includ- 
ing almost the entire 
second disc) to be of 
interest to the novice. 
The lack of unusual/ 
unknown cuts along 
with the too-histori- 
cally oriented organi- 
zation of the tracks 
undermines Love for 
anyone familiar with 
the music. Only those 
music fans who com- 
bine obsession with 
listening pleasure, 
valuing the obscure and unknown as much as 
the music, will be fully delighted here. 

V 

What makes Love Is the Song We Sing espe- 
cially frustrating is that at the end of the day and 
40 years, I’ve come to understand that there was 
very much a San Francisco Sound. The musi- 
cians joining together to form those bands didn’t 
share a single common cultural background but, 
rather, came out of folk, blues, jug-band music, 
country, bluegrass, and rock. They abandoned 
all these styles, then brought them forward, 
spicing it all up with psychedelics and straining 
the ideas through the times until it was all one 
unbelievably rich and potent brew. 

The San Francisco Sound was the combi- 
nation of so much music that came before, 
uniquely combined into many different sounds 
yet all played with enthusiasm, skill, knowledge, 
love, and an impossibly optimistic energy. 

Instead of the driving 3-D explosive pop-up- 
book anthology that would suit the music and 
do it justice, what’s here is a work of history. 
Interesting, sometimes fascinating, but never 
really exciting, rather than blow the top of your 
head off, Love Is the Song We Sing inspires you 
to put your glasses on and take notes. ■

The Complete on the Corner Sessions 
(CoLumbia/Legacy) 

‘‘I got everybody in the band but the devil 
on tambourine.” So proclaimed trumpet 
titan Miles Davis around the time of On the 
Comer. He wasn't kidding either. Spanning 
1972-1975, this 6-CD collection, the eighth 
and final installment in Columbia/Legacy’s 
brilliant metal-spine series, is a cultural 
melting pot of musicians, featuring cast 
members from 1969’s seminal Bitches 
Brew (Chick Corea, Jack DeJohnette, and 
Mahavishnu Orchestra’s John McLaughlin), 
Herbie Hancock's futuristic piano textures 
(“Jabali"), and Afro-Cuban percussion from 
Mtume and Al Foster, with Badal Ray and 
Khalil Balakrishna adding evanescent 
Eastern atmospherics via tabla and dron- 
ing sitar (“Chieftan”). More important is the 
influence of Karlheinz Stockhausen’s alea- 
toric compositions and the superfly sexuality 
of Jimi Hendrix, Sly Stone, and Davis’ ex-wife 
Betty, manifest in the freestyle funk of elec- 
tric bassist Michael Henderson and guitar- 
ist Pete Cosey’s fuzz-box magic, everything 
treated and colored with effects pedals. 

This revolutionary fusion results in the most 
liberating and sublimely psychedelic music 
ever envisioned, from Davis’ lyrical and emo- 
tive Duke Ellington encomium “He Loved 
Him Madly” to the radical jungle groove of 
the previously unissued “Turnaround" and 
reprise “U-Turnaround." The shape-shift- 
ing looping and production by Teo Macero, 
meanwhile, is magnified through cross- 
examination of the unedited versions of “On 
the Corner,’’ “One and One,” and “Helen 
Butte/Mr. Freedom X” with those found on 
the original album, generously included on 
disc six and bookended by Get Up With It’s 
“Red China Blues" and edited singles of “Big 
Fun" and “Holly-wuud.” The devil wasn’t on 
tambourine, but he remains in the details.

MOTOWN SINGLES 

Vol. 8: 1968 (Hip-0 Select) 

Since every double-disc should be a 
single, every EP a 45, six CDs of The 
Complete Motown Singles, Vol. 8: 1968 
could edit down to a quartet. With Hip- 
0 Select’s mind-blowing Internet series 
currently clocking in at 43 discs on its 
way to final Detroit headquarters year 
1972, less isn’t more, however. More is 
paramount. By now, all the girls sound 
like Diana Ross (Rita Wright’s supremely 
“I Can't Give Back the Love I Feel for 
You”), the Four Tops transcend rapture 
(“Walk Away Renee”), and Smokey 
Robinson again proves himself all series 
MVP (“If You Can Want”). Runner-up 
Stevie Wonder clacks down dominoes on 
disc two, gospel B-side “Why Don’t You 
Lead Me to Love" trumping trifle “Shoo- 
Be-Doo-Be-Doo-Da-Day." Marvin Gaye 
& Tammi Terrell refute “Ain’t Nothing 
Like the Real Thing," and flipside “Little 
Ole Boy, Little Ole Girl” delivers its title 
promise from the ill-fated pair. One of 
the best CDs of the campaign, three’s 
all marquee: Wonder’s “My Girl,” Gaye 
& Terrell’s “You’re All I Need to Get By,” 
and Martha Reeves & the Vandellas 
crackling B-side “I Tried.” Discs four 
and five can’t keep up, but that’s rela- 
tive in the face of Smokey’s “Special 
Occasion," Gladys Knight & the Pips' 
tempting “I Wish It Would Rain," and the 
backward Eivets Rednow blowing “Alfie" 
on his harp. Wonder-ful. The Temptations 
stamp the final platter with “Rudolph, 
the Red-Nosed Reindeer” and “Silent 
Night, Holy,” plus the song prefacing 
psychedelic 1969, “Cloud Nine,” which 
goes up against Marvin Gaye’s “I Heard 
It Through the Grapevine.” More.

EMMYLOU HARRIS 

Songbird (Rhino) 

This one’s for the fans. Those of us that can’t 
get enough of that angelic voice and its genre- 
busting way with a song. Over the course of a 
4-CD/l-DVD set, Emmylou Harris travels the 
back roads of her career and creates a collection 
that’s enthralling and adventuresome. Few artists 
have mixed folk, country, rock, and bluegrass in 
a way that opened each to reinterpretation, and 
on Songbird , she lays out a blueprint on how it’s 
done without relying on the tried and true. From 
her earliest recording in 1970 and her initial 
defining moments with Gram Parsons to Harris’ 
later, ethereal work, it’s all here. With tracks 
selected by the artist, the first two discs follow

JOHN COLTRANE 

Interplay (Prestige) 

A splendid comple- 
ment to last year’s 
addictive, 6-CD Fearless 
Leader, which collected 
all of John Coltrane’s 
recordings as a leader 
for Prestige Records, 

Interplay weighs in as a 
5-CD compilation of the 
saxophonist’s oeuvre 
as co-leader/sideman 
for the same label. 

Recorded between September 1956 and March 
1958, these sides overlap with the Leader-ship 
dates and his fabled sessions as a member of 
the incomparable Miles Davis Quintet. These 
are primarily one-off, freewheeling “blowing ses- 
sions” suffused with blues and standards that 
find Trane in some intriguing configurations. On 
“Tenor Conclave,” he’s one of four saxophon- 
ists, including the masterful Hank Mobley; for 
“Dakar,” he’s aided by baritone saxmen Cecil 
Payne and Pepper Adams. The "Interplay” ses- 
sion boasts a two-trumpet, two-saxophone 
frontline, but the real gem is “Cattin’ which 
pairs Coltrane with Lester Young imitator Paul 
Quinichette for a stark study in contrasting 
sounds and styles. Pianists Mai Waldron, Tommy 
Flanagan, and Red Garland, plus guitarist Kenny 
Burrell, are prominently featured throughout. For 
his part, Coltrane demonstrates a bold, probing, 
distinctive voice with electrifying elements of his 
“sheets of sound” well-evidenced. Within a few 
short years, John Coltrane would be the fore- 
most saxophonist in jazz.

IKE & TINA 
TURNER 

The Ike & Tina Turner 
Story: 1960-1975 
(Time Life) 

In their early-1960s 
heyday, no touring act 
was more incendiary than 
the Ike & Tina Turner 
Revue featuring the non- 
stop Kings of Rhythm 
and shimmying Ikettes. 

The full-bore show-band 
with smokin' horns and 


her career, concentrating on her acclaimed solo 
albums from the 1970s into the 1990s, includ- 
ing duets with Parsons, of course, but also 
Waylon, Willie, and others. The other discs are 
loaded with unissued performances, duets of all 
sorts (Sheryl Crow, George Jones, Beck, Steve 
Earle, and the Pretenders among them), plus 
tunes she contributed to compilations and trib- 
ute albums over the years. Only the 30-minute 
DVD seems a little skimpy, though a duet with 
Elvis Costello on “Love Hurts” at the Grand Ole 
Opry last year is a real treat. Overall, Songbird 
proudly delineates nearly 40 years of Harris’ 
artistry and her ability to inject daring and spirit 
into anything she endeavors.

blistering rhythm section led by Mississippi pia- 
nist-turned-guitarist Ike Turner blazed every back 
road of the chitlin circuit and onto R&B stages 
for 15 years with pure aural sex, soul, and sweat. 
From the opening wail of “A Fool in Love,” The Ike 
& Tina Turner Story means business. Time Life’s 

3- CD book-style set features two studio compila- 
tions and a live recording, the former selections 
cherry-picked from a variety of labels quickly 
shifting from the bluesy, gutbucket, juke-joint Ike 
& Tina (“It’s Gonna Work Out Fine,” "Something’s 
Got a Hold on Me,” and "I’ve Been Loving You Too 
Long”) to the explosive rock-era repertoire that 
reflected the group’s expanded tastes and popu- 
larity (Beatles’ “Come Together,” Stones’ “Honky 
Tonk Women,” CCR’s “Proud Mary”). Ike Turner’s 
version of “River Deep, Mountain High” wins out 
over Phil Spector’s, the right choice for this collec- 
tion, yet by this time the set has faltered some, 
skipping over the band’s later material in favor of 
the 1969 concert disc released as In Person. Too 
bad it wasn’t on DVD, because the soulful allure 
and merciless melodies beg for visuals of the 
magnificent Tina and the Ikettes in their perform- 
ing glory. Even spotty, The Ike & Tina Turner Story 
is as close to showtime as a set’s likely to be.

FRANK SINATRA 

A Voice in Time (1939- 
1952) (Legacy) 

Frank Sinatra’s 
legacy is still largely, 
and appropriately, 
defined by his later 
Capitol and Reprise 
recordings, the 
bluster of the Vegas 
voice coupled with Hollywood iconicity. This 

4- CD, 80-track compilation, however, collects 
his earliest recordings culled from labels like 
Brunswick, Bluebird, Victor, and Columbia, as 
well as numerous radio broadcasts of unre- 
leased songs, and superbly displays the young 
versatility and development of Sinatra’s talent. 
Though not without its forgettable moments, 
like the cringingly high reach of 1940 opener 
“All or Nothing at All” or embarrassingly hokey 
“01’ Man River,” even the first disc chronicling 
his big-band years with Harry James and Tommy 
Dorsey provides an astoundingly rich progres- 
sion to 1942’s “Night and Day.” The extensive 
liner notes argue Sinatra’s status as the first 
teen idol, supported by the second disc’s vel- 
vet-voiced offerings of “No Love, No Nothin’” 

- recorded on CBS’ Your Hit Parade in 1943 
and nearly drowned by female exclamations 

- the swooning “Time After Time,” a live 1945 

performance of “It’s Been a Long, Long Time,” 
and impressive vocal distentions of "Dream 
(When You’re Feeling Blue).’’ Disc three, The 
Great American Songbook, features familiar 
takes on "All of Me,” “Embraceable You,” and 
“As Time Goes By,” alongside a wrenchingly 
subtle “These Foolish Things (Remind Me of 
You)” and "September Song.” The final cuts 
forecast an emerging maturity with the swag- 
gering “The Birth of the Blues.” Aside from its 
archival appeal, A Voice in Time progresses from 
youthful innocence to historical milestone.

(Shout! Factory) 

"Definitive” is a 
loaded phrase, not 
necessarily suggest- 
ing completion but 
a representation of 
what made something 
notable. In Vee-Jay’s 
case, the glaring 
omission is the 
Beatles, whose earli- 
est American releases 
were on the first 
black-owned label that 
preceded Motown and 
outsold Chess until 
the 1960s. That aside, this comprehensive 4-CD 
collection isn’t only definitive but thought-provok- 
ing and complex. Preserved through liner notes 
that offer rich bios of the chronological tracks, 
the Chicago label reflected the broad tastes of 
its husband-and-wife owners and the ears they 
trusted. At the top of Vee-Jay’s classic roster 
were John Lee Hooker (“Dimples”), Jimmy Reed 
(“Big Boss Man”), Elmore James (“It Hurts Me 
Too”), the Dells ("Stay in My Corner”), Jerry 
Butler & the Impressions ("For Your Precious 
Love”), the Pips With Gladys Knight (“Every 
Beat of My Heart”), and Frankie Valli & the 
4 Seasons (“Sherry”). The Staple Singers, 
the Original 5 Blind Boys of Mississippi, the 
Swan Silvertones, and the Original Blind Boys 
of Alabama recorded alongside some of doo- 


wop’s finest, including the Spaniels, Sonny Til’s 
Orioles, the Moonglows, and the “5” Royales. 
Vee-Jay turned gorgeous one-hits with Gloria 
Jones’ “Tainted Love” and Jimmy Hughes’ 

“Steal Away” and even the odd surf act like Aki 
Aleong & the Nobles. More gems came from 
Betty Everett (“You’re No Good,” “The Shoop 
Shoop Song”) and Eddie Taylor (“Bad Boy,” 

“Big Town Playboy”), but Vee-Jay collapsed from 
financial ruin in 1966, a generation or two 
before it might have launched funk and rap.

FRANKIE VALLI & 

THE 4 SEASONS 

Jersey Beat: The Music 
of Frankie Valli & the 4 
Seasons (Rhino) 

There’s a reason the 4 
Seasons never received 
the veneration afforded 
the Beach Boys. This 
3-CD/l-DVD set oozes 
classics spanning presi- 
dents Kennedy through 
Carter, but it also high- 
lights where the Seasons 
fall short of their West 
Coast rivals. Their variation on Phil Spector fails 
to match the Beach Boys’ sonic resplendence, 
although it's hard to argue with a streetwise 
Jersey quartet that landed three straight No. Is 
with “Sherry," “Big Girls Don’t Cry,” and “Walk 
Like a Man.” Valli’s heartsick falsetto is cata- 
clysmic even without superior production. While 
the Boys were being true to school, the Seasons 


tackled class divisions with “Dawn (Go Away)” 
and “Rag Doll.” Lesser-knowns “Little Boy (in 
Grown Up Clothes)” and “Silence Is Golden” 
underscore the richness of the group’s peak peri- 
od. Bass vocalist Nick Massi left in 1965, but 
“Let’s Hang On!" and its proto-garage guitar intro 
kept things rolling. Meanwhile, Valli’s successful 
solo career started with an unlikely thud when 
“The Sun Ain’t Gonna Shine (Anymore)” stalled 
at No. 128 before becoming a hit for the Walker 
Brothers. The lean years are best epitomized by 
"Saturday’s Father," a psychedelic stab at social 
relevance from 1969’s The Genuine Imitation 
Life Gazette. Valli and a new crop of Seasons 
returned to No. 1 with the 1975 disco staple 
"December, 1963 (Oh, What a Night),” but when 
they went mano a mano with the Beach Boys on 
1984’s "East Meets West,” both groups embar- 
rassed themselves. The DVD compendium of TV 
performances is uneventful, but watching Valli 
perform in a 1972 whorehouse wallpaper tuxedo 
is good for laughs.

ROBYN HITCHCOCK 

I Wanna Go Backwards (Yep Roc) 

Repackaging three early Hitchcock albums 
with a slew of bonus tracks (each also avail- 
able individually), alongside a 2-CD collection of 
demos and B-sides, Backwards evidences the Brit 
iconoclast’s staggering sweep through post-punk, 
psych-folk, and cryptically warped pop. Hitchcock’s 
updated liner notes to 1981 debut Black Snake 
Diamond Rote set the context of life-after-Lennon 
amidst Thatcher’s ascendant English paranoia, 
allowing the whacked edge of “Brenda’s Iron 


Sledge” and “I 
Watch the Cars” 
to merge with 
the bounce of 
"The Man Who 
Invented Himself” 
and brilliant 
prog-pop credo 
“Do Policemen 
Sing?” for a shat- 
tered tapestry of 
1970s fallout and 1980s frustration. Supported 
by fellow former Soft Boys, along with Thomas 
Dolby and Psychedelic Furs’ Vince Ely, the eight 
bonus studio outtakes anticipate Hitchcock’s 
future work while also harbingering shoegaze 
and 1990s Britpop. 1984 's phenomenal / Often 
Dream of Trains , augmented with six additional 
cuts, balances Hitchcock’s relentless fluctuation 
between bizarre and beautiful - the playful a cap- 
pella “Uncorrected Personality Traits” against the 
stunning title track and “Cathedral.” Eye stands 
as the recovered gem of the set, the 1990 return 
to Trains’ stripped acoustics featuring Hitchcock’s 
voice at its most melodically powerful through 
the biting ("Cynthia Mask,” “Queen Elvis”) and 
poignant (“Executioner,” “Century”). The collection 
of extras drawn from Hitchcock’s 1980s archives, 
lovingly titled While Thatcher Mauled Britain, is pre- 
dictably high and low through droning psychedel- 
ics, pliant ballads, and half-developed works, yet 
demos of “Raymond Chandler Evening” and "My 
Favourite Buildings,” along with the unreleased "I 
Wanna Go Backwards," are worth the detour.

David Bowie Box 
(ISO/CoLumbia/ 

Legacy) 

As modern rock 
evolves, David 
Bowie remains 
an odd man out. 

Fans turned on 
by Ziggy tuned 
out after the embarrassment of Tin Machine. 
Others, blown away by Bowie’s elastic sound 
and experiments in pre-electronica, found 
newer entertainments. Yet this 10-CD box 
of millennial-era LPs plus bonus remix discs 
offers latter-day salvation. Through contract 
magic and artist support, David Bowie Box 
collects albums the UK superstar recorded 
for Columbia and his personal ISO imprint, as 
well as his Virgin output. With hours of limited- 
release material offered for the first time state- 
side, DBB follows the contrails of Bowie’s most 
recent hits and hiccups, picking up with Outside 
from 1995 (produced by Brian Eno) and carry- 
ing through to his triumphal return to form with 
2002’s Heathen (check Pixies cover “Cactus"). 
The other three platters are '97’s Earthling, 
’99’s Hours..., and 2002’s Heathen follow-up, 
Reality. Limited-edition packaging pays hom- 
age to the inimitable talents of the aging White 
Duke, while guests and celebrity DJs bring the 
party: Beck dresses up a pair of outtakes, Trent 
Reznor adds to his Nine Inch Nails treatment 
of “I’m Afraid of Americans,” and even Moby 
messes with a trio of tracks. Remixes notwith- 


standing, the real shocker is that the second 
coming of Bowie is worth witnessing yet again 
- and not just by young Americans.

LUTHER 
VAN DROSS 

Love, Luther (Epic/ 

J Records/Legacy) 

Had Luther 
Vandross been 
born during the 
second war to end 
all wars rather than 
during the Cold War, 
he’d rival Marvin 
Gaye. Instead, the 
Bronx-born crooner 
came of age in 
Aquarius on his 
way to the disco 
era, applying his 
worship of Diana 
Ross, Aretha Franklin, and Dionne Warwick onto 
early live and session work with David Bowie 
(“Young Americans”), Chic, Sister Sledge, and 
Donna Summer. Love, Luther thereby evolves 
classic soul into modern R&B over a fluctuating 
4-CD arc. Solo debut Never Too Much, a No. 1 
R&B smash in 1981, yielded the singer’s lifelong 
interpretive showcase, Burt Bacharach and Hal 
David’s “A House Is Not a Home.” Vandross’ airy 
tenor comes edged with bite: Diana Ross with 
a Marvin Gaye lining. Exhibit B: covering Gaye/ 
Tammi Terrell duet “If This World Were Mine." 
Sam Cooke’s “Having a Party” does. The sing- 


er’s turn at the Carpenters’ “Superstar” is even 
more convincing, yet Vandross could compose, 
as the radio-made bounce of original “She Loves 
Me Back" proves. Unfortunately, after 1983’s 
The Night I Fell in Love, slow jams smother all. 
Nineties Vandross, disc three, simulates a rain 
machine, though Beyonce duet “The Closer I Get 
to You” rouses the siesta. CD four bookends 
the first, Vandross keeping it more real, master- 
ful, thanks to 2003’s Dance With My Father, set 
against 10 flawless minutes of “A House Is Not 
a Home” live at Radio City Music Hall. Vandross, 
52, died two years later, a legacy still searching 
for its proper liner notes and a home.

THE WAR: 

SOUNDTRACK AND MUSIC 
FROM THE SECOND WORLD WAR 

(Columbia/Legacy) 

Despite the deluge of recent World War II 
histories, the era’s music has received little con- 
sideration. Unfortunately, the 4-CD soundtrack 
to Ken Burns’ The War does little to improve 
the situation. Though radio served as the war’s 
primary medium, there’s scant context for 
the songs presented, either in the recordings 
themselves or the accompanying booklet, and 
only one direct broadcast is offered, a 1943 
Your Hit Parade introduction to Frank Sinatra’s 
“Let’s Get Lost." The two extraneous albums 
of period songs can't be faulted for their inclu- 
sions, with big-band classics from Glenn Miller 
(“In the Mood”), Benny Goodman (“Sing Sing 
Sing"), and Tommy Dorsey (“I’ll Be Seeing You”) 
to popular tunes from Sinatra, Coleman Hawkins 


(“Body and Soul”), 

Louis Armstrong 
(“Memories of 
You”), and Al Dexter 
(“Pistol Packin' 

Mama”). Billie 
Holiday glistens 
on “Pennies From 
Heaven,” and Doris 
Day’s vocals shine 
on Les Brown’s 
“Sentimental 
Journey,” while 
Cootie Williams’ 
exceptional 
“Echoes of Harlem’’ 
strikes the only 
ominous notes. 

Noticeably absent, 
however, are iconic 
hits like the Andrews Sisters' “Boogie Woogie 
Bugle Boy” or Kay Kyser’s “Praise the Lord and 
Pass the Ammunition.” Yet like 1990 doc The 
Civil War’s appropriation of “Ashokan Farewell,” 
Burns’ application of contemporary contributions 
on the actual soundtrack is marvelous. Wynton 
Marsalis’ originals, like the stunningly haunted 
“Movin’ Back" and beautiful “Until I’m in Your 
Arms Again,” are as poignant as William Walton’s 
Blitz-era composition “The Death of Falstaff,” 
performed by the London Philharmonic, and 
compensate for the overly saccharine "American 
Anthem” that themed the series. The War offers 
an excellent soundtrack but a poor compilation.

Seventy songs culled from 25 years of 
early American roots music divide this 3-CD 
retrospective, a Depression-era history lesson 
introduced by murder-ballad and disaster-song 
expert Tom Waits. He writes that these songs 
"are crude and rudimentary pulp. These were 
the oral tabloids of the day." And the news 
was grim: prison fires, boll weevils, railroad 
accidents, floods. The packaging is sepia- 
toned and textbooklike, with photos of train 
wrecks and mine explosions, detailed histo- 
ries of every song, and an overview of what 
was essentially the beginning of the blues. 

As a testament to the diversity of disaster 
back then, the three discs also have themes.

Man v Machine laments, most famously, the 
Titanic, among other mechanical failures, sung 
by the people who knew the blues: Memphis 
"preblues” man Furry Lewis, we’re told, had 
a wooden leg thanks to a train accident. It’s 
those tidbits that make the discs come to 
life, which helps because the sound quality on 
many of the songs is horrible. Nevertheless, 
there are gems under the scratches. Man v 
Nature uncovers a white-hot “When the Levee 
Breaks” by Kansas Joe and Memphis Minnie, 
as well as Charlie Patton’s two-part “High 
Water Everywhere" and Son House's “Dry Spell 
Blues, Part 2.” Disc three, Man v Man (and 
Woman, Too), finally gets around to the murder 
ballads with feel-good titles like “The Murder 
of the Lawson Family” and “Poor Ellen Smith.” 
Though the songs are a mixed and morose 
bunch, their rebirth from a time when death 
was everywhere is murder.

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THE BRIT BOX: UK INDIE. 
SHOEGAZE, AND BRIT-PdP GEMS 
OF THE LAST MILLENNIUM 

(Rhino) 

Every generation 
deserves its own 
British Invasion. For 
the one whose New 
Wave was repurposed 
by John Hughes for 
the Pretty in Pink 
soundtrack, Rhino has 
gone the extra mile by 
digging up not only yes- 
teryear’s groundbreak- 
ers but also their one- 
hit clones. The result 
is the post-punk Brit 
Box, a 4-CD, 78-track 
Way Back Machine that 
seems intended as a 
trans-Atlantic equalizer 
for the lost souls who mistakenly believe that the 
pop music legacy of the last millennium remains 
some strange amalgam of grunge and hip-hop. In 
turn, the best evidence for the importance of UK 
guitar bands from the last century is disc one: 
the Smiths, the Cure, Echo & the Bunnymen, 




MEGADETH 

Warchest (Capitol) 

Megadeth’s Dave Mustaine is thrash metal’s pre-eminent master 
of puppets, wielding nihilistic tales of Orwellian warfare and nuclear 
holocaust through an unwavering march of guitars. Mirroring Slayer’s 
Soundtrack to the Apocalypse in both content and packaging, Warchest 
is a career-spanning 4-CD/l-DVD collection that provides the group’s 
essential ammunition and includes a 32-page color booklet, detailed dis- 
cography, and a fair amount of audio commentary. The veteran Bay Area 
outfit bears its influences throughout like a coat of arms, boasting covers 
of Black Sabbath, Alice Cooper, and a session take of the Sex Pistols’ 
“Anarchy in the U.K.” and “Problems.” Vintage Megadeth cuts from 
Killing Is My Business ... and Business Is Good, Peace Sells ... but Who’s 
Buying?, and Rust in Peace rightfully dominate the first two discs and 
both the live album, at London’s Wembley Stadium in 1990 and featur- 
ing Diamond Head vocalist Sean Harris on “It’s Electric,” and the stellar 
DVD, shot two years later at Hammersmith Odeon. The third disc plays 
Russian roulette, only a few real bullets in the chamber between 1997’s 
Cryptic Writings and 2001’s The World Needs a Hero (“Trust” and “Kill the 
King”), but shoots to kill with the closing coupling of “Kick the Chair” and 
“Of Mice and Men” from Megadeth’s 2004 comeback, The System Has 
Failed, following Mustaine’s bout with radial neuropathy and the return of 
guitarist Chris Poland. This Warchest was built for the bunkers.

THE HEAVY METAL BOX 

(Rhino) 

Rhino’s Heavy Metal Box will elicit a “sweeeet” from 'heads given its 
Marshall amp packaging with an actual knob that goes to 11. In hom- 
age, Spinal Tap’s "Big Bottom” is included, and therein lies the 4-CD, 
70-song collection’s problem: The term “heavy metal” tends to be asso- 
ciated with a certain era of glammy showmanship and cocksure leather 
bravado. Though the first disc’s embryonic journey starts off promisingly 
with some of metal’s forefathers - Blue Cheer’s "Summertime Blues,” 
Hawkwind’s “Lost Johnny,” Deep Purple’s "Highway Star” - disc two 
starts veering into the abyss: Dio-era Black Sabbath (no Ozzy here), 
Mercyful Fate, and British goofballs Saxon mixed in with solid assaults 
like Motorhead, Iron Maiden, and Kill 'Em All- period Metallica. With 
discs three and four devoted heavily to 1980s hair bands (Hanoi Rocks, 
Stryper), the set devolves into headband-scratching kitsch, save disc 
four’s late-1980s/early-1990s scene heroes like Slayer, Anthrax, and 
Pantera, which is where the collection ends. The accompanying booklet 
is slick and colorful, with explanations of Dio’s devil-horn salute and 
metal’s obsession with the occult, plus an interview with Sunset Strip 
legend Mario Maglieri, among other scene histories. Sadly, subgenres like 
black metal, death metal, and grindcore have been left out, metal-heavy 
countries like Norway and Japan mostly overlooked for an American- and 
British-heavy collection.

the Stone Roses, and Happy Mondays remain 
unmatched. As the remaining CDs make explicit, 
however, the mastermind behind this set wasn’t 
interested in simply revisiting the baggy-pants 
best of Madchester.

Nightfly Trilogy 
(Reprise) 

As co-leader 
of Steely Dan, 

Donald Fagen’s 
always been a 
stickler for immac- 
ulate sound. With 
Nightfly Trilogy he’s achieved near perfection. 

The Trilogy contains Fagen’s three solo works, 
The Nightfly (1982), Kamakiriad (1993), and 
Morph the Cat (2006), each presented in a dou- 
ble-disc format: one CD and one Music Video 
Interactive disc. The real attraction here is the 
MVI discs. Playable on anything that will accept 


a DVD, they offer both enhanced 5.1 surround 
sound and Dolby Digital versions of the music, 
plus bonus tracks, as well as video and interac- 
tive extras, like lyrics and UrTone, allowing the 
selection of any track or any portion of a track 
to be used as a ringtone. There’s also a fourth 
CD that collects the 10 bonus tracks available 
on the MVI discs. Nightfly is the most consistent 
of Fagen’s solo efforts, filled with slinky jazz pop 
that reveals his love of futuristic science fiction. 
“I.G.Y” and “New Frontier” maintain the snap 
that first made them attractive. Bonus tracks 
“Century’s End,” composed for the film Bright 
Lights Big City, and “True Companion," from the 
animated Heavy Metal, stand out for their com- 
bination of sprite melodies and breezy rhythms. 
Morph the Cat still takes some warming up to, 
but the previously unreleased live versions of 
“Hank’s Pad” and “Viva Viva Rock 'N' Roll” 
are worth seeking out on the MVI disc. Stylish 
packaging, superior sound, and a slew of extras 
makes this Trilogy the perfect stocking stuffer 
for the Dan fan in your life.

Live at the Gorge 05/06 (Monkey Wrench/ 

Rhino) 

“A little sunset music for Tom [Petty] and 
his band,” announces Eddie Vedder before 
“Small Town.” This after opening Ramones 
cover “I Believe in Miracles.” And they’re off, 
Pearl Jam “Given to Fly” across three perfor- 
mances at Seattle’s Gorge that bulge a bare- 
bones, 7-CD Digipak. Disc one, Sept. 5, 2005, 
acts as warm-up, amps on five and perfect 
volume for Vedder’s relaxed, sincere - commit- 


ted - delivery. 

Second set is 
airborne from 
the opener, the 
band loose and 
in total har- 
monic balance, 
taunting Petty 
from the stage, 
though breather 
“Sad” rivals 
closer “Porch” in reading rather than volume. 
The hourlong encore on the third disc includes 
a rousing take of Petty’s “I Won’t Back Down” 
and less rousing cover of the Who’s “Baba 
O'Riley." Discs four through seven three-alarm 
back-to-back gigs the following July, two 80- 
minute main sets and a pair of equally long 
encores. First show lacks the personality of 
the previous year yet bears down harder. When 
Vedder mentions 2006’s global heat wave dur- 
ing eight quenching minutes of “Daughter,” the 
band’s 116-degree performance makes perfect 
sense, hemorrhaging “Blood." Nine minutes 
of Neil Young’s “Rockin’ in the Free World” 
blisters as a penultimate closer. The second 
show, July 23, 2006, settles in still "fuck- 
ing hot,” the last show of PJ’s tour. Faster, 
rawer, played with abandon (inserting “Save 
It for Later” into a charged “Better Man”), it’s 
crowned with Vedder’s hilarious encore intro. 
“All right, be honest: How many of you vomited 
last night? ... How many people vomited on 
someone they care about deeply last night? ... 
How many people vomited on a stranger, and 
tonight you’re dating them for the first time?”

Also Questionable: Japanese adults push their children to save more, but few are buying 


the piggy bank introduced by the Tomy Co. in November, because, if not fed with savings for 
a period of time, the bank just explodes, scattering the contents. 


The Modem Mother: Style- and environ- 
ment-conscious Canadian mothers insist on 
cloth diapers, especially designer labels of 
flannel, fleece, or wool-knit, according to a 
November report in Toronto’s Globe and Mail. 
Handmade embroidered diapers (perhaps in 
tie-dye or camouflage) are priced at up to 
$80 each (and some babies get to wear them 
only just after taking care of business in an 
ordinary diaper). And, in London, mothers 
can take babies for workouts, as several gyms 
recently reacted to warnings about childhood 
obesity by creating programs to shape up kids 
as young as 10 months (teaching galloping, 
“monkey jumps,” and forward rolls), and in 
February, one gym will begin accepting 4- 
month-olds. 

QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

• In October, Patty Cooper, 50, accused her 
landlord (the Central Vermont Community 
Land Trust) of failing to “accommodate” her 
disability under the federal Americans with 
Disabilities Act when it barred her “service 
horse” from living in her apartment. Cooper 
uses a wheelchair because of a brittle-bones 
disorder and says the miniature horse (100 
pounds, 32 inches tall) not only pulls the 
chair but cheers her up. A trust spokes- 
man said keeping rats out of the hay bales 
would be difficult enough, but he doubted 
Cooper’s assurance that the horse could be 
easily housebroken. 

• In November, a California administrative 
judge sided with state dental authorities and 
suspended Dr. Mark Anderson’s license, fol- 
lowing complaints by female patients that 
he had massaged their chests to treat a jaw 
disorder. Anderson’s lawyer, citing alleged 
dental journal articles, had asserted that 
jaw pain was related not only to pectoral 
muscles but even calf muscles. (In November, 
Anderson was also indicted for sexual battery 
against patients.) 

• The head teacher of Sandhurst Junior School 
in south London apologized in October because 
a professional photographer had arranged, for 
his own convenience, an unfortunate group 
photo of the school’s 100-plus students. The 
photographer, trying to keep from having to 
re-set his reflector screens, lined up the kids 
from the lightest-skinned on the left, gradually 
over to the darkest-skinned on the right. Said 
the head teacher, “We can see that this was an 
error of judgment. ” 


• In September, three young men in a dinghy 
on a canal in Australia’s Gold Coast region 
stood up to moon a group of people but lost 
their balance and fell in, with two recovering 
quickly, but the third was chopped in the face 
by the then-circling dinghy’s outboard propel- 
ler and was in serious condition. 

LATEST RELIGIOUS MESSAGES 

• “This is a college education that I can 
use,” said sophomore Emily Felts, 19, as she 
praised the homemaking curriculum of the 
Southwestern Baptist Theological Seminary 
in Fort Worth, Texas (which leads to a 
Bachelor of Arts in Humanities). Men and 
women may be equal, the school says, but 
they have different roles, and for women, 
that includes “how to set tables, sew buttons 
and sustain lively dinnertime conversation,” 
or how to use the Internet to track grocery 
coupons, according to an October dispatch 
in the Los Angeles Times. Felts said she enjoys 
the work (except vacuuming), but it “doesn’t 
matter what I think. It matters what the 
Bible says.” 


• In November, Catholic priests in Ireland and 
Northern Ireland complained about their respec- 
tive governments’ proposals to lower the pre- 
sumed-impaired blood-alcohol level for drivers 
from .08 to .05, which they say is unfair. Because 
of a priest shortage, current priests expect to be 
driving great distances to conduct Masses this 
Christmas season, and since they are obliged 
to drink any leftover sacramental wine from 
each Mass, they fear inevitably approaching, or 
exceeding, the blood-alcohol threshold. 

CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

• In October, Italy’s economic minister, noting 
that a third of all men over 30 still live with 
their parents and that rental housing markets 
are depressed, proposed a tax break worth the 
equivalent of about $1,400 for each man in 
his 20s who will finally leave Momma’s house. 
(A week earlier in Sicily, one mother publicly 
turned her adult son over to the police for stay- 
ing out too late, and also took away his house 
keys, and cut off his allowance. The son, who 
immediately complained that the allowance 
was too small, anyway, is 61 years old.) 


• The normal daily tension between India and 
Pakistan arises in many forms, but one nightly 
ceremony on the border at Wagah crossing is 
particularly odd (described by a Los Angeles 
Times reporter in September as part pomp, part 
macho posturing, and part Monty Python’s 
Ministry of Silly Walks). Uniformed guards 
from both countries march toward each other 
in their inexplicably complicated headgear, 
“glower fiercely through their mustaches” and 
puff themselves up, eyeball to eyeball, in a 
show of confidence for their respective coun- 
trymen. However, they then meekly shake 
hands and close the border for the night. 

• Residents of small fishing villages in northern 
Newfoundland have for centuries been “mum- 
ming” at Christmastime, in rituals described 
in an October academic journal article by 
University of Missouri-Columbia researchers. 
People disguise themselves, go to neighbors’ 
houses, and threaten violence, at which point 
the neighbor must guess the visitor’s iden- 
tity, and, if all goes well, refuse to be scared. 
Supposedly, the ritual induces trust by both 
parties, as the visitors show their good hearts 
by failing to actually beat anyone up, and the 
host shows trust by his courage and passivity. 
Mumming, the researchers conclude, contin- 
ues today only on a “small scale.” 

RECURRING THEMES 

Something About Dentists: Hard-core federal- 
income-tax resisters are frequently in the news, 
but a recent spate of them involved dentists. In 
October, Ed Brown and his dentist-wife, Elaine, 
were arrested after a nine-month standoff with 
federal marshals in Plainfield, N.H., where they 
had holed up, vowing to die before paying the 
federal government any of Elaine’s $1.9 million 
in unreported income. In October, dentist Nancy 
Montgomery-Ware was convicted on two counts 
of tax evasion in Tampa, Fla., still believing that 
the federal government has no authority over her 
taxes or her practice, based on her research find- 
ing that there’s no such thing as a “U.S. citizen.” 
In October, Slidell, La., dentist Louis Genard 
was a U.S. citizen, though he renounced, but 
was nonetheless found guilty on three tax-eva- 
sion counts after a court was unimpressed that 
he had become an “ambassador of heaven” who 
is exempt from federal taxation.

Historic Hotels of Texas is as much a history book as it is a 
traveler’s guide. You would be hard-pressed to find a hotel of histor- 
ical significance missing from Liz Carmack’s collection of the luxuri- 
ous to threadbare lodgings around the state. 

Here's a book that dares to include the Lancaster Hotel in 
Houston and Turkey, Texas’ Hotel Turkey in the same list. 
Completely different styles, but they have three or more things in 
common: They are at least 50 years old, operated as a hotel for 
the majority of their existence, and offered lodging at the time of 
publication. Three years ago, when Carmack started her research, 
she had a list of 66 historic hotels; two closed before the book 
was finished. The remaining hotels 
offer an individuality that no chain 
could possibly replicate. 

“I didn’t review the hotels," 

Carmack said over coffee. "So many 
people have different ideas of what 
they like. I give the information and 
let the reader figure out if it meets 
their tastes.” One person’s rustic, 
might be another person’s overnight 
adventure. The book honestly 
describes the properties without pull- 
ing any punches. It even includes a 
list of accommodations by categories 
such as Pets Pampered, Ghost 
Hunting, and Local Color. 

Before you open this book, put away your stereotype that historic 
hotel means worn carpets and cobwebs. Some of these old hotels 
have kept up with the times. The Driskill in Austin, the LaSalle in 
Bryan, and the Sheraton Gunter in San Antonio have cable TV, 
Internet access, and plenty of character. 

No one is ever going to confuse the InterContinental Stephen F. 
Austin hotel in Austin with the Von Minden Hotel in Schulenburg, 
but they both have an individuality that makes them special. 

Carmack’s description of the Luther Hotel reminded me of my 
visit several years ago. The room was tiny but had a view of the 
bay. The avocado-green shag carpet was a bit stained, but the com- 


plimentary morning breakfast was hot eggs and French toast. “The 
managers at a place like the Luther really make it special,” she 
says. “They enjoy their job and bring a charm to the place that 
makes it feel welcoming." 

After traveling 20,000 miles with her husband, Jeff, to visit all of 
the hotels listed in the book, Carmack was bound to have a few 
favorites. Built by Adolphus Busch, the St. Louis brewery owner, the 
Adolphus in Dallas is where she spent her honeymoon, so it has to 
top her list. 

“The Olle Hotel in Flatonia has the feeling of a large home,” 
Carmack says. “Maybe I liked it because the decor was more to my 
taste,” which she describes in the book as "Pottery Barn meets 
the Round Top Antiques Fair.” Opened in 1926 as a railroad hotel, 
the Olle was remodeled in 2005. 

Maybe the biggest surprise in her research was how much she 
enjoyed the Fredonia Hotel in Nacogdoches and the Meyer Bed and 
Breakfast on Cypress Creek in Comfort. While being very different, 
they both have special features that 
set them apart. 

The Fredonia was built in 1953 by 
1,100 community investors to attract 
commerce to the town. A remodeling 
in 1989 retained the cabana rooms 
with small porches around the swim- 
ming pool and enclosed garden. 

The Meyer might be the oldest hotel 
in the book. The building began as a 
stagecoach in the 1860s, and it has 
been operated almost continuously as 
lodging. “I liked it because it is right 
on the creek and offers lots of oppor- 
tunities to sit outside," Carmack says. 

By definition, historical hotels house as many memories as they 
do overnight guests. That’s why it's nice that Carmack included an 
afterward of hotels that are gone or have changed occupations. 
Every Texan has heard stories of fortunes won and lost at the Rice 
Hotel in Houston; now it's filled with shops and apartments. The 
story of Conrad Hilton’s start in Cisco, Texas, is as good as 64 
other Texas hotels' legends.

Longtime Dallas fans aren’t finding a 
whole lot of fault with the Cowboys this 
year, except that their names are not Troy 
Aikman, Michael Irvin, Emmitt Smith, 
and Jimmy Johnson. Terrell Owens still 
seems like everyone’s bug-eyed crazy 
cousin, but this year, it’s not the exasper- 
ating, exhausting kind of crazy. It’s the fun 
kind. Popcorn-in-the-face fun. 

In a jam-packed Tavern sports bar last 
week - jam-packed because Time Warner 
and the NFL are in a game of chicken, 
keeping the game out of Time Warner 
homes - Dallas made it perfectly clear 
they were the team to beat in the NFC, 
dispatching Brett Favre and the Green 
Bay Packers 37-27. It seemed the one 
holdout was Tavern patron Jesse 
Ochiltree, who still hasn’t gotten over the 
abrupt and entirely unnecessary departure 
of coach Jimmy Johnson. Fourteen years 
ago. But he was coming around. “Wade 
Phillips - he’s a little bit like Jimmy,” he 
said of the head coach. “A little, not 
much. That’s as far as I’ll go. But I'll tell 
you one thing: Fle’s better than Parcells." 

With the Cowboys now 11-1, it was 
hard to find anyone gaping up at any of 
the Tavern’s 55 flat-screen TVs who 
wouldn't agree with that assessment. 

Bill Parcells may have built this team, 
but despite his two Super Bowl rings, he 
wasn't taking the Cowboys to the prom- 
ised land. Matter of fact, the dude barely 
had a winning record in four seasons at 
Dallas and never won a playoff game. 

So what’s the difference? 

“Tony Romo, ” Juan Campos declares. 

“They’re having fun,” his friend Lupe 
Zamarripa adds. 

“They’re having fun because of Tony 
Romo,” Campos says. “Without Romo, 
they wouldn’t be here. They’re looser this 
year. They’re playing. That’s because of 
Romo. Plus” - and at this point, you get 
the feeling that Campos is about to say 
what's really on his mind - “the guy is 
Mexican! His dad is Mexican. Nobody 
knows that. Everyone thinks he’s Italian. 

Fle’s fucking Mexican, even 
though he grew up in Wisconsin, idolizing 
Brett Favre. His name is Antonio Ramiro

It won’t be much of a story if the sea- 
son ends with a whimper - on, let’s just 
say, a botched snap for an easy field 
goal.

But you 
know the boys are back on their game 
when the rest of the country is back to 
hating the Cowboys.

The Ultimate Christmas 
Musical : The Musical!

You’ve got to hand it to the folks at Yellow Tape Construction 
Co. Building comic redundancy into the title of a show takes 
courage because, by implication, it promises 
something not just entertaining but ironic, witty, 
hip - it promises a payoff, and if the payoff 
doesn’t come, everyone involved is going to be 
doubly disappointed. 

No disappointment here, though, because 
this ultimate Christmas musical delivers on the 
promise (premise?) of its title. It starts with the 
set, which isn’t really a set so much as a mas- 
sive Christmas display. The back wall of the stage 
at Salvage Vanguard Theater disappears behind rolls of wrapping 
paper used as wallpaper, with a bow topping it off. Wrapped pres- 
ents crowd the stage, as do trees, Christmas lights, and a massive 
Homer Simpson dressed like Santa. You couldn’t get more holiday 
at Macy’s. The same goes for the costumes designed by Kendra 
Loposer, all red and green caps and stockings and sweaters. 

The script and the actors make the show special. Many individu- 
als receive credit in the program for creating this compendium 
of Christmas characters, which includes elves, reindeer, Frosty 
the Snowman, and, of course, the Kringlemeister himself. The

plot revolves around Billy Parker 
- inspired by the little boy in A 
Christmas Story - who has shot 
his eye out with a BB gun and lost 
all belief in Christmas. For some 
reason that either wasn’t articu- 
lated or that I completely missed, 

Billy’s lack of faith causes a crisis 
in Christmastown. But the reason 
for his lack of faith doesn’t matter, 
because the show is really just an 
elaborate excuse to do modern 
comic riffs on Christmas themes. 

That's why you have a Rudolph who 
wears bling, two elves fornicating 
with and impregnating each other, 
and three male reindeer played by women who seem to be 
attempting to sound very black or very cool. Cross-gender cast- 
ing is a hallmark of the show, with females taking on more than 
a few male roles, including that of a beautifully outfitted Santa 
Claus. While many people are credited with creation, one name 
stands out: Tim Doyle, who receives sole credit for composing 
the music and lyrics. Doyle also takes on two roles onstage: 
He’s the keyboardist in the fivepiece band and, in the most suc- 
cessful performance, Frosty the Snowman. His massively huge 
stomach draws focus every time he takes the stage, but it’s his 
energy and enthusiasm that, like his massive buttoned belly, 
really round out the evening. 


Director Jonathon Morgan stages the show presentationally, 
more often than not bringing the actors out to the center of the 
large stage and having them stand there and deliver the text. 
Despite the use of mics, the songs tend to get lost in the sound of 
the band, and the choreography lacks somewhat in inspiration. But 
really, the songs are just peppy punctuation marks for the comic 
scenes, and even though the actors tend to hit single notes, the 
performances, especially those of Amy Nichols as the narrator and 
Bethany Esfandiari as Little Billy Parker, are tremendous fun. So if 
you’re looking for something a little less traditional than your basic 
Christmas Carol or Nutcracker, you need look no further than this 
ultimate Christmas experience. - Barry Pineo

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Faces of America: The Light Bates Recital Hall, Nov. 30 

We are once again enagaged in that great 
national dialogue that occurs every time we 
are about to elect a chief executive. In talking 
about who we want to lead us, we’re forced 
to discuss who we are as a people, what 
unites us as a country, where we’ve been as 
well as where we want to go. It’s a conversa- 
tion that seems to take place everywhere 
- civic halls, living rooms, college campuses, 
pulpits, TV, radio, and now YouTube - but the 
truth is we rarely find it in the concert hall. 

The Miro Quartet wants to see that change, 
and the esteemed chamber ensemble did 
its bit for the cause last week with a two- 
concert program, Faces of America, that 
examined the nation’s dark and light sides 
as expressed in music of the last 115 years. 

The first concert - which this writer missed, 
sadly - was more daring, with “the Dark" represented by three contemporary works: George 
Crumb’s 1970 sonic assault Black Angels, John Zorn’s intense 2003 Necronomicon, and a work 
the Miro commissioned from Austin's P Kellach Waddle, The American Nightmare: The Marriage 
of Church and State. That’s a program that will get people to listen hard - and think. 

“The Light” could well have been another serving of the American concert comfort food 
cooked up every Fourth of July (a dash of Sousa, a pinch of Gershwin, a liberal sprinkling 
of Copland, topped with a cannonade from the 1812 Overture), but while the Miro did favor 
some older works by known composers (Antonin Dvorak, Charles Ives), the program pushed 
beyond the familiar urban jazz and open chords evoking the heartland to some less-traveled 
musical byways of our national character. 

Ives built his String Quartet No. 1, From the Salvation Army, out of hymn tunes he played as 
an organist for a Congregational Church when he was a student at Yale, but the work is more 
than nostalgic quotes of beloved old melodies. When he wrote the work, Ives was too young to 
be misty over these hymns; the affection one can feel for those songs came from their expres- 
sion of faith as a connector between the earthly and the divine, and his improvisations on them 
were a creative response to take that connection further, to express more soul-searching, more 
meditation, more jubilation. Miro gave life to these variations with an exuberant intensity, at 
times layering part on part with spectacular delicacy, then joining as one like choir members 
processing in perfect step. By the time they reached the charged finale - delivering the revival 
meeting “ FHallelujah! ” promised by violist John Largess beforehand - we had been treated to a 
display of bedrock American spirituality with a distinctly American optimism and inventiveness. 

By contrast, the work that followed was written from a place of deep skepticism about the 
state of the union. As cellist Josh Gindele explained before the performance of Credo, com- 
poser Kevin Puts was so troubled by the present wars abroad and violence at home that he 
feared he could not find anything “light" in our country to write about. But then the former 
Austinite took inspiration from three disparate sources: a violin specialist in upstate New York, 
railroads and bridges in Pittsburgh, and a mother and child dancing in a Manhattan apartment. 
From these, he wove a lyrical meditation on our capacity to change and better ourselves and 
that which is around us, alternating passages of vibrant energy and anticipation with passages 
hushed in wistfulness and peace. Puts conjured a train on which we could imagine moving 
across a vast landscape, past fields, past towns, and as the music traveled from cello to viola 
to second violin to first - always passed with utmost care by the musicians - a melancholic air 
gave way to a sweet hopefulness. The foursome joined together in a serene sunset of a conclu- 
sion, one that faded to a whisper, then a moving silence. 

From this tender present the quartet moved to the passionate past of Dvorak’s String 
Quartet in F Major, Op. 96, written in 1893 when the Bohemian composer spent the summer 
in a Czech village in Iowa. The music evoked a Midwestern river valley of rolling waters and 
singing birds, with the snatches of fiddler’s reels and spirituals anticipating Copland’s treat- 
ment of folk tunes. But it was filtered here through rich 19th century romanticism, which 
inspired some of the night’s most ardent playing, especially from second violinist Sandy 
Yamamoto, who became a swaying force of nature, and first violinist Daniel Ching, whose 
keen lines winged through the air like swallows. It may have been celebrating the spirit of 
another era, but the quartet’s impassioned playing proved that spirit to be living still, that the 
best in us endures. As the ensemble raced to the work’s end, America’s “light" - our open- 
ness, our industry, our optimism - was shining brightly. - Robert Faires

Blanton Museum of Art, through Feb. 3 

Is patriotism something we believe in anymore? 

With statements like “This land is your land,” 

“I solemnly swear to tell the truth," and “My 

fellow Americans,” Paul Ramirez 
Jonas confronts patriotism 
and our sense of Americana 
in his current installation in 
the Blanton Museum of Art’s 
Workspace. Ramirez Jonas 
is fascinated with history and 
American-ness. In a somewhat 
cramped space, there are mul- 
tiple sculptures referencing 
analog vs. digital technology in an interactive, 
performative installation. 

Ramirez Jonas draws on famous Argentinean 
writer Jorge Luis Borges as a point of departure 
for the show: "Reading, obviously, is an activity 
which comes after that of writing; it is more mod- 
est, more unobtrusive, more intellectual." In each 
of the sculptures, the artist uses various pieces 
of patriotic texts as jumping-off points, from lyrics to a song to a court- 
room oath to a prompt that begins many State of the Union addresses. 
While these texts carry a certain amount of weight - ironically, the 
texts themselves are on pieces of clay, like the Ten Commandments 
- Ramirez Jonas attempts to breathe new life into them by turning 
on the microphone in front of them with the hope that the viewer will 
utter the words in public, i admit to feeling a bit bizarre standing in the 
middle of a museum repeating into a microphone, “Do you solemnly 
swear that you will consider all the evidence in this case, follow the 
instructions given to you, deliberate fairly and impartially, and reach a 
fair verdict? So help you God?” or “Is this land made for you and me?” 


Each object is filled with various electronic 
components alongside traditional sculptural 
components. One of the standouts is a copy 
machine that has made copies from clay 
tablets of a religious survey, where one of the 
questions is: “Which of the following items 
best describes your belief in God, Jesus, and 
the Holy Spirit?” You are supposed to circle 
one of the options: believe in, not sure, don’t 
believe in, or unsure. I felt like I was back in 
religion class at the Catholic school I went to, 
taking multiple-choice tests on my belief sys- 
tem. It all seems like something out of the 
Fifties. Another piece is a clay sculpture of a 
video-camera teleprompter placed on a mod- 
eling stand with text coming off the prompter 
stating, “My fellow Americans.” It is an inter- 
esting juxtaposition of a traditional technique 
of clay modeling with the media-driven politi- 
cal machine that a teleprompter represents. 

The pieces that fall flat, or rather, don’t 
activate in the same manner are the video 
and piano pieces, Wh_r_ Hav_AII th_ Flow_rs 
G on_. Maybe because I am not a musician, 
and I am not quite sure what the significance 
of the missing C-note is, but it feels like 
something is missing in the piece itself. A 
piano with the C-note missing from it sits on one side of the wall as 
you enter the space, and you, the viewer, are invited to play along to 
the video that is playing a song without the C-note. 

Maybe it is all this election banter that is going on right now 
before the Iowa caucus, but the sculptural pieces that reference 
political or religious elements are the most resolved and frankly 
need more space surrounding them for the type of interaction to 
happen, especially in a museum setting like this one. Ramirez Jonas 
leaves us to question our own notions of patriotism and our sense 
of American-ness. How fitting for this time to pose such a thought.

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Joe Strummer : 

The Future Is Unwritten 

D: Julien Temple. (R, 124 min.) 

On the eve of the Clash’s 1983 American tour and during a period 
of increasing internecine skirmishes among the band members, front- 
man and principal lyricist Joe Strummer went miss- 
ing. As revealed in Temple’s thoroughly exhilarating, 
horns-and-halos documentary, Strummer was urged to 
“disappear” by manager Bernie Rhodes, who believed 
that the media attention generated by the MIA punk 
rocker would constitute an ace marketing move. When 
Strummer asked where he ought to go, Rhodes told 
him to hoof it off to Austin, Texas, where Strummer’s 
old pal Joe Ely lived. Strummer: “So I took the next 
train to Paris. I thought it’d be a good joke.” It still is, 
and the subterfuge was made even more da-da-Dada 
by the fact that the wayward rocker ran the Paris Marathon and grew a 
beard in the interim. (Full disclosure: I saw the Clash on Wednesday, 
May 18, 1983, at the Amarillo Civic Center Auditorium, and, yes, of 
course, it changed my life.) Such cunning stuntery was entwined in 
the genetic material of (ne) John Graham Mellor’s remarkable life 
virtually from birth. Not only did this India-born son of a left-leaning 
British civil servant and a doting “Scottish heather" grow up to front 
“the only band that matters”; he also, with the fragmenting Clash 
in tow, worked the stage at Steve Wozniak’s proto-Lollapalooza, U.S. 
Festival, alongside equally outsized egoiste provocateurs Van Flalen 
and U2 (no mean feat, that). But by the time '83’s chart-topping sin- 
gle “Rock the Casbah" arrived on these shores, the Clash was a band 
in name only. Strummer’s idealistic conundrum - did he get fame or 
did fame get him? - has a familiar VHl-ish ring to it. But what makes 
all the young punks ink his crooked-nosed, jug-eared, recognizably 
rockabillian mug on their scrawny limbs is, in part, what came after 
the Clash. And it’s here that The Future Is Unwritten adroitly fills in the 
post-’77 blanks, tracing Strummer's postpunk wilderness years: his 
acting and soundtrack work with Alex Cox, his stint in the Pogues, the 
ceaseless ease with which he created musical and lyrical agitprop, 




and the foundation of his final band, the incomparable Mescaleros. 
Director Temple (who previously helmed the far less affecting Sex 
Pistol doc The Filth and the Fury) has crafted one of the most com- 
pelling documentary portraits of a musician yet made. Like an early 
Clash number, it’s by turns lovely and ugly, loud as bombs and quiet 
as a revolution’s first-thrown stone; it acknowledges the legend while 
uncovering the truth. In the telling, Temple uses everything he can 
get his hands on, from newly minted animation sequences and long- 
forgotten audio interviews to Martin Scorsese (both then and now). 

He seamlessly edits together a series of campfire reminiscences 
from friends and family with impossibly rare, wonderfully raw footage 
of the musician himself. Here is Strummer the frolicsome 10-year- 
old, Strummer the hippy squatter, Strummer the sneering punk, and, 
most important of all, Strummer the whole human being, humbled 
but never hobbled, bloodied but unbowed. He was, and remains, a 
Sandinistan hombre sin fronteras by way of the UK and your dodgy old 
turntable, inspiring guerilla guitar dreams in unwritten futures forever. 
Punk fucking rock, man. - Marc Savlov

AWAKE 

D: Joby Harold; with Jessica Alba, Hayden Christensen, 
Terrence Howard, Lena Olin, Sam Robards, Fisher 
Stevens, Georgina Chapman. (R, 78 min.) 

Given the choice between seeing 
Christensen’s Tin Mannish performance as 
the Emperor’s new clothing in Revenge of 
the Sith or watching him here as he under- 
goes a heart transplant without actually 
going all the way under (beware of anesthe- 
siolgists who sound like G-man Kent 
Mansley from The Iron Giant), I'll take 
Padme Amidala in a thong at the Hotel 
Chevalier, thank you very much. 

Unintentional non sequiturs abound in 
Awake, the debut feature from screenwriter 
Harold, who’s cobbled together such an intri- 
cate backstory to answer the unasked ques- 
tion of why, exactly, billionaire Wall Streeter 
Clay Beresford (Christensen) ought to have 
opted out of his medical insurer’s buy-up 
policy that it’s difficult to not stand up and 
cheer every time there’s a cutaway to the 
gooey, decidedly realistic surgery effects. 
Having just married Sam Lockwood (Alba) on 
the sly, Clay receives word that a donor 
heart has become available the very same 
night. He has previously had his bum ticker 
rejuiced by lifesaving surgeon Dr. Jack 
Harper (Howard, doing some hustle and flow 
of a different type here). What better way to 


spend a honeymoon and some time away 
from his harpy-esque mother (Olin) than in 
the Grand Guignol of the operating theatre? 
Once down, however, Clay is far from out, 
and what he overhears while waiting for the 
attending physician to arrive is possibly 
worse than anything yet to come. While this 
very high-concept story may have wowed 
’em in the pitch meeting, it fizzles on 
screen, with Clay reduced to having out-of- 
body experiences in order to uncover the skein 
of troubling coincidences that brought him 
to this point. I suspect there's a corker of 
a Columbo episode tucked away behind 
Christensen’s oh-dear-God-i-can-feel-the-scalpel 
hysterics, but it’s shrouded in a pall of such 
outrageous medical malfeasance - not to 
mention familial greed, larceny, and the fact 
that Peter Falk is no longer with us - that 
you wonder why this rich kid didn’t just opt 
for a black-market heart, a la Turistas, as his 
mother had suggested. With a running time 
of 78 minutes, Awake is relatively painless, 
playing a little like a lesser story from one of 
EC Comics Shock SuspenStories - or a lot 
like Joseph Cotten’s “Breakdown” episode of 
Alfred Hitchock Presents - updated for the 
Fangoria generation. Still, what I wouldn’t give 
for Lt. Columbo to have expedited this film’s 
narcolepsy-inducing exposition. - Marc Savlov

DARFUR NOW 

D: Ted Braun. (PG, 99 min.) 

The world can be a terrifying place. No 
doubt there. But the question is: What 
are you going to do about it? The filmmak- 
ers behind Darfur Now (including director 
Braun and producer Don Cheadle) would 
have their movie be a call to arms against 
the devastating conflict in Darfur. Sadly, 
you’re better off doing your own research 
or visiting SaveDarfur.org. For all the film’s 
rallying efforts, its meandering structure 
and absence of a central driving character 
results in a film about genocide that is, as 
unbelievable as it sounds, kind of boring. 
Rushing through the history of the conflict, 
which officially began in 2003, the movie 
informs us that the Sudanese govern- 
ment began funding armed militants called 
Janjaweed in its effort to clear tribes of 
people from western Sudan. To date, as 
many as 400,000 civilians have been killed 
and up to 2.5 million Darfuris have been 
forced to leave their homes and now live in 
camps throughout Darfur. The film follows 
the stories of six people around the world, 
all involved with the crisis. The varied char- 
acters include a 24-year-old activist working 
in California in the divestment campaign, 
the prosecutor of the International Criminal 
Court in the Hague, the head of a refugee 
camp in Darfur, the leader of the World Food 
Programme team in West Darfur, and a rebel 
fighter. By far the most provocative story is 


that of the young mother whose 3-month-old 
son was beaten to death by Janjaweed mili- 
tias and has since joined the rebel forces. 
Braun’s camera gained astounding access 
to the rebel camps as the soldiers march, 
train, and vent their intense anger. The 
interviews with this beautiful young woman 
as she sits with a massive machine gun 
in her lap are surreal and heartbreaking. 
Additionally, ICC prosecutor Luis Moreno- 
Ocampo proves a compelling character. 

But while either of these characters could 
potentially carry a film, their roles are lim- 
ited, and the movie never evokes genuine 
knowledge of them as people. In effect, they 
become symbols. And it’s pretty difficult to 
empathize with a symbol, especially over the 
course of an entire feature film. Additional 
stories involving Cheadle (sometimes 
accompanied by George Clooney) and the 
Californian activist are vaguely inspiring. 

But while it’s commendable that Cheadle 
and Clooney travel the world to promote 
awareness of the Darfur conflict, it doesn’t 
necessarily make for a good 10 minutes 
of film. - Toddy Burton

THE GOLDEN COMPASS 

D: Chris Weitz; with Nicole Kidman, Daniel Craig, 
Dakota Blue Richards, Ben Walker, Eva Green, Jim 
Carter, Tom Courtenay, Sam Elliott, Christopher 
Lee, Simon McBurney; with the voices of Freddie 
Highmore, Ian McKellen, Ian McShane, Kristin 
Scott Thomas, Kathy Bates.

Ain’t that just like the Christians to get 
their knickers in a knot over nothing? Did 
they really think that New Line Cinema (the 
producers of The Lord of the Rings film tril- 
ogy) would risk precious box-office returns 
and a cultural dust-up by preserving the 
anti-organized-religion bent of the source 
material, British children’s author Philip 
Pullman’s His Dark Materials trilogy? The 
Golden Compass trades in the novels’ evil 
Magisterium - a society-controlling orga- 
nization meant to stand in for the church 
(any church, really) - for something just as 
evil, but more SS-inspired (from swastika- 
like imagery down to McBurney's greasy, 
Adolf combover). The film (and series at 
large), inspired in part by Milton’s Paradise 
Lost, charts the coming of age of Lyra 
Belacqua (Richards, a dirtied delight), a 
12-year-old orphan living in a steampunk 
universe parallel to Oxford, England, whose 
fate - which has something to do with a 
holy, multiverse war yet to come - was 
long ago predicted by witches. Yup, it’s 
that kind of world: witches, gyptians (sea- 
faring gypsies), and, most delightfully, dae- 
mons, which are the animal manifestations 
of human souls. They walk and talk along- 
side their human counterparts and don’t 
take definite shape until a child's adoles- 
cence, which means Lyra’s daemon, Pan 
(voiced by Highmore), skips breathlessly 
from a fluttering winged thing to a cuddly 
cat. Not much in The Golden Compass is 
cuddly, though: This is a terrifying world, in 
which trouble is visited regularly on small 
children and seemingly beneficent older 
ladies (like Kidman’s Mrs. Coulter, slinking 
along like some Thirties screen goddess) 
would sooner serve your daemon to her 
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daemon for dinner. Writer/director Weitz 
far exceeds here, in vision and ambition, 
the perfectly passable entertainments of 
American Pie and About a Boy. The spe- 
cial effects, with few notable dull thuds, 
are mostly spectacular, culminating in a 
breathtaking and bloodied battle royal 
between ice bears. There are significant 
stretches of talky tedium, more than a few 
“huh" moments for neophytes - especially 
whenever anyone starts nattering on about 
Dust with a capital “D" - and the ending 
plays abruptly, but there's plenty here to 
hang a franchise on. - Kimberley Jones

combination of low budgets and high camp, 
exposed skin and decomposed bodies, 
genre spoofs and Hollywood goofs. Even 
though Troma’s gore and T&A quotients 
may be high, the films remain a matter of 
the flesh being willing but the production 
values weak. There’s also always the sense 
that you and your friends could create as 
much mayhem and fun in your own back 
yards were you to have enough fake blood, 
semen, and excrement and confidence in 
your unstudied acting skills. Co-written by 
Kaufman, Gabriel Friedman, and Daniel 
Bova, Poultrygeist is a zombie comedy 
that's full of jokes, puns, chicken suits, 
and barbs flung in the direction of the fast- 
food industry. The film begins with high 
school seniors Arbie (Yachanin) and Wendy 
(Graham) dry-humping in the local ceme- 
tery, which is the site of ancient Tromahawk 
Indian burial grounds. (All the movie’s main 
characters are named after food icons: 
Arbie, Wendy, Micki, Denny, Carl Jr., Paco 
Bell, and Colonel Kluck.) The grounds are 
razed to make way for the military-themed 
chicken chain, American Chicken Bunker, 
where Arbie gets a job after Wendy goes 
off to college and turns into a lesbian. The 
chickens become possessed by the souls 
of the dead Native Americans and escape 
from their “concentration coops” and take 
revenge on the franchise’s patrons. The 
plot steadily degenerates as spewing gey- 
sers of various bodily fluids overtake center 
stage. Pauses for musical interludes dot 
the first half of Poultrygeist but are mysteri- 
ously absent in the latter section (until a 
tribute to Michael Jackson’s “Thriller” video 
ushers in the closing credits). Cameos 
from Ron Jeremy and Debbie Rochon are 
thrown in for good measure, and, actually, 
it seems that no idea has been tossed out 
once entered in the hopper. Which is too

WHAT WOULD JESUS BUY? 

D: Rob VanAlkamade. (PG, 90 min.) 

Two thousand years ago, an uncharacteris- 
tically angry Jesus stormed into Herod’s 
Temple in Jerusalem and, in one of history’s 
most famous temper tantrums (right up there 
with the siege of Troy), kicked ail the money 
changers to the curb. Flash forward a couple 
of millennia to 2004, and you’ll find the 
Reverend Billy, performance activist and 
founder/spiritual leader of the Church of 
Stop Shopping, following in the footsteps of 
his hero by storming the cathedrals of our 
new American religion - the Starbucks, the 
Wal-Marts, the Disneylands - in an effort to 
free the Christmas season from the clutches 
of the capitalists and return it to those who 
choose not to celebrate their savior's birth- 
day by buying Xbox 360s. You see, the good 
reverend is on a mission from God to con- 
vince his fellow Americans that all their heed- 
less consumerism will be their spiritual undo- 
ing, which is a pretty brave theology to 
espouse when you’re standing in front of a 
horde of shoppers in the electronics depart- 
ment at Kmart three days before Christmas. 
With his wild shock of blond hair, garish white 
suits, and post-TV-evangelist pageantry (com- 
plete with exorcisms and a full gospel choir 
singing songs with titles like “Convenience - 
the Shopocalypse Song’’), Billy is the perfect 
zealot: passionate, single-minded, and, very 
possibly, totally around the bend. Watching 
him, in this Morgan Spurlock-produced film, 
rail against credit-card companies and multi- 
national corporations in the middle of 
Minnesota’s colossal Mall of America, his 30 
disciples by his side, one can’t help but feel 
that the guy must have a screw loose some- 
where. But What Would Jesus Buy? director 
VanAlkemade isn't interested in questions 
about the reverend’s sanity (or even his back- 
ground); he’d rather glorify him as an uncor- 
rupted prophet crying out in the American wil- 
derness. Which isn’t to say that he’s not 
(God knows I can’t find any argument with a 
man who stands up to Walt Disney), but rath- 
er that true believers make for sloppy docu- 
mentarians and that What Would Jesus Buy? 
is stuck in neutral because of its director’s 
almost total lack of intellectual and psycho- 
logical curiosity. Where does true religion end 
and show business begin? Who exactly are 
all these people Billy convinced to spend 
Christmas on a bus crusading hopelessly 
through Middle America? And, most interest- 
ing of all, during those 30 days spent wan- 
dering around in a late-capitalist nightmare, 
did the reverend or anyone else on that bus 
ever wonder if those covetous, rioting souls 
they were fighting for may not be worth the 
saving? I guess we’ll never know. (See 
austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/story?

ACROSS THE UNIVERSE

If you aren't fed up with the literalism of 
Taymor's tribute to the music of the Beatles and 
the Zeitgeist of the Sixties by the time a charac- 
ter named Prudence barges into a scene through 
a bathroom window, then ... your threshold for 
this kind of thing is a lot higher than mine. 

Taymor is a grand visualist of the stage and 
screen, but a born storyteller she is not. Here 
she drapes a few dozen well-known Beatles tunes 
onto a handful of characters in an attempt to 
relate something of the cultural crucible in which 
these songs evolved, despite the fact that the 
tunes follow no chronological progression. The 
film occasionally escapes its deadly literalism 
in humorous sequences featuring Eddie Izzard, 
Bono, and Joe Cocker. Despite ardent defenders, 
this film will do nothing to infuse life into the 
current minirevival of movie musicals and is as 
softheaded as the wishful refrain “All You Need Is 
Love.”

August Rush is a rather prosaic, oddly anxious, 
contemporary take on Dickens' Oliver Twist, with 
Williams - in nasty-man twee mode, a newish one 
for him - thrown in for bad measure. Highmore’s 
parents are ably essayed by Russell and Rhys 
Meyers, one a classical cellist destined for 
greatness with the New York Philharmonic, the 
other a scruffy Irish ne’er-do-well who fronts a 
vaguely Poguesy band of rockers. After spending 
a magical night coupling on a rooftop overlooking 
Manhattan’s Washington Square Arch, they prompt- 
ly go their separate ways. Neither one realizes that, 
via a quick (if narratively convenient) switcheroo 
on the part of Russell’s overprotective dad, they’ve 
sown the seed of August Rush. Will his parents, 
through a magical, utterly unlikely yet strangely 
compelling turn of fate, come running once they 
hear the longing in their little maestro's edgily 
hip, borderline Ani DiFrancoid slap-strumming?

BEE MOVIE

BEFORE THE DEVIL KNOWS YOU'RE DEAD

Lumet is 83 years old now, but the storyline in 
Before the Devil Knows You're Dead carries both the 
rhythms of youthful vanity - and its attendant fear- 
lessness - and the dead-on, relentless morality of 
an Old Testament Hollywood hand. This is one of 
those films where the less you know going in, the 
better time you’ll likely have, but the bare bones 
go like this: Two brothers, Hank (Hawke) and Andy

story to alleviate their individual financial woes. 

This misguided robbery goes horrifically wrong and 
sets off a chain reaction of cascading disasters 
for not only the brothers Hanson but, ultimately, 
for the entire Hanson family. The situation doesn't 
just bomb; it goes all-out nuclear. Meanwhile the 
performances of the two leads, as well as Finney, 
Tomei, and the others, are downright thrilling.

BELLA

Bella is, indeed, a beautiful film. The bustling, 
cab-crowded thoroughfares of New York City 
have rarely looked as inviting and the coastline 
as momentously beachy as they do in this film. 
Monteverde’s film was shot by cinematographer 
Andrew Cadelago (both men are University of Texas 
graduates) with an unusual attention to detail for 
what is essentially a character study of two people. 
This only adds to the nuance and sense of grace 
inherent in Verastegui's and Blanchard's perfor- 
mances, both of which are models of emotional 
restraint and resonance in what could have been a 
soppy, overwrought melodrama. This is a film that 
embraces and celebrates the possibility for change 
and growth, both without and within, both personal 
and spiritual. Monteverde’s unobtrusive direction 
makes Bella into something far more interest- 
ing and affecting than the mediocre telenovela 
it could have been.

BEOWULF

The irony inherent in using 21st century motion- 
control technology to tell a tale approximately 
1,400 years old is just one of many bizarrely enter- 
taining aspects of Beowulf. High school English 
teachers may breathe a collective sigh of relief: 
Although this version of Beowulf (the script, rico- 
cheting between thrilling, heroic, and hilarious, is 
by Neil Gaiman and Roger Avary) does take some 
liberties, it's as faithful to the extant version as it 
needs to be. There's no doubt Beowulf is cracker- 
jack popcorn entertainment. The 3-D effects are 
jaw-droppingly immersive and realistic, but thanks 
to the witty, zippy script, they never detract from 
the story. The sticking point, for many people, will 
be Zemeckis' reliance on the imperfect technique 
of motion-control animation, which still exhibits a 
certain Shrekiness when it comes to such com- 
plex, expressive textures as the human face. Then 
again, the technique allows one hell of a kickass 
dragon.

The only interlude 
that, if not fails, certainly flags, is Gere’s sad-clown 
Billy the Kid. Haynes' piece doesn’t always make 
sense (and goes on too long by 20 minutes), but, 
damn, it looks good - and feels good.

And though 
Penn has conjured up a beautifully acted, visually 
bracing film that captures all the romantic energy 
and freedom of a life spent outside the bounds of 
society, somewhere along the way he misplaced 
that melancholy that made McCandless’ story so 
devastating.

Gosling again dis- 
plays his exacting commitment to characterization 
as Lars, a painfully reticent young man who shocks 
his family and community when he introduces them 
to the wheelchair-bound Bianca, a lifelike sex doll 
with whom he forges a chaste romantic relationship. 
Despite abundant opportunities for smutty gags, 
the film never ventures down this path, staying on 
its best behavior in matters of courtship and film 
ratings.

LOVE IN THE TIME OF CHOLERA

It’s a testament to the talents of Bardem that 
he can currently be seen as both one of the most 
romantic heroes in modern fiction (Florentino Ariza 
in Love in the Time of Cholera ) and one of the most 
violently sociopathic (Chigurh in No Country for 
Old Men). Sadly, the former performance cannot 
save what is otherwise a painful mess. Adapted 
from Gabriel Garcia Marquez’s masterpiece, the 
film stays true to the novel’s story. Set primarily in 
Cartagena, Colombia, one century ago, the movie 
follows the unrequited obsessive love of Florentino 
over the span of 50 years. Director Newell and 
writer Ronald Harwood adapt Marquez’s work quite 
literally, and the effect is stifling. Trying (where 
Marquez succeeds) to convey romance, social com- 
mentary, and comedy, the film becomes funny when 
it's supposed to be serious, confusing when it’s 
supposed to be poetic, and awkward when it's sup- 
posed to be romantic.

Sadly, these 
interludes only take away from the magnificent 
moments in which the stunningly crafted beasties 
in the mist (credit visual-effects supervisor Everett 
Burrell and creature design and make-up-effects 
artist Greg Nicotero) come out to prey. Darabont 
has made an old-fashioned scary movie that uses 
a B-name movie cast (minus Harden) as set-piece 
fodder: victims and antagonists of the film’s men- 
acing creepy-crawlies. And, man alive! The Mist's 
grossly tentacled who-knows-whats and giant flying 
insect thingees are as shuddersome as they come.

MY NEIGHBOR'S YARD IS A JUNGLE 

I’ve got a neighbor that almost never cuts his lawn; his 
grass is literally knee-to-thigh height. He’s also got tree 
branches that hang low over the curb that take your head 
off if you walk or ride a bike and aren’t paying close atten- 
tion. Other neighbors tried to talk to him about it but were 
ignored. What can we do? 

Everyone can relate to the neighbor who just 
doesn’t care for his or her yard like the other homeown- 
ers on the block. Your neighbor, however, has taken his 
yard-care indifference to the extreme, which most likely 
violates several Austin city ordinances. For example, 
the city of Austin requires that grass and weeds must 
be fewer than 12 inches tall. Property owners are also 
required to trim overhanging trees so that there is at 
least 14 feet of clearance at the curb line. 

It is usually a good idea to talk with your neighbor 
and try to resolve these problems informally. If you 
have tried that without success, your next step is to 
contact the city (call nonemergency 311) and report 
the potential violations. The city should investigate, 
give the property owner notice of noncompliance, 
and allow for a short period of time to fix the prob- 
lem. If the homeowner still does not fix the problem 
within the allotted time, the city will cut the grass 
and trim back the trees and then bill the property 
owner for the work. 

I live in an up-and-coming area, and there is an aban- 
doned house on my street where neighborhood kids some- 
times play. It has no front door and several open windows, 
so it’s easy to walk in and out. I’m worried something bad 
will happen there. 

Contact the city of Austin (call nonemergency 311). 
Structures are considered dangerous for some of the 
following reasons: exposed electrical wiring, heavy fire 
damage, potential structural failure, and abandoned, 
open structures. The abandoned and open nature of 
the house should qualify it as a dangerous structure. 
In addition, the fact that kids are playing there makes 
the property an attractive nuisance (i.e., a dangerous 
condition that can attract kids and cause a risk to their 
safety). The property owner or, alternatively, the city 
should take action to close access to the structure.

PERFORMANCE CHIPS A GOOD WAY 
TO WEAR OUTYOUR ENGINE 

Dear Tom and Ray: 

I have a 2003 4Runner V-6 that easily 
pulled my boat. So I bought a bigger boat. I 
would like to buy one of those super-heavy- 
duty Dodge Ram Crew Cabs with an enor- 
mous diesel engine to pull the new boat, but 
my wife won’t let me trade in our house so I 
can afford it. So, I found ads for “performance 
modules” that claim an 18% increase in 
torque in my 4R miner, for about a grand. I’m 
hopingyou’ll tell me that one of these things 
really will work and, more importantly, that 
it will ruin my engine after only 2,000 miles, 
so I’ll have an iron-clad excuse to buy a new, 
overpriced monster truck. - Phillip 

RAY: I think your plan will work, 

Phillip. I don’t know if you can toast your 
’03 4Runner in only 2,000 miles, but it’s 
worth a try. 

TOM: All modem engines have some- 
thing called an engine control unit, or 
ECU. It’s basically a computer that keeps 
track of data from various sensors all 
over the engine, and then crunches the 
numbers and determines how much fuel 
to send into the cylinders and when the 
spark plugs should fire. The ECU’s goal 
is to provide the best balance of power, 
economy, and clean exhaust. 

RAY: What most performance chips do 
is they replace the database that the ECU 
uses to calculate fuel and spark settings. For 
example, instead of telling the ECU that for 
a given set of conditions, send in X amount 
of fuel, the database on the performance 
chip tells it to send in 2X and advance the 
timing so that the spark fires earlier. That’s 
how it creates more performance. 

TOM: But the guys who make per- 
formance chips aren’t concerned about 
things like reliability, longevity, fuel econo- 
my, or emissions. 

RAY: Oh, and those chips automatically 
void your warranty, too. 

TOM: So, if your goal is to wear out 
the engine in your 4Runner and do some 
damage to the environment in the pro- 
cess, I think this is an excellent plan, 
Phillip. Bon voyage!
